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PREFACE. 



Thk Author of the following work being now about three score and 
ten years old, and nearly done with iha affairs of this world, having 
some knowledge of the first settlement of Oolchester, the names of the 
first settlers and their descendants, especially of the Townships of Tniro 
tuid Onslow, as well as with many circumstances connected with the 
■early settlement of the County, obtained by tradition and otherwise, 
was induced to note down, from time to time, some of them, in order 
tliat his children, and others who may come after, might know some- 
thing about their forefathers, and the hardships they underwent in 
settling a new country. _ 

It was bis intention at first to write only about his own kindred; 
but, having begun, he was led on to meatioi\ nearly all the Grantees of 
the Townflhips of Truro, and some of Onslow and Londonderry, with 
their descendants, as far as he could gather information. By the per- 
aaasion of a number of his friends, he has been indoced to place it 
before the public. In doing so, it is with a great amount of diffidence, 
knowing his want of fitness for the work—being illiterate and ill-<|uali- 
fied for the task. 

If the dates in this work are not correct, the author here claims the 
forbearance of those interested, as he has expended a large amount of 
time and labour to get them as nearly correct as possible. 

To all those who have given me information by letter or otherwise, 
I hereby tender my warm and hearty thanks fur these favours.

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name as Fronch Village Brook. One of tlie females who had escaped, or 
had been left behind on uccounfc of a boat being overloaded, returned 
that night to her former place of abode, and there remained during tlie 
night altogether unconscioua In the morning, when she returned to 
conscioiisncas, she was too weak to stand ; it was some hours before 
she realized the full horrore of her situation. After a time she was 
able to crawl to the door, and there the scone which surrounded her waa 
fearful The first object she beheld was the Cliurch, the beautiful 
Masa House, a blackened }^p of ruuis. She Wiis recalled to a sense 
of her forlorn situation by her cow which came to her, asking by her 
lowing to be milked. She milked her cow and partook of some of the 
milk with a cniat of broad, which revived her so much that she sei 
out to see if she could liud any one remtiining in the Village ; but 
there was no one to be found. Cuttle had broken into the fields and 
were eating the wheat ; horses were running in iboves through the 
ficlda 0)1 thu Gveoiiig of that day, cows and goatn nime up to theu- 
accustomed milking place, and lowed around the deserted liwellings ; 
pigs yet fastened in the pons, squealed with hunger ; and the oxen, 
waiting in vain for their master's hand to free them from the 3'"c>ke, 
(for they were used in moving the goods to the vessels) were bellowing 
in the agony of hunger ; they hooked and fought with each other, 
running through the marsh, upsetting tlie carta or tumbling into the 
ditches, until death put an end to their autferiuga. The jiigs were 
rooting up the gardens. She sat down on the doorstep beholding the 
desjoliiliou of the Village, when an Indian approached her and told her 
to come with him. She enquired the fate of her people. "Gone," 
said he, " aU gone," pointing down the Bay, " the people everywhere 
are prisoners ; see the smoke rise, they will burn all here to-night." 
He pointed up the Ray ; two or three blazing- lii'es attested the Indian's 
story as too true. He assisted her in gathering some of the most 
valuable tilings that were left. • The Indian then piloted lier to his 
wigvs'am, near the edge of the forest ; here she fniind about a dozen of 
her peo])le, the renmant left of what was once the happy settlement of 
the Village of Cobequid (now Maasfcown). They wiiited about the 
woods on the north side of the Bay, for more than a month to see if 
any more stragglers coidd be found before tJjoy w«.tuld .start t-o go to 
Miraiuichi. At length they were joined by about twenty of the French 
iuhabjt,ant8 who had escaped from Annapolis. These persona informed 
them that the houses and crops in /^jinapoUs wore burnt by the soldiers 
who were sent up the River to bring them to the sliips. Some fled to 
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the woods ; some, besides this party, crossed the Bay intending to go 
to Miiamichi throngh the woods. After another week's travel they 
met with a party that had escaped from Shepoudie (now called 
Shuhenacadie). From these persons they learned that about two 
hundred and fifty buildings were burned along the sides of this River, 
and that while they were firing the Mass House there, the Indians and 
French rallied and attacked the British Soldiers and kiUcd and 
wounded about thirty of them, and drove the remainder back to their 
ships. 
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CHAPTER II. 



As the most of our readers are already aware, Governor Comwallis 
arrived in Halifax in the month of June, 1749, with a fleet of ships 
loaded with passengers, and other things which wore necessary for 
the settlement of a new country. These ships were bearers of nearly 
3000 souls. These persons set to work with vigour to clear oif the 
bushes and erect houses for themselves and families to live in, and 
put themselves in a way to defend themselves from the attacks of the 
Indians and a few French settlers who were still remaining in the 
place. Mr. Anthony Elliott was in this company. He was in His 
Majesty's service as a Soldier. It is said Mra EUiott was the first 
WOMAN that sat foot on the shore on their arrival in Halifax. After 
Louisbourg and Quebec were taken by the British, Mr. Elliott and a 
number of others were discharged from His Majesty's service. In the 
spring of the year 1762 he removed, with his family and a number of 
others, from Halifax to Onslow. He settled on the farm on which 
James Crow, Esq., now resides, at the lower .end of Onslow, where he 
spent the remainder of his days. He died there. His wife died 
there in 1813. He was a grantee of the Township of Onslow. This 
grant is dated February 2l8t, 1769. 

Nancy, their eldest daughter, was married to Thomas Stevens.

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CHAPTER IV. 



In th(^ fall of the year 1759, about 20 men came up the Bay of 
Fundy from New England, to Tniro and Onslow, to make prepara- 
tions for a 8<^ttlemout. The moat of these men had boon in Nova 
Scotia a few years before, assisting in subduing and driving out the 
old French settlers, and the taking of Louiabourg. These men erected 
fimall hoa.ses on the same place that Truro Village now stands, and 
other jmrts of the neighbourhood. They returned to New England to 
spend (.he winter; and in the spring of the year 17C0, thoy returned 
again lu Nova Scotia with their fiimiliee, and commenced the settle- 
ment of the country with that vigour and perseverance that but few 
of the present day possess. There was a Urge quantity of manure 
lying at the place where an old French barn hod stood, on the south 
side of the Salmon River, at the hiiad of the tide, Tliis enabled them' 
to raise pofcitoes the first year. In July of thia year, they applied to 
the Govern.ir and Council for aid to cut out a road between the seve- 
ral lakes lying between Fort Sackville (now Bedford) and the Shube- 
nacadie River. The Council replied that provisions would be 
famished to the men while employed at the work, and that was all 
they could do. 
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On July 12th, 1761, it was enacted, that Cobeqaitl he includtHl in 
the County of Halifax On Auj;;ugt 7th, 17G1, the Council directed 
writs to be issued for tho eIo»!tiou of mombera to tvprestint the 
Townships of Onslow and Truro in the General Assembly of tho 
Provint-c, but we cannot ascertain that any election took i)lac«? until 
the year 1765, when James Brenton, Eaq., was retTimeii to repreiwint 
Onslow, and Charles Morris, Jr., to represent Truro. Mr. Morris, 
heiu;^' i-cturnfjil for Kings County at the same time, accepted the latter, 
and Truro wa-s unrepresented until 17C6. On June 5th, 1766, David 
Archil)ald, Esq., took his seat in the Assembly to represent Truro. 

These first settlors endured a considerable amount of hariLihip for 
the lirat few years. In the fall of the year 17 GO all the women 
excepting one returned to New England to spend the winter. In the 
Spring of the year 1761 they returned to Truro and Oush)w with 
a considuruble number of other settlers. On October 9th, 1761, 
Colonel Alexander McNutt, Agent of the British Government, 
arrivtid in Halifax with upwards of three hundred settlers from the 
North of Ireland ; they were landed on the 15th of October, on what 
is now caUtKl McNab's Island ; they remained about Halifax during 
the following winter, and endured a considerable amount of hanlship. 
They were sent out by the British Government, and scantily supplied 
with provisions. In the Spring of the year, 1 762 some of them went 
to Horton, some to Windsor, some to Londonderry, some to Onslow, 
and others to Truro. On April 1 7th, 1 76i, Governor Belcher Tccom- 
mended to the House of Assembly to aid the iuluibitants of Truro and 
Onslow, with provisions and seed grain, as they were very much in 
need of htith. The house declared it impossible on account of the 
heavy tlpJit that was on tho Province. More settlers continued to 
airivo in Nova Scotia, and the fertile intervals of Truro and Onslow 
attrai^ted their attention ; also the valuable marsh and upland lying on 
the two sides of Cobequid Bay. 

In the year 1763 there wei-e sixty families in Truro, and in 1765 
there were about seventy. This year they obtained a grant from 
Government of the whole of the Township of Truro in one grant. 
It contains about eighty thousand acres of land. There is no reserve in 
this grant of mines or minerals. It is granted to about seventy persona, 
in " Uightti." Some having but half a Right, some one Right, some a 
Kight and a half, and others two Eights. This Grant is signed by 
Governor Wilmot, dated October 31 et, 1765. 

Alexander Miller (grandiather of the writer) was one of these 
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granteefl. He waa the youngest son of Alexander Miller wlao omigrated 
from Belfast, Ireland, with his wife and several children, about the 
year 1718. He settled first in Saco, Maine. A few yeara after he 
purchased a lai^e tract of land near what ia now Portland, Elaine, 
where he settled and continued the remainder of his life. Ahout the 
year 1740 he loaded a vessel with hoards and sailed in her for Boston to 
dispose of the cargo. The vessel was la.a:t seen near Wood Island ; it 
waa aujtposed that all on hoard were lost. After this the family 
removed to Londonderrj', New Hampshire. Alexander Miller, Senior, 
had four sous and one daughter. About this daughter we have not 
been able to ascertain anything. 

James, the eldest son of Alexander Miller, Senior, was born 
in Belfast, Irc;land, in the year 1712. He was brou|»ht by his 
parents to New England, when he was six years old He mamed 
Mary Alexander, for a second wife. They removed to Belfast, Maine» 
and arriv(!d there May 20th, 1770. He was the first settler in that 
City. One of the principd streets is called Miller Street. He died 
there in the year 1794, aged 82 years. 

James, the eldest son of James Miller and Mary Alexander, was 
married to Betsey Nismoth, of Bulfast, Me, They had fivt* sons and 
two daughters. He occupied lot No. 38 (now known as the Froth- 
ingham PLtcc) for a term of years. He then removed with liis family 
to the Western Country, where a number of his descendants still 
reside. He died there in the year 1840. Hie wife died about the 
year 1849. • 

Robert, another son of James Miller, Senr., occupied lot No. 37. 
He roside^l on High Street in the City of Belfast, H. S. He was one 
of the most rei§pected in that city. He died a bachelor, in the year 
1827. 

Alexander, the third and youngest son of James MiUer, died 
when ho was young. 

David, another son of James MiUer, Senior, was married to Mary 
Boyes, of Londonderry, N. H. They had two sons and five daughters. 
They resided in the house that etiuida on the farm now kno^vn as the 
GrifiBn Farm in Northport, Maine. Samuel R, son of David Miller, 
lived a bachtdor, and died May, 1842. Captain Jamc.3 MiUer, the 
other son of David, was bom at Northport, Maine, Decemljer 16th, 
1 787. Early in life bo chose the occupation of a 8<'»Uor. His sound 
liealth and strong Iwdy admirably fitted him for his calling. Many an 
incident in his history from boyhood t<j ^4lge, very definitely indicate 
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the man, as he was well known to be, most active and mbnst. One 
(lay, when he waa i]uite a hoy, he was n'tuniiug homo Irom liolfust, 
he cnt a limb of a willow tree for u wjUking stick, at the NiamiUi 
place, now the Reed Farm ; when he rurivcd huQw, he stuck dowu.hia 
walking st-ifF into thu soft ^Tonnd ; it t.i>ok rout, nud ^-wto bo a largw 
tree, uudtT the shade of whirh many weary travtiUiTs between Belfast 
and Camden hare reetud. During Uie years that ho followt'd th<j sea, 
he sailud with many of the residonts of Nortliport and IBelfast, Maine, 
(iradually he advanced from the l>oy befort' the mast to the master 
mariner, coasting along our shores to the Provinces, Wost Indies and 
Europe. As an instance of his presence of mind and courage, the 
like of winch very few men excel, m-iy 1j« known by what he diil 
when alwut 22 years of age. lie was on a voyage to England, an<l 
they had rough weather. In the English Chiumcl a man fell over- 
}>oanl, February 21st, 1809 ; quick as thought James Miller p;is8ed a 
loose end of a rope aruuiid his body, and jumped over the Ruling of 
the ship after the man ; he grasped him ami Iwjth wore dragged by the 
njpe on board the ship agiiin. He might have lieen identified by the 
mark of that rope for some time after. He was married February 
23rd, 1830, and occupied the Robert Miller lunwe on Higli Street, 
comer of Miller Strc^et, being a joint owner with his brother, of that 
and other propert)''. Having left the sea hie attention Wiis directed to 
t}»e iultivation,.improvemcnt, and sale of lam! and other property in 
the city. Several of the streets were projected by him. He and his 
brother erected a store on the site of the jireit^nt Post Office. He 
always felt an interest in all the maritime affnirs of the day, and be 
was owner of several vessela He built Commercial Street Wharf, 
wluch he disposed of to Sanford, of the Independent Line of Steamers. 
He lost his wife. May 1st, 1861 (a Christian woman). After that 
time he appeared greatly saddened and seemed to grow old much 
faster than in former yeai". As he had no chililren of his own, he has 
l)ef.<n very kind to the cliildren of others — ^a father to the fatherless — 
giving good advice to all, which he waa able to do from his Icaig 
cxperiemui with his follow men lie was charitable to the poor, no 
one ever left his house hungry rf)r in distress if it was in his power to 
relieve tliem. j;\Ithough he wfid strong ;md vigorous, yet the strong 
inan was brought do-sra, Li January, 1871, he took a bad cold, and 
ficom that time he graduidly failed in ho-ilth. On July 6th, 1872, the. 
once str<.ing man was worn down, and quietly passed to rcst,on the 
morning of that day, being eighty -four j'^ears and six months old. The

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name of Captain James Miller will ever be rememl>ercd by thoae who 
knew him, for hia kindness, patience^ and charitable labours. 

The foregoing are extracts from the obituary notice in the 
Projressive Age, paper, of Belfast, Mo., July 2^th, 1872. 

.SuitiubI, th<? second son of Alexander Miller, Senior, was married 
to Margaret Turner of Londonderry, K H. They had two sons, and 
ten daughters. They settled in Petershoroogh, N, H., where they 
spent the remainder of their lives. 

Joseph, another son of Alexander Miller, Senior, settlecl in 
Sullivan, Maine, where he left a numerous posterity. 

Alexander, the fourth and youngest son of Alexander Miller, Sent,, 
was bom in New England in the year 1726. lie was married to 
Nancy Anderson, of New England, about the year 1 749. He was one 
of the lirst company that came to Truro in the fall of the year 1759, 
and came again with their families in the Spring of thu year 1760. 
It may here be observed that hia aged mother, wlio ha*! been long a 
widow, and in a poor state of health, wouJd not consent to stay in 
New England with any of her sons, but came to Nova Scotia with 
her youngest son, Alexander, as her attachment was strong towards 
him. She died about eight or ten days after they arrived in Truro, 
and was the first person who was interred in the Truro Cemetery, the 
exact spot being now unknown. -It is said that when they erected the 
Church, eight years after, it was found nece.saarj' to pliice it over the 
grave. Alexander Miller's house lot was on the west side of the 
Parade. He built his first house on the same place where the Court 
House now stands, and lived in it fifteen years. He built his next 
house on his front wood lot, near the place that Mr, John L. Doggett 
now resides. At this time it was considered quite a distance in the 
woods. At this place he spent the remainder of hia days, and tlied 
April 9th, 1791, aged 66 years, His widow died March 28th 1807. 
It was he and his brother-in-law, Captain John Morrison, (grandfather 
of Thomas F, Morrison, MRP.) who built the first mill which was 
started in Truro after it was settled by the British. This Mill was 
built at the same place the Mills now stand near the house of Mr. 
John McClure. The French had some kind of a Mill at the same 
place ; thafe was a millstone found in the bottom of the brook. The 
writer lias now in his possession a copy of an interesting letter written 
by Alexander Miller to his brother James, who resided then in Belfast, 
P^o^ance of Maine, ated at Truro, June 24th, 1780. He states in 
this letter how well he had prospered in worldly things since he settled 
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In Truro. 3Tiat he •wna now owner of 1650 acres of good land, 31 
head of cattle, 3 horses, and 14 sheep ; and that his son laaac hod 500 
«cn?3 of land, and Samuol had 250 acres; and that hb sum 8umuul liiul 
helped to kill eleven moose the winter before. His aon Jamoa had 
not returned home having been absent tnnre than eight years. He 
had a letter from hint, dated at Cork, Ireland, May 9tk, 1785. He 
infomaed him by this letter that he was married to a woman in Cork, 
«nd that he was bound for Holland as finit mate of a brig. Alexander 
Miller sympathized with bis brother Jaiudl) on accouBt tif the suiferings 
■of him and family during the time of the Americau Revolution. He 
^^tea to him the critical situation that ho^ was placed in at <»ne time m 
Tniro between the two particA For entertaining some of his American 
friends, he and hia two aons had to take to the woods and remain 
there until the soldiers went oft Ho also states that the winter before 
the anow was three feet deep along the side of thajiay, and back 
about ten miles it was five feet deep, and that it went off that Spring 
with the heat of the sun. The grain that had been sowed about six 
weeks before the date of the letter was but then coming through the

is letter contains a great d«;al more about family affairs that might 
be interesting to connections, hut which we do not copy. 

Isaac, the eldftst son of Alexander and Niincy Millesr, was bom in 
Xew England is the year 1750, and was brought by liis parents to 
Nova Scotia when he was ten years old. He was married to Elizabeth, 
<langhter of Adam and Janet Dickey, Dec 12th 1781. Hesettlexi on 
what was his father's land, and built his house on the east side of the 
Mill Brook, in the field that is now owned by Mr. William Suther- 
land. He owned all the interval and moadow Ijnng on both sides of 
this brook, with a considerable upland. In the fall of the year 1809, 
there were qnite a number of Indians encamped on his farm, on the 
upland, west of the interval, now called the Indian HiU, Some of 
the Indians had borrowed an axe from him. One evening, a little 
fcefore sunset, he unyoked hw team from the pylough in his interval, 
juid walked ap the hill to the Indian's camp to sco about hia axe, as 
he had not heard any noise of the Indians during the day. When ho 
approached the cjimps, all was stillneaa. Alraoat the first thing he 
saw was his axe, lying outside the door covered with blood. He went 
into the camp, and there he found an Indian lying with a cloth spread 
over him. When he removed the cloth, he was very much astonished 
«t eeeiag the head nearly sevei-ed from tlie body, which had evidejit|y 
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been done witb hia axe. He was so stmck with awe, that he lefl the 
place in haste to give notice to the neighboura. It appeared that all 
the Indians, except this one and his sqtiaw, had left the day before. 
His sqaaw was suspected for committing the fatal deeiL It was said 
that her attachment was stronger to another Indian than it was to^ 
wards her hnshand. She was pnreaed by a constable and a number 
of others, and taken priapner at Stewiacke, brought back to jail, and 
was tried in the conrt at Truro. The verdict of the jury was, not 
guilty, as there was no positive proof of her guilL The late George 
S. Dickey was one of the men who went after her. She was taken 
from among a laige nambe^ of Indians ; but there was no resistance 
ottered by them towards the company that took her. Mr. Miller sold 
out his farm in Truro in the spring of the year 1816. He removed 
with his family to Lower Stewiacke, and parclia-sed a farm from 
William Pollock, Senr., and hia son Samuel, being the same farm that 
Mr, John Teas and son now reside upon, north of the railroad station, 
and on the north side of the Eiver. He died there Nov.. 4th, 1825, 
aged 75 j'cars. His wife died in Truro December 20th 1803, aged 
40 year* 

Mary Miller, their eldest daughter, was bom Nov. 7th 1 782. She 
was manied to Samut/l, the youngest son of James and Mary Dunlap, 
February 11th, 1813. Tliey had three sons and four daughters. She 
died January 12th, 1861, aged 78 yeara Mr. Dunlap died March 
2nd, 1850, aged 68 yeara 

James Miller, their eldest son, was bom — — ■ — •, 1784. He died 
when young. 

Janet Dickey Miller, their second daughter, was bom Augnst 8th, 
1785. She was married to WiUiara Frieze, of Maitland, Jan'y 14th, 
1809. They had five sons and four daughters. She died Dec. 2.5th, 
1844, aged 59 years. Mr. Friexe'died Jimuary 14tli, 1843, aged 68 
years. 

Nancy Anders<>n Miller, their tliird daughter, waa bom March 
30th, 1787. She was married to Andrew Yuill, of Clifton, Dec. 1st, 
1814, Tliey had three daughters. She died April 15th, 1822, age<.l 
35 yeare, • 

James, the second scm of Isaac and Elizabeth Miller, was bom 
.January 17 th, 1700. He followed land surveying. When he was a 
young man, he was engaged surveying in the County of Pictou, and. 
there became aw^uainted with Miss Jime McOill, of the West Eiver. 
They were married February 14th, 1816, He settled at Lower 
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«iii?kf*, ami i-omiiiiitfd thi-re for iibr.ut t^n or twi-lve yfian*. Hf 
then aolil Dut aud rcruuvt)d to Uuliikx, uud remaiued there until thn 
fall ol' the year 1834, when he removed to New Glasgow, aud shortly 
after lost hia hcalllt He died there Dec. 5th, 183C, iu the 47th year 
of liis ai^c His widow ditHl thew Juu« Snl 1872, ivgtnl 75 yisars. 

Elizabeth, the eldest daughter of James and Jane Miller, was Ixjni 
May 2n<l, 1817. She was married to .John IJay in ICalifax. They 
reinoveJ to the Unitod States. They had two sjius and two daughters. 
Mr. Ilay died there. She was married again. 

Ann Miller, their second daughter, was bum March 18th, 1810 
She now resides in New Glasgow, Hctou.

David, the second son of James and Jane Miller, was bom March 
10th, 1823. He went to reside with his uncle, William McGill, in 
1834, and continued with him while he lived.

Louisa Miller,, their youngest daog^hter, was bom September 14th, 
1837. She was married to Henry Brown, of Halifax, October 17th, 
1865.

Eliaibeth, the youngeat daughter of Isaac and Elizabeth Miller, 
waa born in Truro, July 1.1th, 1801. 

James, the .second son of Alexander and Nancy Miller, was bom 
in New England in 1753, and was brought by his parents to Traro in 
1760, He left home when young, to follow the sea, and was pressed 
to serve on board of a ship of war for some time ; and, after being 
feleafled.he returned home. In Aj>ril 1778, he left home again to 
foUow hia ncalling as a mariner. Some time after this, he was in 
charge of a brig, which laid in the Port of Cork, Ireland, during the 
winter ; and he there made the acquaintance of Miss Eleanor Mahon, 
and they were married in the year 1783. 

Nancy, their eldest daughter, was bom in Cork Decemlwr 16th, 
1784. She was married to Stephen, son of Robert and Snsiiu John- 
ston, of the Lower Village of Truro, July 27th, 1811. They had 
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iwe Wins an<l three daughtora She died m l^pper Steviaoko, Nov. 
25tb, 1870; and ht-r Jiuslmnd died Dec 26th, 1856, agud C9 years. 

James and ^eAnor Miller had two sons, who died young, in 
Irelantl. He continued to follow the sea as cuptain. Upon one occa- 
sion he met with Cai)tain Wm. Cock on the street in the city of 
London ; and, as Capts Cock said himself, " He never was gloildiT in 
his life to see any person than he was when he met Capt;iin James 
Miller." In the year 1792, he retTimed home with his wifo and 
daughtfT, then eight j'ears old, and settled for a while on the fann on 
which John Barlier now resides, near the mouth of the Shul>enacadie 
River, where their two aoug, Alexander and James, were bom. He 
had John Nl-Isoh liifcd to work hi3 farm ; and he continued Us go to 
aea until liis wife died in the year 1796. He was married again to 
£lizab«*th, daughter of William and Dolly Putnam, widow of James 
8mith of I'pper Stewiacke in 1797, and had three sons and one 
daughter. 

Alexander, the eldest son of Captain James and Eleanor Miller, 
, was married to Margjuet McLeod, of Cape Breton, Octolx-r l.'5th, 
1836. They liad four sons and two daughters, whose names are John, 
Alexander, James, Charles, Eleanor, and Nancy. James, their third 
son is married to Miss Agnea Reynolds and has removed to the United 
States.

Charles, the yonqgesd; son of CSapt. James aili ElLsaboth. Miller, 
was bom at Antigonish in 1804. He was marriBd to Elizabeth 
Smith, and had five sons and four daughters. He died suddi.^nly 
some time ago, and left a widow with nine young children. His 
second son, William, is now a member of the Senate of the Dominion 
of Canada. His eldest son, James, died in the United Statu?. Hi's 
third son, Daniel, died a Ijachelot. Capt James Miller, after he waa 
married to hia second Avife, removed to Antigoni-sh, where he reared 
his family and spent the remainder of his days. Ho carried on 
farming, miUing and land surveying. He died November 1 0th, 1 825, 
and his wife died a few years after him.

She was marrie<l to William, 
son of James and Elizabeth Johnson, of the Lower Village of Truro, 
November loth, 1787. They removed to Upper Stewiacke, where 
they settled and reared their family. They had two sons and four 
daughters Mrs. Johnson being in a b.atl state of hetdth in the fall of 
the year 1820, waa carried on her bed from Stewiacke to Tnuvj, by two 
hprsos in a carriage, which Was made for the purpose, and had a pair of 
shal'ts made long enough for one horse to walk after the other, and a 
place housed in foe the bed between the horses, for the purpose of 
being attended by Dr. Suthcr, as there was no doctor at the time in 
Stewiacke. She died at the hou.*5 of her brother, Alexander Miller, 
in Truro March 3r<l, 1821. Her remains were taken to Stewiacke for 
interruent. ^Ir. Johnson died at Stewiacke December 16th, 1830. 

Alexander, the youngest son of Alexander and Naiiry Miller, was 
bom where the Court House now stands in Truro, April 22nd, 1769. 
He waa married to Rebecca, daughter of Joseph Crowe, Senr., and 
Esther BnrnJiill, of Chiganoise, December 6th, 1792. Mrs. Miller 
died October 19th, 1793. He wa.s married again to Rcbecc-ti, datighter 
ofThumua Bainl .^nd Margaret Riruhill, of Chiganoise (by the Rev. 
Duneaii fioss, when he came first to this country), June 29th, 179"). 
He jnlierited lus father's farm, ami, having purchased the iidjuining lot 
on tlie "West from David Wliidden, he removed his house across the 
road to the place on which David B. Fletcher's house now stands, in 
the yt>ar 1799, where he spent the remiviuder of his days. At the 
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moving of his houBe Alexander Barnhill (father of John Bamhill) got 
hi3 leg bi-oken. Ue followed farming and land gurveying. From the 
year 1820 to 1826 he owned a schooner and was engaged in trade^ 
which proved to be very unprofitable to his worldly circumstances. 
He was an elder in the Presbyterian Church for thirty-one years, and 
most of this time he was clerk and treasurer of the Session. He was 
one of the first advocates of the Temperance cause in Truro, which 
commenced about the year 1 828, And it may here be observed that 
the first funeral that was held in Truro (except it might have been at 
the very early settlement of the place) without the use of spirituous 
liquor, was the funeral of the late Ebenezer Archibald, which took 
place August 10th, 1829. The writer has in his possession the rules 
of the firat Temperance Society which was formed in Truro, in the 
handwriting of John McCurdy, who was then teaching school in the 
school house which stood near Mr. Thomiis Taylor's house. Mr. 
McCurdy was Secretary of the Society, Rev. John Wadtlell, President, 
Alexander MUlor Vice-President, Alexander Kent, David Page, Senr., 
Charles Tucker, John J, Archibald and David Page, Jimr., were the 
committee of management These rules are dated Jantiary 10th, 1831. 
One of the rules of this Society was that it should meet quarterly, and 
at every meeting there should be an address given by some 
person to be appointed by the coramitt«!e. 

The following is the addreas given by t^e said Alexander Miller at 
one of the quarterly meetings held in the old Court House in the &11 
of 1832 :— 

" I have been young and now am old, and have seen public 
opinion often changed in Truro. I am now standing near the spot 
where I first existed, as this house nearly touches the ground on 
which the house stood where I was born ; and on this green around 
here is where my feet trod in my early days. Nearly all my former 
acquaintances have left me, and T am becoming a stranger on the spot 
where I was bom. And knowing tliat I must soon go the way that 
nearly all of my ac(juaintances have gone a little before me, I tliink it 
my duty to take notice of some of the changes that I have witnessed 
reganling the traffic in, and use of, ardent spirits, and the different 
changes in pubUc opinion with regard to tlie same, together with the 
change that has taken place in my own opinion. 

"In the first of my recollection, perhaps about the year 1773, 
there was one barrel of ruiu sohl in the TJjiper Village of Truro ; and 
the next year one puncheon ; and the next two, and I believe the next

year there were tliree piinchoona sold, and ao on it k<^pt incrca«ing 
(intil, in the year 1R31, there wore sixty puncheons aoM in Truru. In 
tfaeso early days the people of Truro* were famed for a sober, orderly, 
and hospitalile pwople, but jjrotty much ms trade iner«a«wl uutl the nae 
of aixleDt spirits increased, the {jcople sank in teputntioit, and mutiy of 
(>ur old respectable people fell before the destroyer. The ])ublic 
opinion was then that ardent s[>iritd was one of the good crtaiturea of 
G(«l, tii he tised, but not abused, and according as tljty iM'Iievcd they 
practised, and they went on in this way until the u^e of it became 
common, and was thought respectable. A person was not thought 
sociable or generous if he did nut keep it to treat his frionda, till 
aloa, the many instances of the evils which have passed before ua are 
enough to moke us shudder. It is not worth while to uiontion them 
here, for they are too well known to us all. But we havo reason to 
Lbts thankful that a change of public opinion haa, in sonic ninni^uif* 
'taken place, and is still on the move ; and many who formerly 
considered it one of God's good creatures, to be used in motleration, 
consider it now the creature perverted from its ori^nual use to the 
service of the devil, and that it is a sin to tamper witli it at any rate. 
Total abstinence is the only way of defeating the adversary, and from 
principles of Christianity, philanthrophy, and true patriotifini, a number 
havo come forward and pledged themsolvea to total abstinence from 
the use of ardent spirits, and the immoderate use of aU intoxicating 
liquors, under the name of the " Truro Teraperanco Society." About 
two years ago there were only eighteen persons found to embrace these 
principles. At the end of the first year the number stood 1 33, and at 
the end of the second year 1 75, belonging to what i.<» called the " Old 
Society." Besides these, alwut 60 young men havo espoustid the 
cause and formed themselves into a society on the same principles, and 
are doing much good by co-operating witli us. The young i>oople 
taking the cause in hand, bids lair for the work being completed by 
the noxt generation. 

"There is much against the work being accomplished by this 
generation, who have been brought up in what I call the old school, 
where moderate drinking was biught, Iwlieved in, and I'ractised, until 
the appetite became so strong for the poison by habit, the undei^ 
standing impaired, and the conscience luUed to sleep ; and persons 
saying it is good for the body in a great many circumstancra, and it 
would be wrong for us to deprive ourselves of this good, and so they 
drink on ; still they grow more attached to it, until hnal ruin ensuea 
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Now, the world is divided on these two great qnestions, whether 
awlent spirits is the good creature of God or not ? These two great 
questions are to be determined hy the C(jiirt of public opinion, and 
every person has a part to act in the decision. Therefore each 
one should endeavor to qualify himself as a Judge, to give an 
impartiiil opinion on this great and important subject. We must see, 
that we are not prejudiced ip. the cause, and that we give due attention 
to have ourselves properly informed in the matter, and have none of 
the epiritous iitjyor mixed witli our biyod, nor ao strongly wedded to 
its use that notliing but death can separate. When all are thus 
properly qualified to vote in this matter by having the understanding 
informed, the conscience enlightened and in lively exercise, then T have 
no doubt but the decision will be in favor of total abstinence principles. 
And if tliis was acted upon^ tlie monster would soon be driven from 
this world, and man delivered from one of hia greatest enemies. But 
shoulil the Co^irt of public opinion not toke due pains to qualify itself 
on thia question, and give but a partial decision, then the monster 
would still be permitted to den in our land, and go through it 
destrtiying its inhabitants. Then where will fhe responsibility lie ] 
Will it not be upon those who have not done their duty in 
discouraging the use of it in every way that lay in their power 1 If 
would come forward, the work would be done at" once. Those 
have come forward and done their duty have ac<|nitted them- 
•aelves. But awful mustj be the resptmsibility on those where it rests, 
not only to 80<;iety in tins world, but the responsibility that they are 
under to the great Judge at the last day. 

" The cause of temperance athiiits of no doubt of its originating in 
Divine love, and it will progress, although there is so much opposition 
to the goixl cause, under so many false opinions that are abroad in the 
world. Of some of tliesf falsR pretences I shidl here take notice, such 
as the following r ' Some say that they would join the society only 
the members are a set of hypocrites. Tliey pretend to abstain for a 
while and then drink worse than ever.' * Others say that they like 
temperance very well, but they carry things too far, and those who 
are its most zealous friends say things that are so disgusting ; such as 
that anient spirits are not the good creatvin'js of God, but the perversion 
of them through the inveuliou of men, under the iustigaf ion of the 
devil, and we cannot ]mt up with such doctrine as to abstain 
altogether. But grant us the moderate use, and not the abuse, and 
we will join you.' ' Others say that they see no use in these societies ; 
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If a man han not religioue principle enough to bind him, it will not be 
the signing of thft jilcilgo thut will do any i,Mo<i ti> raiike liini ir-frain.* 
Now, to thi'8« Lust we say tbiit the rtligiim «»f i^nw^ binds L'V»»ry ono 
of his followers, and esjwcially those who have been theJiiselvea gtiilty 
in couutenanrin'^ auy sin, and hivo been brouglit to an ovangclirul 
repentance of the sumo, and are sensible ( if the dishonor done to ('bruit 
and liis cause. They that love him cnnnot stand by and see tbo spcnr 
thrust into his side without rofjprpt, and, out of love to him. make uso 
cf nil rational mesms in tliinr power to stem vice, ospecitilly thii) ijne of 
iutemf)eranee, which has done so much evil to the human mcL* ; and 
what means would be so effectual as if all would come forwartl and 
assist iu removing the temptation out of the way, by not countenancing 
the tiuflic or use of it Now, I 'say from Christian jirinciple tluvt it is 
the duty of every one to come forward and make use of every means 
in his power to put a stop to the use of an article which baa been 
proved to be of no us«>, but hurtful to the human conatitiitioii, from 
the testimony of hundreila of rcspe('table physicians who have givfu 
their names to the world. Also, the evidence of thousands who have 
made the experiment ought to bo conclusive evidence t<.i those who 
have not af< yet made the exiicrimcnt ; and the responsibility rests on 
those who stand aloof from this greit worL To those who plead for 
the moderate use, and not the abuse, I would say, look at the danger 
you are in and let conscience speak, and see if it will not toll you that 
it is pre8umi»tiou for you to follow a path which baa conducted sc^ 
toany to rain, for no num ever became a drunkard at once, and I 
woidd have you to examine and see if you are not trusting to your 
own strength, wliich it is to be feared will be your niin, as it has been 
tfi many before yon. I would aak those who are still wavering in 
<ipinion whp.ther ardent spirits is one of the good creatures of God, or 
whether tliey have been preverted from their original use by the art 
of man, through the instigation or suggestion of Satan? The tree is 
known by its fniit, and when we come to look and see the amount of 
evil and mi.schief the use. of it produces, we miist come to tha 
conclusion at once that it is the work of the bad and not of the gootl 
spirit Next, to those who say that the tejnperance people are all a 
set of hypocrites who only pretend that they abstain, but will drink 
as fast as those who make no pretensions — to these I would say not 
to be too hasty in judging the heart, which belongs only to God, who 
well knows the intention.? of tlie heart. But it is to be regretted that 
there is so much truth in this remark — ^that 60 many have put theii' 
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hand to the plough and have looked back, or, from want of resolntion, 
have gone in the way of temptation, and have fallen hefore it To 
such as have been sensible of their fall, and express a desire to 
continue in the good cause, looking for Divine assistance (being now 
by their fill made sensible of their own weakness), I would say bear 
with them, and admonish them in the spirit of meekness, and drop a 
tear of pity over those who are so far gone a« to allow themselves to 
indulge in mmlemte or immoflerate drinking, which is the road to 
misery. To those who have been enabled to sustain their pledge I 
would say endeavor to be firm and stand fast, taking good heed lest 
you fall ; and go on steadily, depending on Him who can give strength 
to bring us all honorably through this world. It is much to be 
regretted that so many of those who were expected to come forward 
are still standing idoof and taking no part in this great work. It is 
recommended by your committee not to deal in stores where this 
traffic is carried on. Also, to petition the Legislature and the Court 
of Sessions to prohibit the nse of strong driok in houses of enter- 
tainment." 

Upon the foregoing recommendation, petitions were prepared, and 
signed by a large number of persons from the different parts of the 
County, to the Court of Sessions for the County of Colchester, January 
term 1833, asking the Court not to grant license to any person to sell 
spirituous liquors. Mr. William Creelnian (father of the Hon Samuel 
Creelman) was the delegate and bearer of petitions from Upper 
Stewiacke. And* when it was proposed to grant license, the foregoing 
named Alexander Miller rose in the coiirt, and stated that he held in his 
hand petitions, signed by hundreds of respectable persons, asking the 
worshipful Court not to grant license for the sale of liquors, when the 
Judge, in a very peremptory manner, stopped him from saying any- 
thing in support of the prayer of the petition. And when the peti- 
tions loere read and the vote taken, there was a majority of the Justices 
in favour of not granting licenses. Witli this decision the Judge 
ap[)eared quite dissatisfied, and said to the Justices, " that he did not 
know what they meant by violating the laws of the Province in such 
a m inner." Alexander Miller, 3rd, eldest son of the foregoing Alex. 
Miller and Rebecca Baird, his wife, wiis bom in Truro, May 8th, 1796 
(being the same day that Truro Village was bunit). He was married 
to Sarah, daughter of John Faulkner and Janet Moor, his wife. 
(S.irah being the widow of the late Jamas Perkins who was drowned 
from a fidhiug boat at Five Islands, and left a young widow and one 
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daughter. This daughter is now the wife of Robert Cmnminps, iinrl 
has turo sous and one daughter). Alexander Miller and iSnruli 
Pferkins were married Dec 19th, 1822. They had three sons and 
two dnughtera. 

Juint)a, th«3 eldest Hun of Alexander and Sarah Miller, was bum in 
Truro, Maroh 4th, 1824. He ^ras married to Margaret, daught^ir of 
Samuel and Margaret Forbes, of Clifton, May 24th, 1851, and had 
two daughters. fcJarah, their eldest daughter, was born Feb. 11th, 
1853. Ermina, their other daughter, was born August 12th, 1855. 
James Miller was a Colporteur and School teacher. Hm died suddenly 
at the Folley, Londonderry, Feb. lOtli, 1858, in the 34th year of his 
age. Nancy, the eldest daughter ef Alexander and Sarah MUlcr, was 
bom December 5th, 1824. She died unmarried Dec 29th, 1862. 

Robert, the second son of Alexander and Sarah Miller, was bom 
January 4th, 1828. He was a house-joiAer, and removed to New 
Hampsliire, U. S. ; and was married there to Sarah Blanchard, of 
Watertown, Mass., U. _S., Feb. 29th 1851, and died March 7th, 18.'52, 
|)8ged 23 years, Eliaibath, the secoml daughter of Alexander and 
Sarah Miller, Wiis bom June 10th, 1830. She was married to Isaac 
Miller October 24th, 1859, and removed to Calilbmia, where he had 
his arm broken, and some time after, the arm was taken off ; and he 
returned to Truro in a bad state of healtli, and died on Nor. 1 3th, 
1864, in the 40th year of his age. Elizabeth was married again to 
WiUiam Dickson, of Onslow, Jane 20th, 1865, and had one son and 
one daughter. 

Alexander, the youngest son of Aleitander and Sarah Miller, was 
bom October 15th, 1832. He works at cutting and engraving monu- 
ments. He was married to Surah Ann, daughter of John J. and 
ifary Archibald, Nov. 25th, 1856. Agnes, their eldest daughter, was 
bom April 11th, 1859, Mary Jane, their second daughter, was bom 
August 7th, 1861, and died Augu.st 30th, 1863. Andrew, their son, 
■was bom February 16th, 1863, and died Dec. 18th, 1865. Jannie 
Blanchard, their third daughter, was bom December 31st, 1867. The 
above named Alexander Miller, 3n.l, died May 3l3t, 1855, aged 59 
years. 

Margaret, the eldest daughter of Alexander and Rebecca Miller, 
was born May 24th, 1797. She was married to James M McCurdy, 
of Onslow, October 25th, 1814. They removed to Miisquodoboit 
in March, 1816, where they took their farm from the forest, erected 
comfortable building-s, and raised their numerous family. They had 
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tight sons and live' daughters. All their daughters and four of their 
sons are dead. Their son, George, and daughter, Elizabeth, died near 
one time, and were both laid in one grave, George was 20 years old 
Rud Elizabeth 18. Mrs. McCurdy died Oct, 11th, 1845. Mr. Mc- 
Ciirdy died March 30th, 1871. 

Kebf.(-Tr». the second daughter of Alexander and Rebecca Miller, 
was bom August 10th, 1798. • She was married to Joseph, eldest son 
of.Tohnaiid Stirah B;imhill,.of Cliig-anoiae, Feb. 29th, 1816. They 
had five snn.s and two daughters. She died June 1st, 1843, age<l 45 
years, and hur husband died March 15th, 1869, aged 77 years. 
Nancy, the thirtl daughter of Alexander and Rebecca Miller, wa.s bom 
May 21st, 1800. She was married to Jq,mes D. Baird, of Onslow, 
July 13th, 1820. They had six sons and two daughtera Two sons 
and one daughter died some time ago. They removed to Pembroke, 
TTpper Stewiacke, in the spring of the year 1861, where she is still 
li\ang, but has been blind during the past ten or twelve years. Mr. 
liainl died June 2nd, 1871, aged 74 years. 

Jane, the fourth daughter of Alexander and Rebecca Miller, wa.s 
•born December 26th, 1801. She was married to Alexander Nelson, 
April 8th, 1823. They had six Bona and four daughters. They 
removed from Middle Stewiacke to Boston, Mass., in the year 1853. 
Their smi, Wdliaia, wjis drowned in Stewiacke River July 20th, 1845, 
when he was 12 years old, Their sons Alex., Thomas and Geoi|;e, 
all died uejiT one time, in the year 1863, in the Unitwl States Their 
daughter, Elizabeth, was married to Thomas We,st. Mr, West died 
I)eceml>er 12th, 1861, aged 29 years, and his wife, Eli7Abeth Nelson, 
lied March 27th, 1859, aged 22 years, 

Thomai, the second son of .iVlexender and Rebecca Miller, "waa 
born December 25th, 1803. He was married in 1823, to Janet 
Colvan, daughter of John and Jane SmitL Rebecca, their eldest 
daughter, was born March 1st, 1824, and was married to John H. 
Archibald, of Harmony, -January 29th, 1844. They have one 
daughter. 

Jane, the second daughter of Thomas and Janet C. Miller, was 
born March 26th, 1826. She is married to John L. Archibald, of 
Harmony, Nov. I7th, 1846. They have six sons and one daughter. 
Their names are among the iVjchib^dds, 

Daniel Cock, the eldest son of Thomas and Janet C. Miiler, was 
l»om March 4th, 1829. He was married to Olive CroweU March 4th, 
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1853. Colvnn their eldest diiughter, w,i3 boni December 25th, 1863, 
Charles R, their eldest son, was b<jru (^ct 25th, 18o5. 

. Elizabeth Jane, their eldest daughter, was born Fob. 13th, 1867. 
Sarah wivs bonj S(^pt. 15th, 1858, and di«d Nov. 1 1th, IS.'iO. Siuuh 
Iteliecca was born Muy 27th, 1860. Robert wiia born Sept. 22nd, 
1861. Albert Edward was born August 18th, 1863. Ckni Agues, 
bom August 13th, 1865, and died May 5th, 1866. Mary Etta 
bom March liith, 1867. William was bom June 11th, 1868. 
Thomas was bom March 6th, 1871. 

Alison, the third daughter of Thomas and Janet C. Miller, was 
l)ora April 5th, 1832. She was marriod to Edward Johnson, of 
Upper Stewiackc, Doc, 4th, 1855, They had four sons. Mr. John- 
sou dittd in HalilVxx, March 20th, r864. 

Christie, the fourth daughter of Thoijias and Janet C. Miller, wae 
>>nrn F«b. 5th, 1837. She was married to Robert Dinsmore Octobtr 
13th, 1859. They have two sons and three daughters. 

Mfiry, the lil'th daughter of Thomas and Janet C. Miller, was boru 
May 26th, 18-tO. She died unmarried August 22nd, 1859, in the 
20th year of her age, Wiiliani, their second son, was born January 8th, 
1843, and diwl June 10th, 1843. William Alexander, their thin! 
son, was boru June 21st, 1844. He left home April 2nd, 1867, and 
wont to Cidifornia. He was absent more than four years, and return- 
ed homo May 9th, 1871. He was married to Olive, the youngest 
daughter of David T. and Heanor Andiibalfl, Dec. 18th, 1872. 

Isaac Cfeddie, the fourth son of Thomaa and Janet C. Mdler, was 
born May 4th, 1847. He removed to the United States May 31 st, 
1870. He returned home January, 1872. John Smith, their fifth 
son, was born Dec. 6th, 1849. 

Robert Smith, their youngest son, was bom March 26th, 1863, 
and died July 24tli, 1858. Mrs. Miller died January 231^1, 1873, in 
the 68th year of ht^r age. Mary, the lifth daughter of Alexander and 
Rebecca MLlier, was born Sept. 22nd, 1805. She was married to 
Robert Archibald, They had two sons ; Ixjth died young. She died 
Feb, 8th, 1855, Elizalx-th, the sixth daughter of Alex, and Rebecca 
Miller, wa.<< hom Jan. 23rd, 1807, She wiis married to Robert, son of 
Edward and Hannah Logan, Janttary 22nd, 1828. Their family and 
rleaths appear in the Logan family, Sarah, the seventh daughter of 
Alex.audRe-boc.cn Miller, was bom April 17th, 1809. She was 
married to William Logan January 8th, 1829, and had five sons and 
two daughters, who appear in the Logan family. Eleanor, the young- 
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est daughter of Alexander and Rebecca Miller, was bom July 13th, 
1812. She was married to Daniel Hamilton, of Onslow, Feb. 14th, 
1835. They had live sons and four daughters. On Nov. 6th, 1844} 
Mr. Flamilton was caught by his coat with the cogs of a wheel of a 
grist niill, and was drawn through between the cogs of the two whools 
where there was a space of but two and a half inches. He was very 
much injiired ; and had it not been tbat one cog came on each side of 
his back-bone, he would have been nearly cut in two. 



CHAPTER V. 



Davdd Archibald, Esq., was the eldest of four brothers who settled 
in Truro. They arrived in Nova Scotia with a number of others on 
the 13th day of December, 1762. He was a leading man in society ; 
was the first Justice of the Peace who wa.s settled in Truro ; was tlie 
first who represented Truro Township in Parliament. He first took 
his seat June 5th, 1766. His name standa first in the Grant of said 
Township, also to the call given the Rev. Daniel Cock, which was 
dated September, 13th, 1770. His name is also at the head of the 
list of elders of the Presbyterian Congregation. These were chosen 
in the summer of 1770. He had his front lands on the north side of 
Salmon River, His house stood near George McLeod's, on what is 
called Bible HilL At one time a thief was brought before him for 
trial, and the sentence was, " That the thief should be tied to a cart and 
driven from the Hill across the River, down round the Parade, and 
back to the Hill again ; and that the driver should use the wliip 
more freely on the thief than on the horse. Mr. An^hibald was born 
in Londonderry, Ireland, September 20th, 1717. Elizabeth Elliott, 
his wile, was bom June 10th, 1720. They were married May 19th, 

1741. He died about 1795. His wife died October 19th, 1791, aged 
aeventy-one years. » 

Samuel, the eldest son of David Archibald, Esq., and Elizabeth 
EUiott, his wife, was born in Londonderry, Ireland, November 11th, 

1742. Ho was married to Rachel, second daughter of John Dimcau 
and Rachel Todd, his wife, of Londonderry ; he settled at Little Dyke, 
and remained there until 1769. His eldest child wa.s bom there in 
1767, and died young. It was buried on a small island near the 
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rfiore. He excbangod famia with William Corbctt, removetl to Truro, 
and settled upon the Townsend Farm, so called, being tlie game upon 
•which William C. Eaton, Esq., now reside*. He was an active man 
in business and a good writer. He wan Town Clork of Truro from the 
year 1771, until the time of his death. H« took his eeat in the Houw 
•of Aaserably as representative of the Township of Truro on Jun« 1 2th, 
1775. He was again returned to represent Truro in 1777. He waa 
•vory full of sport. On one occasion when a numhpr of men were 
-engaged dyking in the marsh, as it was the custom in those days, the 
men took their dram in the middle of the afternoon, and laid do^m to 
have a httle rest This time they all fell asleep ; he then took every 
man's spade and fastened each one of them down to the marsh }>y the 
snie of his hair pressed with their spades into the marsh. 

In 1779 he started to go to the West Indies in a vessel with a 
^•cargo of boards and horses. When he was on his way down to the 
Bay, to go on board of the vessel, he rode up to John Smith's shop 
^door, and said to him, " Come, Smith, let us have a parting drop," 
When Smith was about takit^ the parting drop with him, he snatched 
"the bottle from him, and rode off, laughing, at the sport of playing a 
good trick on him. The bottle was filled with fish oU. While he 
was in the West Indies he received foul treatment from a British 
■officer, and died there suddenly, leaving a widow , and six young 
•children to bemoan their sad bereavement His widow was married 
i^ain to Captain John McKeen, February 1 2th, 1 783. They had one 
flon. She died Janoary 20th, 1814, aged 71 years. Mr, McKeen 
died in St Mary's. 

John Duncan, tbe eldest sob of Samuel and Bachel Archibald, was 
bom February 5th, 1769. He removed to Upper Stewiacke and 
«ommenoed work on the farm on which the late George Hamilton 
afterwards lived and died. He died there a bachelor, May, 1792, aged 
23 years. Elizabeth Elliott Archibald, their eldest daughter, was 
*bom in Truro, November 30th, 1770, She was married to Hugh, the 
lest son of William Logan and Janet Moore, about the year 1793. 
They had three sons and four dattght»rw They settled in Upper 
•8tewiack«c She died there, 

David, the second son of Samnel and Rachel Archibald, was born, 
in Truro, November 4th 1772. He went by the name of David the 
seventh, or Colonel David. He built the house in which Isiiac 
Barnhill, Esq., now resrides, at Onslow pamde, in which he lived and 
•died. He was married to Olivia, one of the twin daughters of Charles 
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and Amelia Dickson, of Onslow, February 5tli, 1801. He wae an 
active man in business. He died November 23rd., 1814, agod forty- 
two years. Hia widow was married again to John Henderson (who 
was Sheriff of the District of Colcheater) February 1 1th, 1819. They 
had one son, Mr. Henderson died July 8th, 1832. Mra Henderson 
died at Tatamagouche, February 7th, 1872, in the 88th year of her 
age. 

Samuel George WilKam, the eldest son of David and Olivia 
Archibald, was lx>m in Onslow, May Slst, 1804. He was married to 
Maria Henderson, January, 1839. He died October 10th, 1871.

Margaret Archibald, their 
eldest daughter, was bom in 1844. Edward Archibald their third son 
was born in 1846. He removed to Newfoundlivnd and died there- 
liosc Olivia Archibald, thtir second daughter, was bora in 1848. 
David Archibild, their fourth son, was born in 1850, He died 
in Scotland in 1871. Maria Archibald, their third daughter, 
was bom in 1852. Susan Amelia Archibald, tlicir fourth daughter, 
was bom in 1854. Rupeit Arcliibald, their iiftb son, was bom in 
1856. 

Elizabeth, the eldest daughter of David and Olivia Archibald, was 
bom in Onslow January 27th, 1706. She was married to Alexander 
McKenzie in 1827. They had five sons and three daughters. They 
settled at Kiver John. She died there. January 27th, 1870. Mr. 
McKenzie died Marcli, 1868. Mary, the second daughter of Da\'id 
and Olivia Archibald, was bom in Onslow January 27th, 1808. She 
was married to Hon. Alexander Campbell March 10th, 1825, They 
had four sons and four daughtera. He sctth'd in Tatamagouche, 
where ho carried on a large business at shipbuilding and merchandise. 
He died suddenly April 13th, 1854, aged 59 years. 

Cliarles Dickson Archibald, their second son, was bom December 
16th, 1809. He was lost at sea when he was a young man. William 
Henry Archibald, their tiiird son, was bom December 10th, 1811. 
He died April 10th, 1812, Thomas Dickson Archibald, their fourth 
son, waa bom April 8th, 1813. He was married to Susan, daughter 
of William Corbett and IsabeU Davison. Their sons names are 
Edward, Thomas and Blowers. Their daughter's name was Emma. 
She died when twenty years old Mr.?. Archibald died and he wa.s 
married again to Elizabeth Hughes. He settled in Sydney, C B,, 
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wherft he carries on a large businft8.s, He was n. member of llw 
Legislative Council of Nova Scotia for a number of years. lie la 
now a member of the Senate of Canada. 

Kachel Todd, the second dangliter of Samuel and Rachel 
Archibald, was bom in Truro January 16th, 1775. She was married 
to Charles, the second son of Charles and Amelia Dickson, of Onslow, 
December 3l8t, 1799. They hafl five aona and six daughters. He 
was a carpenter by trade. He built the house in Onslow in which 
John B. Dickie, Esq, recently resided, and died there March, 1821, 
aged 45 years. His wife died in 1819, aged 44 years. 

Samuel George William, the third son of Samuel and Rachel 
Archibald, waa bom in Tmro, February 5th, 1777. He was left a 
poor fathorleas boy when about three years old, and was taken by his 
grandfather and brought up untU he was able to earti hia own living. 
He went to Stewiacke and commenced improving on the same farm 
that his brother had been working on before his death. He continued 
at this work but a short time. He soon threw down the handsjnke 
that he was rolling the black logs with, and resolved to try some other 
way of obtaining a hving. Ho commenced the stmly of law, and it 
was but a short time until he was admitted to the Bar. He 
coronienced with that vigor which but few persons can bring into 
action. He soon became popular. In 1806 he was returned to 
repreaent the Comity of Halifax in the House of Assembly, and he 
continued to hold his seat for thirty years. He represented the 
County of Colchester from the year 1836 to 1841. On May 
2l8t, 1817, he was appointed King's Conn."»L On Febraary 15th, 
1825, he was imanimously chosen Speaker of the House of Assembly. 
He filled the olHce of Clerk of the Peace for a few yejirs when he wa.«? 
a young man ; also, of Judge of Probate. He was appointed Solicitor 
General on April 11th, 1826. He was Attorney Cleneral for a 
number of years. In 1841 he was appointed to the office of Master 
of the Rolls. He was married to Elizab'th, daughter of Charles and 
Amelia Dickson, of Onslow, March 16th, 1802. Mrs. Archibald died 
in Halifax ^May 13th, 1830, aged 43 years. He was married again to 
Mrs. Joanna Brodley, August 1832, He died in Halifax January 
28th, 1846, aged 69 years. His widow died in Enghand. 

Charles Dickson, the eldest son of 8. G. W, and Elizabeth 
Archibald, was born in Tmro October 31st, 1802. He was married 
to Bridget Walker in 1832. She waa heiress of a large estate in 
Lancashire, England He died in 1868. Elizabeth Archibald, their 
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eldest (kughter, was bora in England in 1833. Charles Willianv 
Archibald, their eldest son, was born in Truro, N. S., in 1838. They 
harl three other daughters; their names are Juliel, Claria and! 
Clarence, 

John Duncan, second son of & G-. W. and Elizabeth Archibald' 
was bom March 27th, 1804. He was married to Annie MitcheUr- 
of Hulifax, January, 1830. He died in Truro July 27th, 1830. 

Foster Hutchison Archibald, theii- third son, Avaa bora December 
24th, 1806. He died in 1817. 

George William, their fourth sou, was bom October &th, 1808^ 
He died AprU, 1822. 

Edward Mortimer Archilmld, their fifth son, was bom May 10th, 
1810. He was married to Catherine, daughter of Andrew Rich- 
ardson, Esq,, of Halifax, Sopteinlitir 1834. Ht; has filled the office of 
British Consul in New York for a number of years. 

Elizabeth Archibald, their eldest daughter, was born .Tanuary 
19th, 1812. She died October 24th, 1831. Mary Archibald, tlieir 
second daughter, was born January 1st, 1814. She was married to 
George Hill, of Halifax, August 29th, 1833. She died April 23rd, 
1838.

Ho was married to Anovie, daughter of 
William and Isaball Corbett. They ha<l two daughters. Mrs. 
Archibald died. He waa married again to Margaret, daughter of 
Hon. Alexander and Mary Campbell, of Tatamagouche, October

Breton, 

Peter Suther Archibald, their eighth son, was bom in Truro 
September 9th, 1820. He is a burriater, and Colonel of the Militia. 
He is living on the homestead, William George, their ninth son, was 
born in IljJifax April 14 th, 1822. Richard Archibald, their tenth 
son, was born Septcniter 9th, 1823. He died June, 1824. Jane 
Amelia, their fum-th daughter, was born in. Truro Auguat 12th, 1826.. 
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ipfli«d October^ith, 1838. Robert Dickson, their eleventh son, 
was bom Febniary 17th, 1828. He is dead. 

Maiguret, the third daughter of Samuel and Bachel Archibald, 
was V)orii in Trur<3 January 23rd, 1779. She died unmarried 
Novemlwr 23itl, 1811, aged 32 years. 

Kobort, the second son of David Archibald, Esq., and Elizabeth 
Elliott, his wife, was born in Londomlcrry, Ireland, January 22nd, 
1745. He was brought by his parents t-o New England about the 
ymr 1757. Thoy removed again to Nova Scotia December IStb, 
1769. He and his brother Samuel were gmnteee of the Township of 
Londonderry. They had their fix)nt lan«l at Little Dyke. ITiey 
resided there for acme time, and buried two of their children on a 
small Isliind near the shore. Capt John Morrison (grandfather of 
Thomaa F. Morrison, M. P. P.) and William Corbet, were grantees of 
the Town.sliip of Truro. Morrison and Corbett exchanged farm.s with 
Samuel and Robert Archibald. Morrison and Corbet removed to 
Little Dyke, and the Archibalds removed to Truro. Robert 
Archibald, while in Truro, resided in a house which stood on the hill 
near the place that Capt. R W, Miriam now reside* In his house 
thii Town meetings were frequently held, as it waa the lower hou«e in 
the Upper VUlage. He was Town Clerk for a length of time, and on 
Septemlxir 16th, 1780, ho was appointed Justice of tlie Peace for 
what is now the whole of the counties of Colchester and Pictou. 
Cluirles Dickson, of Oiislow, and Eliakim Tupper, of Trum, were in 
the same appointment. Mr. Archibald was Colonel of the Militia and 
land surveyor. He surveyed and di^nded a large part of Truro 
Township, and the whole of the Town.sMp of Onslow. He was 
Judge of .the Court of Common Pleas. He ix'.movcd to Musquodoboit 
in 1787, and settled on the form on which his grandson, David 
Archibald, now resides. He travelled to Onslow to attend Court- 
{The Court was then hold in the bouse of old Mr. Nichols, which 
then stood about forty rods below the Onslow Meeting House.) 
After he removed to Musquodoboit, he travelled to Halifax with his 
butter-tubs in a bag on the horse's back, and one article that he 
purchased in Halifax was a large Family Bible, and he carried it 
home in one of his butter-tubs in the end of the bivg. The writer had 
the sati.sfaction of examining tliis bible on July 10th, 1871, aud found 
it in good ciimfUtiou. It contained the record of his fauuly ; also the 
re<5ord of hi.s daughter Hannah'H family, and wa.«i in the possession of 
lua great-grandsou, Geoige McLeod, Esq., of Musquodoboit. He was 
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married to Hannah, the third daughter of WilliaTii Blair and Jane 
Bames, ot" Onslow, April 2nd, 1767. Elizabeth, the eldest daughter 
of Robert and Hannah Archibald, was bom in Truro November 2nd 
1768. She was married to Samuel Tapper, Esq., of Upper Stewiacko. 
They had two daughters. Mrs. Tupper died in January, 1789. 

Janet, the second daughter of Robert and Hannah Archibald, was 
bom in Truro October 29th, 1770, She wag married to WUiium, son 
of John and Mary I^fjgan, Tliey had one son and one daughter. 
Mr. Logan died, and his widow was married ^avo. to Alexjinder 
McNiitt Fioher, and ha<i two sons and one daughter. 

William Archibid<l, their eldoat son, was bom in Truro October 
18th, 1772. He was drowned in Salmon River, near the head of the 
tide, wldle engaged fishing salmon. He was abotit sLxteen years old 
at the time. 

Capt. David, or David Archibald eighth, second son of Robert 
and Hannah Archibald, was horn in Truro Ajiril 3nd. 1775. He 
removed, wth his parents, to Musquo<ioboit, where he spent tlie 
remainder of his days, upon the same farm on which his son David 
now resides. He was married to Elizabeth Kent, of Musquodoboit. 
February 25th, 1801. Alexamler Kent Arcihibrtld, tluir eldest son, 
was born in Musquodoboit, January Ist, 1802. He was married to 
Janet Harvey, of Newport. Tliey had four sons and three daughters ; 
their names are David, James, Charles, Alice, Margaret, .\Jexander, 
and Hannah. This family has removed from Musquoflohoit. 
Hannah, the eldest daughter of David Archibald and Elizabeth Kent, 
his wife, was born May 9th, 1805. She was married to William J.

They had three sons and six 
daughters, which appear among the Logans. Susan, tho youngest 
daughter of Robert and Hannah Archibald, was bom February 7th, 
1787. She was married to William Guild, of Miisquodoboit. 
Rpbert Archibald dietl in Musquodoboit October, 1812, aged 67 years. 
His son David died Nor. 1843, and his widow, Elizabeth, died 
December, 1841. Hannah Elair, the wife of Robert Arcliibald, died 
November 4th, 1834. WiUiani Guild, died January 2!ith, 1862, 
aged 77 years ; and Susan, hia wife, <liRd July 12th, 18.54, aged 68.

Alonzo, their 
third son, was born July 7th, 1864. James Archibald, 4th, after he 
was married, settled in Middle Stewiacke, and had a Grist MUlonthe 
sivme brook on which the Sldls nOw stand, and remained there until 
the year 1823, when he removed into the woods in Pleiis;mt Valleyt^J 
and commenced clearing a farm ; being the same on which his twc^^l 
sons Kennedy and Johnson now reside. He spent the remiiinder of 
his days there, and died July 4th, 1834, aged 59 years. His wife 
died March 12th, 1854, aged 75 years, 

Elizabeth, the socond daughter of John and Alice Archibald, wn 
bom in Truro, Novemljer 24th, 1777. She wiis married to Johnsoi 
Kaulback of Mustiuodolxiit They had six sons and one daughter. 

Mary, the third daughtt^r of John and Alice Archibtdd, was bom 
in Truro, December 10th, 1 78 1 , She was married to David McCollumi 
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jtinr., of North River, Onalow, in 1803. They had six 8<m8 and six 
iu^hters. She died March^ 186C. Mr. M«Collum died January, 
1858. 

Alice, the fourth daughter of John rvud Alice Archibald, waa bom 
in MusqUodoboit. She was married to ThtJmas Burgess. TTi'fiy had 
one ilaiighter. 

Margaret, the fifth daughtt^r of .Tohn and AHoe Archibald, wa« 
bom in MusquodohoiL She was mioried to John Nelaon. They had 
five sons and tlirep daughteTs, 

John aad Alice Archibald hfvl another daughter; her name cannot 
now be ascertained. The father, mother, and child ■were crcsgting the 
Musquodoboit river on borseVMio.k wheti an ice cake floating down tho 
river struck the horse's liind le^ and nearly threw him down. The 
toother, in the struggle-, let the child full and it was drowned. 

Margaret, the eldest daughter of David Archibald, Esq., and 
Elizfibeth EUiot his wife, was born in Londonderry, Ireland, December 
15th, 1749. She came with the rest of the family when she was 8 
years old to New England, and from tltejice to Nova Scotia, when aho 
was aboiit 13 years old. She was married to John Savage. She was 
his second wife; bis first wife, Jane, diwl April 3rd, 1767, agt^d 24 
years. To her memory a stone is ^tandiitg in the Truro Cemetery, 
with the oldest date on it of all the stones now standing there. John 
Savage was one of the grantees of Truro Township, and was an active 
member of society. H« was a land surveyer, and at one time he 
apreed with the propri<?tora of the Township to subdivide their back 
bunltt into one hundred acre lots ; for this work he was to have twelve 
thousand acres off the south-west comer of tho Township, extending 
■down the Shulienacadie River four miles, and as far east as it would 
require to make up the complemenL This work was never done by 
him, as he died shortly after. He was one of the seven elders of the 
PresbyteriauQ Church who were chosen in the summer of the year 1770. 
He had one son by his second wife, Margaret Archibald, they cidlcd 
him David. Mr. and Mrs. Savage both died when their son David 
was quite young, and he was taken by his grandfather, David 
Archibald, Esq., and brought up with his other grandson, S. G. W, 
Archibald. This David Savage was married to Elizabeth Brydon, and 
they kei>t an Inn near the place where Mr. Tromain now resides. In 
the year 1800 they removed to the United States. 

Ann, the second daughter of David and Klizabeth Archibald, was 
bora in Londonderry, Ireland, March 12th, I7.'J2. She came to Nova 
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Scotia when about 10 years old. She was married to Wflliam, the! 
eldest 8on of John McKeeu, Eajj., and Martha his wife, October 3rd, j 
1771. They had five sons and four daughters. They appear among] 
the McKeen's. 

James, the fourth son of David Archibald, Esq., and Elizabeth 
EUiott his wife, was born in Londonderry, Irelind, April 19th, 1754. 
He waa brought by his parents to New England, and thence to Nova 
Bcotia. In the year 1780, after the sudden death of his brother 
Samuel, which took place on one of the West India Islands, he left 
home to go there to look after the vessel and oirgo, which belonged to 
his late brother. lie never retumetf. A few years ago there was a 
sea Captain by the name of Archibald, sailed into a port at one of the 
West India Islands, Ho found that the Custom House oflScer's name 
was Archibald also. This led to a conversation ; he stated to the ! 
Captain that his grandfather wa« a white man from Britain, and that ; 
he settled and married on the Island, a long time ago. As was stated 
by the Captain tft the writer, he was a portly good looking man, 
tesembhng some of the Archibalds in Nova Scotia. His complexiou | 
was a Uttlo dark, but he was a smart man for business. 

Thomas, the fifth son of David and Elizabeth Archibald, was bom 
in Iruland, May 17th, 175G. He was brought by his parents to New ^H 
England when about one year old, and to Nova Scotia when he was- ^^ 
about 6 years old. His name is among the grantees of the Township 
of Trxiro, although ho was not quite ten years old at the date of the 
grant. . He remained in Ti-uro until he was about 21 years old. He 
then returned to New Hampshire. In 1783 he was among tlie 
gra<iuate8 at Dartmouth College, being then 27 years old. On 
November 11th, 1789, he was ordained over a Church of Con- 
gregationalista in Aowoiih \ .this church contained but fifty-eight 
members at the time. Ho was dismissed from this congregation June 
14th, 1794. 

David, the sixth and youngest son of David and Elizabeth 
Archibald, was born in Londonderry, Now Hampshire, September 
27th, 1758. Ho was known by the name of clerk David, or David 
the 3rd. He inherited a large part of his father's farm on Bible HilL 
He built the house in which Mr. George W. llamlon now resides, 
south of the bridge. He built another bouse near tlie place tliat Mr. 
John Davison now resides. He sold this house, with a large part of 
his farm, to Mr. Robert Barry, about the year 1812. He builtanother 
house on the top of the hill, on the place that the Court House stood 
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a. few ypftrs ; north of the Metzler house. He carrietl on a consiilorable 
biusinuss at shipbuilding, which waa not very profitablu. Ho was 
marrit'd to Sarah, the eldest daughter of Matthew and Janet Archibald, 
Jtinu.arv 29th, 1788. They had one son and three danghtera. Mrs. 
Archibald died in the ye-ir 1797, Ho was miuried again to Hannah, 
the fourth daughter of Colonel Jonathan and Elizabeth Blanoliard in 
the yuar 1 799. Ho obtained a large tract of land on the St. Mary's 
liivtT, on which now stands a large part of the Village of Sherbrooke. 
He removed to this place in July, 1815. Ho auried on there a 
raonsidt^rable business at miUing, lumbering and fanning. Ho died 
iierw iu the yeur 1823, aged 65 years. His widow died th«'rt^ alxjut 
the year 1830, aged 56 yejiTs. 

William Thonison Arcliibald, theii only son, was liorn in Tmro, 
Pec. 12th, 1788. Ha built a house near the place that Mr. William 
McL»?otl now resides, on the north 8i<le of Salmon river. On th« 
night of Nov(<ml^r 12th, 1813, there was a groat hurricane, which 
blew down tliis house, and a gi-eat many otherj§ about Truro and else- 
where. Shortly after this, he removed to 8t, Mary's, and was married 
there to Janet McDonald, Dec. 20th, 1814. Sarah, the eldest daugh- 
ter of Wm T. and Janet Arcliibald, waa born Nov. 23rd, 1815. She 
was married to David, the eldest son of Lsaao and Janet Archibald, of- 
the Middle River of Pictou, Sept. UJtb, 1840. They had four sons. 
She died May 3rd, 1847, aged 32 years. Mjirtha, the second daiigh- 
tcr of Wm. T. and Janet Archibald, was bom Juno 22nd, 1817. She 
was married to Wm. McKccn Dec. 2nd, 1840. They had three sons 
und four daughters. She died July 19th, 1861, aged 44 yeaw. 
Nancy, the third daughter of Wm. T. and Janet Archibald, was bom 
May 26th, 1819. She w;vs married to Thomas McKeen, of Cape 
Breton, in October, 18.58. They had one son and one daughter. Mr.

She waa married to Isaac Aiohibald Dec. 1st, 
1808. Nancy, the third d<iughter of David an<l Sarali An:hiT>uld, waa 
bom in Truro, in the year 1794, She waa married to David A. 
Arcliibald, Oct. Slst, 181 1. Sarah, the wife of David Arr.liilMdd, 3rd,, 
died in year 1797. He waa married again to Hannah, daughter of 
Cokmcl Jotham and Elizabeth Blanchard, in the year 1799. 

Sarali, the eldest daughter of David Archibald, 3rd, and Hannah 
Blanchard, was bom in Truro, August, 1800, She was married to 
the liev. Daniel McCurdy, June 3rd, 1832. They had two sons and 
two daughters. She died March 19th, 1870. Then sons and one 
daughter died some time ago. Mr. McCurdy died at Htdifax, Jan'y, 
1873. They are all buried at Wallace, Cumberland County.

David Camp- 
bell, the second .son of Jotham and Elizabeth Ajtshibald, was bora 
January 1st, 1848. Frtuiman, their third son, waa bom July 4th, 
1850.

]\rary, the third daughter of David Archibald, 3rd, and Hannah 
Blancluuxl, was born in Truro, May 28th, 1812. She was married to 
David McCiu-dy, of Onslow, Fehmary 20th, 1832, They hud tour 
SOILS and two dauglitors. 

Jane, the fourth daughter of David and Hannah Archibald, was 
lK>m Augu.^t 31st, 1816. She was married to Edward Patten, of New 
BrunsAvick, in the year 1838. They had one daughter. Mr. Patten 
died suddenly in California ; and she returned to Boston, and was 
married there to Mr. Foster. ;Mr. Foster died, and she is living a 
widow in H<istou, Harriet, the youngest danghtc^r of David and 
Hannah An^hibidd, was born in Sherbrooke, October 10th. 1819. 
She is now Mjitrnn in the Insane Asylum uf Carleton, N. B. 

Samuel Archibald, Senr., the second of the four brothers wh« 
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removed from Londonderry, Ireland, to New England, about the 
1767, and thence to Nova Scotia, and arrived in Truro December 13th, 
1762. He was born in the year 1719. He was married to Eleanor 
Taylor about the year 1 743, fourteen years before they left Indand, 
(She was bom in the year 1724). They had six sons and four daugh- 
ters before they came to Truro, and two daughters born in Truro. 
He was one of the grantees of Truro Township. He built hia house 
on his house lot, 1>eing near the same place where hi.«i grand-son, David 
W. Archibald, now resides, where he spent the remainder of his daya 
He was one of the first elders of the Presbyterian congregation. He 
died July 15th, 1774, aged .').5 years. This was the first breach made 
by death in the chui-cli session. His wife, Eleanor Taylor, died May 
Ist, 1781, aged 67 years. 

Matthew, the eldest son of .Samuel and Eleanor Archibald, wa.s 
.born in Londonderry, Irt^laud, in the year 1745, and came to Nova 
Scotia in the year 1762. He returned to New England, and was 
married there to Janet Fisher, in the year 1767. He returned with 
his mfe to Truro, and settled and built hi.s house on the north bank 
of the Salmon River, where he spent the remainder of hi.<i days. This 
house is standing yot, and is owned by the Rev. Dr. McCuUoch. He 
carried on farming and tanning, at the same place where the timyard 
now stands. He was part-owner of and attended the mills that stood 
on the south side of the river and east end of the village. He was 
eminently pious ; and, from his carefid use of the Bible, the hill took 
its name as " Hible Hill" He represented Truru in Parliament four- 
teen years, from the year 1785 to 1799 ; and he held the offices of 
Justice of the Peace and Coroner of the District of Colchester for a 
number of years before his death. He died January 18th, 1820, aged 
.75 years, and his wife died March 5th, 1843, aged 93 years. 

The following la taken from the Halifax Guardian of March, 
1843 : — "Died at Truro, on Saturday, March 5th, 1843, Janet, widow 
of the late Matthew Archibald, Eisq., aged 93 years. She was married 
when 17 years old ; and, shortly after, came to this Province, where 
she has left a large body of descendants. She had twelve children, 
one hundred grand cldldren, two hundred and fifty great grand chil- 
dren, and twenty-three great great gnind children — in all, three 
hundred and eighty-five. Of these, throe hundred and twenty-three 
survive her. Mrs. Archibald exhibited, in her Life and example, 
unobtnisivc, but consistent piety. Her religion was her delight in 
her days of health, and in sorrow and sickness her consolation and 
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support" I mfty here raention that she waa one of the fomales who 
^'Sasisteil Kuaing the Truio meeting lioua«-fmum, in the spring of thn 
jrear 1768. 

8urah, the oldest daughter of Matthew and -fanet Archibald, was 
bom in Truro, May Srd, 1769. She was married to David Archiliald, 
3rd, Jaiioary 29th, 1788. She had one aon and thw-^i daughters, 
rhoae names appear in another place. She died in the year 1 797, 
tfiged 28 yoArs. Agnes, the second daughter of Matthew and Janet, 
Archibald, was bom Nov. 26th, 1770. Shu was married to James 
McCanly, of Onslow, Dec. 25th, 1788. They hiul seven sons and 
seven daughters. This was a remarkable family, aa there was not a 
death in it until all the family were nmrried and had famUies. Two 
of the aoos were ministers of the Gnspwl, an<l the other five wen? all 
elected Elders of tiie Presbyterian Church. She died May 2nd, 1 85 1 , 
81 years, and her huaband died Jtme 6th, 1864, agetl 88 yeaw. 

^Samuel Fisher, the eldest son of Matthew and Janet Archibald, 
was bora in Tntfo OctoK-r 3itl, 1772. He was married to Olivia 
Scott October, 1797. (She waa daughter of Joseph Soott, who was 
Sheriff of the District ot Colchester for a considerable length of time.) 
Mr. Archibald, shortly after he was married, removed to Musquodo- 
boit, where he settled and spent the remainder of his days. He 
died May Hth, 1860, aged 87 years. The following is taken from 
the Morning Chronicle: " Died at Mu3<iUod()boit on the Hth day of 
May, 1860, Samuel Fisher Arc;hil>ald, aged 87 years. Few men have 
passed through life more creditably than Mr. Archibald. He was 
distinguished for sound judgment and good sense ; he seldom said a 
foolish word or did a foohsh arfcion. His religion was not confined to 
the merit of dealiixg fairly with men, but ho walked with God, and 
like old Simeon, was just and devout For integrity ami truth, he 
stood at the heiul of his class, and he was ready to engage in every 
good work. His hoase waa the temple of hospitality. His usefulness 
was continued until late in life. His last days were soothed by the 
Lpraycrs of kind friends, and with the presence of his Maker. We 
'hope he has joinwl that great congregation into which all the people 
ef God will in due time be gathered." Sarah, the eldest daughter of 
Samuel F. and Olivia Ai^chibald, waa bom October 24th, 1708. She 
died unmarried in Oct<jber 1842, aged 44 years.

The following \A token from the Morning Chronicle of May 9th, 
1857 : — *• We have thia day to record the death of Adams Archibald, 
Esq., of Musquodoboit. He was. a mnn who tiiking him all in all, wo 
may not see his like again for a long time to come. Few men were 
LetttT known, or more generally iv-sptcted in this Province, particu- 
larly in the Counties of Halifax and Colchester, and few men leave a 
greater blank in their comiiiunitv, than the subject of our notice. 
For more than fifty years Jf r. Archibald occupied a prominent place 
b society ; during the greater part of this time he was in the cora- 
niisBion of the Peace, and even as his eldest brother was known by 
the niime of Deacon, so was he universally kno^vn as Squire Adams, 
he "was nearly as long connected with the Session of the Presby- 
in congregation of Musquodoboit. He was a member of the Board 
Commissioners of Schools for the eastern district of Halifax (Ti)nnty 
ever since that body was organized. It will be generally admitted 
tliat the duties of these various and important offices were discharged 
with promptitude and eflect, which had their origin in the uncommon 
force of character for which he was distinguished. In private life, 
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and in oniiiiary buBLness, the same peculiarity was manifested. When 
alive, he abhorred pretence op viain boasting, and it would bcunsMLMidy 
to insult hia memory with any fulugy of bis goodness bowevt-r Just. 
His brothern and friends know well that he demonstrated hi« faith by 
his works, and that he was behind none of them in those marks and 
proofs of genuine religion, which only the gnw^e of Gtiil can account 
for. He died old and fall of days, having entered his Slsf year, and 
good men carried him to his liiat it-stiug place."

He settled on the farm which is now occupied by WUliam T. Archi- 
bald and John Hattie, on the South side of Salmon River, where he 
resided about eleven years after he was married. He thon sold his 
farm and removed about ten miles further up the River, and settled 
on the farm which is still known by the name of the old Archibald 
farm, in KemptoAvn. Ho erected mills at the same place wliich Mr, 
George Hamilton has hia saw-mill now. In the Bununor of 1790, as 
Dr. McGregor was returning from a mission at Amherst, he ^topped 
at Mr. Archibidd's house, and, finding some of his people working at 
the mill, he remained the afternoon and night, in order that he might 
have their company the next day through the woods. During the 
afternoon the doctor took a plan of the mill, so tLat some of his people 
, in Pictou, who were engaged in erecting mills, might have the benefit 
of this plan. In about three years after this Mr. Archibald removed 
to the ^liddle River of Pictou, and erected a set of mills near the 
same place that the mills are now, and in about nine years after this, 
in 1802, he returned to Kemptown, where he resided to near the 
close of his life. He was afflicted, for a number of years, with a sore 
leg. In September, 1818, he went to Pictou To'\vn, to be attended 
by the doctors. Tliey amputated his leg, and he Hved but a few days 
after. Ho died September 19th, 1818, aged 66 years. Hia body 
was taken to Middle River, and interred near the place where he had 
built the milk.

Thomas Archibald was bom in Ireland - 
in the year 1733. He was loarried to Janet Orr, about the year 1757. 
He settled on the interval North of Salmon River, on the same farm 
that wns owned afterwards by hia son, David Archibald, fourth, and 
by David's son, John. John's son, Richard Archibald, now resides 
apon the same ferm, near the River bridge, by Charles D. TJpham'a. 
On this farm he reared his family, and spent the remainder of his 
life. Hia first wife, Janet Orr, died March 1 3th, 1784, aged 51 years. 
He was married again to Elizabeth Long, widow of the late Jame^ 
Faulltener, of the Lower Village of Truro, July 15th, 1785. He died 
Juno 27th, 1796, agod 63 years, and his widow died about the yeat 
1822. Eleanor, the eldest daughter of Thomas and Janet Archibald, 
was bom about the year 1 760. She was married to David Taylor 
about the year 1 783. Her family appears among the Taylors. 

John, the eldest son of Thomas and Janet Archibald, was born 
about the year 1 758, four years before they came to Nova Scotia. Ho 
was married to Mary, daughter of Robert and Agnes Hamilton, abtmt 
the year 1 784. He was known by the name of Long John. Ho 
mode an attempt to settle at Brookfield, but soon left, and was one of 
the firet settlers in Upper Stewiacke. He was one of the eight who 
went to Stewiacke to settle in the spring of the year 1784, and their 
twin sons worw the first deaths in Stcwiacke. At this early date was 
the place fixed upon for a public Cemetery, and these were the first 
who were buried in it. The funeral took place on March 8th, 1 786. 
The farm that Mr. Archibald settled on lies on the South side of the 
Biver, opposite the Presbyterian Church- Here he spent the 
remiinder of his life, and died September Ist, 1832. His wife died 
in P.rookfield, August 20th, 1847. They had four sons and four " 
daughters, who lived to grow up. Their sons Robert and John both 
died bachelors. David, their son, was married to Catherine Munro. 
They had four sons and two daughters ; their names are Robert, 
David, Thomas, Hector, Catherine and Nancy. This family have all 
left tlie country. Mary, the daugliter of John atid Mary Archibald, 

i'was married to' John Boomer, of Brookfield, and had five sons and 
four daughters. Ann, the daughter of John and Mary Archibald, was 
married to Hantz, son of John and Elizabeth Hamilton, of Brookfield, 
They settled at Pembroke, Upper Stewiacke. Nancy, the daughter 

[of John and Mary Archibald, died unmarried. Janet, their daughter, 
ras married to John Power, and had two sons and three daughters 
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William Archiliald, their son, was married to Nancy McQuinn, and 
is settled in New Annan. 

David ArclubalJ iborth, the second son of Thomas and Janet, was 
bom ou hoard the vessel in which they came Irom New England, 
December 13th, 1762. He was married to Esther, danghtet of 
Charles and Eleanor Cox, February 14th, 1788. He inherited his 
father's farm. Thomas, their eldest son, was bom October 7th, 1788. 
Nanc3% their eldest daughter, was bom in Truro, Apiil 23rd, 1 795. 
She was married to'Henry, son of John Christie and Nancy Denny, 
March 12th, 1818. They have two sons and four danghtcraL Charles, 
the second son of David and Esther Archibald, vms bom in Truro, 
^October, 1791. He was married to Martha Stewart, of Halifax, 
March 12th, 1815, and shortly after this they removed from Truro to 
Country Harbor, where he cairied on a considerable business, was 
Justice of the Peace, and remained there during tlje remainder of his 
life. He died in May, 1852, aged 61 years. Thoy had one son, 
whose name is John Steel Archibald. He was bom December 25 th, 
1815. He was married to Isabel! liswelL He resides in Halifax, 
and follows the sea occasionally. Charles Archibald's wife, Martha, 
died shortly after slie had her first son, and he was married again to 
Margaret Stewart, about the year 1827.

He was killed in Wisconsin, April 30th, 1850, 
in the twentieth year of his age. ITie following is from the " Water-

"Fmend Hadlet, — ^Permit me, through the columns of yonr 
paper, to return the warmest thanks of the mourners of a beloved 
brother, to those who kindly attended the funeral of my brother, 
David Archibald, who lately met with a sudden death.' Yesterday 
morning he was as strong in health and life as he ever was, but about 
9 o'clock, a. m., he was taken from life's circle in a moment of time. 
They were raising a mill about eight miles from this village, and in 
the act of raising one of the bents, they had attached to the end of the 
takle a log chain, so that, if neeiled, a pair of oxen coiUd bo used. 
However, they had it nearly aecun^d, when it is supposed the deceased 
took hold of the wrong part of thu rope, and unwound it from tho 
stump to which it was made fast, and sooner than thought, it went, 
carrying him in an instant about five rods — dasliing liis head and 
breast against the lower part of the mill. He never moved, but only 
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gave a few fuint 'bnathmgs. It is supposed that tba hook on the 

pbaiu caught his right ami, as it was torn though above the ellww and 

aken. Tho Sona of Temperance turned out in procession, nmuhering 

about 42, some of them coming ten miles at a moment's' wanting, to 

i^bestow tlie last kind offices to a young brother of tho unier. The 

rhole was conducted by om* respected W. P., llenrv W. Finch, in a 

solemn and respectable manner. Ami I can do no other tlian to say, 

in the midst of grief we were surrounded by all kindness and love. 

Our meeting house was crowded, and our devoted pastor, Eev. A. 

Montgomery, addressed us from xxvii Prov. 1st v. I therefore trust that 

the deep interest felt on ou|r part by the truly worthy citixena of 

Beaver Dam, may never bo erased from our hearts. And it would 

have done your heart good to have seen the sons of the division, old 

men and sirea, wearing the liadge of re^ct for a brother. Oh ! may 

they be an ornament to tlieir sex and a beacon to the injured, and so 

raUc worthy of their order below, tliat finally wo may oil meet 

Bgether around the throne of our God, through the precious blood of 

OUT Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, is the fervent desire of tlfeir brother 

and ever humble Servant, M. Sellars."

Matthew Taylor, Seiir., came from Xew England to Nova Scotia, 
in company -with his brotherfi-in-la-w, Messrs. Archibald, and otheiB, 
who arrived at Fort Belcher December 13th, 1762. He was born in 
Londonderry, N. H., October 30th, 1727. He was manied to 
Elizabeth Arcliibald before they came to Nova Scotia. He was one 
of the Grantees of Truro Toimship, and had his front land Ij^ng between 
Isaac N. ^irchibiild's and ths South line of Onslow. His house stood 
on the hill west of John E Archibald's house. Here he reared a 
numerous family. He died at the house of Mr. David Dickey, on the 
Halifax road, south side of Stewiacke River, when he was on his way 
to Hidifax. He died January 22nd, 1796, aged 68 years. His Avidow 
was taken by her sons to St. Mary's, and died there about the yo^ir 
1810. She was buried on a small Island in the Lake, a short distance 
up the Eist River of St. Mary's, above the forka 

John Taylor, their eldest son, was bom in New Hampshu-e, Juno 
2nd, 17o2, and was brought by his parents to Truro, when lie was ten 
years old. His name is among the grantees of the Township, although 
he was only in his fourtcpnth year at the time. His front lot was 
adjoining his father's land, and he inherited Ids father's farm. About 
the year 1802 ho sold his farm in Truro, and removed to St. Miiry's, 
and settled on an interval farm at the forks, being the same on which 
the Rev, Mr. Pitblado and the Messrs. Archibald now reside. In the 
year 1812 he sold his farm there to Alexander M. Archibald, and 
removed up the East River, and died there. Ho was married to 
Nancy, the eldest daughter of Samuel Archibald, Senr., and Eleanor 
Taylor, his wife. They had three sons and five daughters. 

James, the second son of Matthew and Elizabeth Taylor, was bom 
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in New Hampshire in the year 1754, and was brought by his parents 
to Truro when eight years old. He was married to Rebecca Bartlett. 
They remoTed to Majorfield, New Brunswick, and carried on farming 
there very extensively. He had his bam so constructed that he could 
unload a ton of hay from his cart into the mow in a minute and a hal£ 

Matthew, the third son if Matthew and Elizabeth Taylor, was bom 
in New Hampshire June 28th, 1755, seven years before they came to 
Truro. He was married to Rebecca, daughter of James Archibald, Senr. , 
February 6th, 1783. John Archibald, their eldest son, was bom in 
Truro February 9th, 1784. James, their second son, was born 
February 19th, 1786. • Matthew, their third son, was bom June 16th, 
1787. David, their fourth son, was bom October 22nd, 1788. 
Elizabeth, their daughter, was bom March 2nd, 1790. Mr. Taylor 
settled on the farm on which the late John D. Christie lived and 
died. He had a Saw Mill about half a mile up the brook. He and 
his family removed to Ohio, United States, about the year 1792. 

David, the fifth son of Matthew and Elizabeth Taylor, was bom 
about the year 1760. He was settled on the farm on which "William 
T. Archibald now residea On January 15th, 1799, when he was 
chopping in the woods, a large limb fell from the tree and stmck him 
on the head. He was found dead. He was married to Eleanor 
Archibald in ttie year, 1783. Janet, their eldest daughter, was bom 
in Truro, August 19th, 1784. She was married to Adam McKeen, of 
St. Mary's, August 15th, 1805. They had four sons and four 
daughters. Thomas, the eldest son of David and Eleanor Taylor, was 
bom April 26th, 1786. He inherited his father's fia,rm, and was 
married to Lucy, daughter of Ebenezer and Catherine Hoar, of 
Onslow, October 6th, 1807.

Matthew 
ran home with the sad tidings to his wife. She ran, with her child, 
five months old, in her arms, and was the first on the spot She 
removed the hat, in' which was the brains of her husband. The scene 
may be more easily imagined than described. His widow was married 
again to David, the second son of William and Ann McKoen, and 
they had- two sons and one daughter. Elizabeth, the second daughter 
of David and Eleanor Taylor, was bom in Truro, July 31st, 1788. 
She was married to "William, son of Gavin Johnson. William 
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Jolmsoii built the hoase, and lived in it some time, whicb. ia now 
owned \t^ John Hattie, of Salmon Eiver. He removed to Ohio, 
United States, about the year 1815. Matthew, the youngest son of 
David and Eleanor Taylor, was born in Truro, May 29th, 1791. He 
was married to Elizabeth, daughter of Ebenezer and Catherine Hoar, 
of Ondow, April let, 1813, Eleanor, thoil eldest daughter, was bom 
in Truro, April 18th, 1814. She was married to William McLeod, of 
Bible Hill, May 21st, 1855. Susan, their second daughter, was bom 
October 27th, 1818. She was married to Charles Blackie, of New 
Annan, October 22nd, 1844. They had three sons and one daughter. 
She died March 27th, 1859. Thomas, the eldest son of Matthew and 
Elizabeth Taylor, waa bom June 16th, 1821. He waa married to 
Susan, daughter of Benjamin Lynds, of North Eiver, March 27th, 
1863. George L., their eldest son, was bom in Tnu^, December 31st, 
1863. Thomas B., their second son, was "bom March 27th, 1866. 
Catherine, the third daughter of Matthew and Elizabeth Taylor, was 
bom October 10th, 1824. James, their second son, was bom April 
2nd, 1829, He was married to Elizabeth Watson, November 16th, 
1854, Tliey had one son. Mrs. Taylor died January 19th, 1856, and 
he was married again to Margaret Miller, of New Annan, February 
23rd, 1864. Matthew, the youngest son of Matthew and Elizabeth 
Taylor, waa bom May 27th, 1831. He was married to Esther, daughi^ 
ter of David Archibald 9th, and Kebecca Spencer, his wife, Marcl 
24th, 1868. Bessie, their daughter, was bom January 5th, 1869^ 
Eleanor, the youngest daughter of David and Eleanor Taylor, was bom 
in Truro May 2nd, 1796. She was married to Charles Hall of Hali- 
fax. They liad one son and one daughter. Mr. Hall died some time 
ago, and she was married again to Martin Murj»hy of Maitland. Mar- 
gaiet, daughter of Matthew Taylor, Senr., and Elizabeth Archibald, 
was bom in Tniro July 12th, 1763, beijig the next summer after they 
came to Nova Scotia. She died young. 

Samuel, the sixth son of Matthew Taylor, Senr., and Elizabeth 
Archibald, was bom in Truro Febmary 17th, 1765. He wasnianied, 
and had a family of chU<lren. He was one of the eight who settled 
first in Upper Stewiacke in the spring of the year 1784. Shortly 
after, he removed to Ohio, United States. Robert, the fourth son of 
Matthew and Elizabeth Taylor, was bom in New Humpslure about 
the year 1767, and was brought by his parents to Nova Scotia in Do- 
cember, 1762. He was married to Mehetabel Wilson of Chigauoiae 
December 6th, 1781 ; they had two eons and three daughters. He 
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btraght the TTiill -which stjod then between the Xorth River hridge and 
w?a McNutt's shop, from Simeon Howard (who first built it). He 

ranis sold out and removed to Ohio, United States. 
Archibald, the seventh son of Matthew and Elizabeth Taylor, waa 
born in Tniro December 28th, 1766. He was married to Jane, the 
eldest daughter of William and Mary Blair of North River. She died 
shortly after they were married. He removed to St. Mary's and was 
married i^in to Mary McDonald of Pictoa ; they had three sons and 
tivo daughters. He died suddenly, at St Murjr's, about the year 1837, 
aged 70 yeara. Elizabeth, the second daughter of Matthew and 
ibeth Taylor, was bom in Truro Februftry 28th, 1 769, She was 
to Gain, son of Richard Bartlett ; thoy had one son and ono 
jhter. Gain Bartlett was bom in Truro, June 28th. 1764 ; ho 
married, and had two cliildren, ^VTien driving home a load of 
wood one day, ho fell from the sled in front of the runner. The team 
led, and when he was found the sled was on his body, and he waa 
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William, the eighth and youngest son of Matthew and Elizabeth 
Taylor, was bom in Truro November 7th, 1771. . He was married to 
Margaret, daughter of Alexander McCurdy of Onslow ; they had one 
son ami three daughters. Mrs, Taylor died when her children were 
all young. Their son's name waa Daniel Taylor. Ho was married to 
a daughter of William Lynds of North River, and had a family of 
children. They removed to Illinois, United States, about the year 
1835. Elizabeth, the daughter of William and Margaret Taylor, was 
married to Robert Blair of North River. Her family appears among 
the Blair families. William Taylor removed to St. Mary's, was mai- 
ried again, and had a family of children. Alwut the year 1840 he 
yna chopping in the wooiis at Sherbrooke, und %vas killed by the fall- 
ing of a tr«e, Matthew Taylor, Senr., was the second son of Matthew 
and Janet Taylor, who came from Londonderry, Ireland, to London- 
derry, N. H., in the year 1722, 
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CHAPTER VII, 



James Dunlap was one of the first settlers, and a Grantee of Tmro 
Township. His front land waa in the Ixjwgt Villagej his liouse stood 
neftr the place that his grandson, Isaac Dunlap'a house, now stands. 
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He was miirricd to Mary, daughter of Lieut Jolin Johnson, of tho 
Lower Village, Decemher 6th, 1763, It ia said that this was the first 
marriage in Truro after its settlement hy the English, Sarah, theii- 
eldest daughter, was bom in Truro January 6th, 1765. She was mar- 
ried to William, son of James and Ann Fulton of the Lower Village, 
in the year 1783. Their family appears among the Fulton families; 
they had seven eons and seven daughters. James, the eldest son of 
James and Mary Dunlap, was bom in Truro January 26th, 1767. Ho 
was married to Jane, one of the twin daughters oi" Wilham and Janet 
Kennedy, about the year 1794. Ho removed and settled on the ^st 
side of the South Branch of Stewiacke. Some of liis grandsons now 
reside there. They had two sfiv& and one da\ighter. He died there in 
tlie month of Octoljer, 1809, aged 42 years. William, their eldest 
son, was married to Eachol, daughter of Hugh and Elizabeth E Logan, 
Decemher 12th, 1816, James, their eldest son, was bom July 2l8t, 
1818, John Dimcan, tho second son, was hern August 24, 1820. 
He was married to Sarah, daughter of George and Ehzabeth Mc- 
Naught, in 1847 ; they have tAVo sons and eight daughters. Thomas, 
their third son, was bom December 7th, 1822. He was married to 
Sarah, daughter of William MeNutt and Mary Johnson, his wife, 
March 31st, 1845 ; they had five eons and four daughtera Hugh, 
their fourth son, was bom January 4th, 1825. He was married to 
Nancy, daughter of William K. Gammel March 2nd, 1856 j they had 
three sons and two daughters. Mrs. Dunlap died January 3rd, 1866, 
and he was married again to Clara, daughter of James Hamilton of 
Middle Stewiacke, February 28th, 1867 ; they have one daughter. 
Elizabeth, the ohl^st daughter of William and Rachel Dunlap, was 
bom October 16th, 1827. She was manied to Hans Hamilton, and 
has two sons and four daughters. She died J mie 30th, 1 865. WHIiam, 
their fifth son, was bdrn May 15th, 1830. Charles, their sixth son, 
was born December 7th, 1832. Mary, their daughter,- was bom in 
1835. She was married to Robert Cxeddes in 1859. They have 
two sons and four daughters. William Dunlap died August, 1867, 
and his ^vife died J!sovember, 1838. 

James, the son of James Dunlap and Jane Kennedy, was bom in 
Stewiacke December 4th, 1797. Ho inherited a part of his father's 
fatm, and resided upon it untU the timt; of his death, which took place 
very suddenly, November 16th, 1859. He was manied to Elizabeth, 
daughter of Timothy Putnam and Janet Hunter, his wife, February, 
1820. James, their son, was bom April 14th, 1821, and Mrs. Dunlap 
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died the same day. James Dimlap, Jun., was married to Mar}-, 
daughter of John Cox and Margaret Creehnan, his wife, February 4th, 
1846 ; they have two daughters. James Duniap, Senr., was married 
again to Christiann Aikius, March, 1828. ^Villiam, their eldest son, 
was bom June 1 1th, 1824. He was married to Eleanor Murray Janu- 
ary 18th, 1847, and they have two sous and three daughters. Jan«' 
and Elizabeth, twin daughters of James and Cliristiann Dunkp, were 
bom March 9th, 1826. Jane was married to William Gourley in the 
month of ^November, 1847 ; they had three sons and five daughters. 
Elizabeth was married to John, the eldest son of John and Margaret 
Cox, and they had one son. Mr. Cox died suddenly, and she was 
married again to James, son of Bobert and Mary Tupper ; they had 
three sons, and Mr. Tupper died a few years ago. Margaret, the third 
daughter of James and Christiann Duniap, was bom in the year 1828, 
and died unmarried. Mary, their fourth daughter, was bom October 
11th, 1829. . She was married to Charles Cox, and had one son and 
one daughter. Mrs. Cox died July 22nd, 1869. Samuel Tupper 
Dimlap, their second son, was bom November, 19th, 1831. He was 
married to Hannah ' Creelman, in the month of November, 1854. 
They have four daughters. Eobert, their third son, was bom January 
9th, 1834. He was married to Margaret Crecbnan, March 21st, 1861. 
They have two sons and four daughters. Bachcl, their fifth daughter, 
was born February 15th, 1886. She was married to liobert JefiTere, 
and has five sons and two daughters. Susan, their sixth daughter, 
was bom June 28th, 1838. She was married to Jotham K Cox, 
and has one son and three daughters. Eleanor, their seventh 
daughter, was bom October 15th, 1841. She was married to Ceoige 
Hussel Cox, and has two sons and two daughters. John, their fourth 
son, was bom June 12th, 1843. He was married to Esther Creelman, 
daughter of Samuel Ashmore Creelman and Eleanor Cox, his wife, 
Febraary 28th, 1871.

Mary, the ouly daughter of James Duniap and Jane Kennedy, 
was bom March 21st, 1799. She was married to Robert Tupper in 
1820. Their family appears among the Tuppcrs. Mary, the second 
daughter of James and Mary Duniap, was born in Truro, October 
25th, 1768. She was married to Samuel, son of James and Ann 
Fulton, of the Lower Village of Trura They removed to Uppej'

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Stewiacke. She had one son. She died December, 1 790, agud 22 
years. 

John, the second eon of James and Mary Dunlap, waa bom in 
Truio, April 22nd, 1770. Ho wua married to Mart.ha, daughter of 
William and Dorothy Putnam, of Btewiacke, March 11th, 1802. 
They resided on the farm on which the Messrsw Notting now reside, 
in the Lower Village of Truro, until about the year 1808, when they 
removed to the farm on the West side of the South Meadow, in 
Stewiacke. He died there, Febniary 15th, 1848, aged 78 years. 
The writer saw and conversed with his widow, then in good health, 
on July 8th, 1871. Mary, their eldest daughter, was bom in Truro, 
January 14th, 1803. She was married to Benjamin Tapper, Esq., 
February 19th, 1822, and had three sons. Dorothy, their second 
daughter, was bom in Truro, November 19th, 1804. She was married 
to Daniel Smith Yuill, of Clifton, February 11th, 1830. They had 
one son and four daughters. She died at Clifton, November 17th, 
1867, Sarah, their third daughter, was bom Januar)' 24th, 1807. 
She was married to William, the fifth son of William and Mary Cox, 
of Stewiacke, February 15th, 1827. They had four sons and four 
daughters. She died May 10th, 1856, in the 49th year of her age. 
James, the eldest son of John and Martha Duidap, was bom September 
20th, 1809. He was married to Lydia, daughter of John Gonriey and 
Elizabeth Tupper, his wife, January 18, 1832. Tliey had two children, 
and they both died when thej' were young. Susannah, the fourth 
daughter of John and Martha Dunlap, was Ijom June 15th, 1812. 
She was married to William Gammel, Esq., March 30th, 1844. They 
had one son and one daughter. Mr. Gammel died August 2l8t, 1848, 
and she was married again to Barry Hamilton, January 16th, 1850. 
They had two daughters. She died December 29th, 1360. William, 
their second son, was bom February 27th, 1815.

They removed to the United States, She died 
August, 1859, aged 38 years. 

Adam Johnson, the third son of James and Mary Dunlap, was

^ •• and Muaqnodoboii, the same place ott wMch Alexander 

Stewart lived and died. After this he removed to the farm nn which 
liis son JanW wido\<" now rtisides, -wkich ia eittiated West of the 
Halifax rotwl, near JohnBoa's Crosaiftg. He die<l there May 25th, 
1 SOS, aged 37 jean. Mary, their eldest daughter, was horn about 
the year 1796. Her Either and mother both died when she was 
young, and she -was taken by her nnclc Archibald to Muaqnodoboii. 
She was married there to WiUiam Dt-an. They hwl four sons and 
four daughtera. She died April, 1867, aged 71 ycara. Mr. Dean 
died about the year 1861. John the eldest son of Adam J. and 

Eleanor Dunlap, was bom March, 1798, and, after the death of his 
lather and mother, he and hia brother James and sister Ruth wore 
taken to their grandfather Dunlap's, and taken care of. He was 
Carried to Jane, the eldest daughter of Captain William Cock, widow 
of the late William Rosa, Deoomber Ist, 1825, They had two sons 
»ujd four daughters. The sons, Thomas and Henry, are now doing 
siness in Amherst The daughters' names are Eleanor, Anner, 
iboth, and Jane. vVnner and Elizabeth are both dead. About the 
year 1830, he purchafied the house which was btdlt by Eliaktm 

!'upper, Esq.. and he resided in it the remainder of his life. Tn the 

foar 1831 he built a store, which is now occupied as a printing office, 
•nd carried on business as a merchant until the lime of his death. In

ak Ul and died, May Ist, 1842, aged 44 years. His body was 
ought home and interred in the IVuro Cemetory.

They removed to Stowiacko in 1807 ami sottlG<^l at Otter Brook, where 
their son Hugh now resides. He died Soptember 6th, 1852, agod 79 
years. His wife diod Novembtsr 22nd, 1857, Aged 74 yeara. 
Catherine, their eldest daughter, waa born May 8th, 1806. Sho was 
married to Rolrcrt H. Smith, March 4th, 1828. Thoy had five sons 
and three daughters. Mary, their accond daughter, waa boru NoToni' 
ber 26th, 1807. She waa married to William Chiahohn, Esq., of 
Wallace River.

He resided near the same place that Thomas 
Dunlap now resides, in the Lower Village of Truro. Ho died a 
bachelor September 7th, 1862, ^ed 84 years. 

Samuel, the sixth emd youngest son of James and Mary Dunlap, 
was born in the year 1782. He was married to Mary, daughter of 
Isaac Miller and Elizabeth Dickey, February 11th, 1813. He in- 
herited a part of his father's farm, and lived in the same house with 
his father for some time, and then built the house in which his son 
Isaac now lives, where he spent the remainder of his life. Ho died 
March 2nd, 1850, aged 68 years, and his wife died Januaiy 12th 
1861, aged 77 years. Adam, their eldest son, was born March 24th, 
1814. He was married to Ecbeeca, daughter of Samuel and Nancy 
Blair, March, ,1837. They had two sons and one daughter. Mrs. 
Dunlap died December 2l8t, 1855, aged 30, amd he was married 
again to Amelia, daughter of James D. and Esther Blair, February, 
1857. Elizabeth, the eldest daughter of Samuel and Mary Dunlap, 
Tvas bom Ifovember 5th, 1815. She was married to Daniel C, fourth 
son of William and Esther Smith, December 17th, 1834. They have 
seven sons and four daughters. She died December 18th, 1871. 
James, the second son of Samuel and Mary Dunlap, was bom October 
30th, 1817. He died September 11th, 1819, Sarah, their second 
daughter, was bom April 27lih, 1819. She was married to Jacob, 
son of William Frieze and Janet D. Miller, August, « 1840, 
Isaac, their third son, yras 2»om in Truro, August 10th, 1820.

H. Crowe and Mary Smilii, May, , 1861, They had one son and 
three daughters. Mary, the fourth daughter of Samuel and Mary 
Dunlap, was bora in Truro, May 15th, 1824. £he was married to 
James, the only son of Alexander Kent, Esq., and Jean Christie, 
June , 1868- They have one son and two daughters. James 
Dunlap, Senr., died December 5th, 1832, aged 92 years, and his wife 
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died May 22Bd, 1823, aged 85 years. It may here^be observed that 
their fifth son, Thomas Dnnkp, Treat to the United States, and 
travelled as far as Ohio. He retnraed home alwnt the year 1814, and 
bunt a large tmck ■waggon, the first that was hntlt in Tmto. It was 
first driven to Halifax, with a team of five horses by Barnabas 
McQneen, who Kved then in the Lower Village of Truro. 

There was a Thomas Dnnlap among the first settlers of Tmro. 
He was a Grantee of the Township, we know nothing of his decend- 
ftuts, it 18 said that he got discouraged in the settlement of a new 
eountry, and returned to the United States. Sarah, daughter of 
Thomas and Elizabeth Dnnlap was born in Truro, March 11th, 
1763. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 



Janet Logan, her two sons, and three daughters, with their 
families, came from Londonderry, Ireland, to Nova Scotia in the year 
1 760, and were among the first settlers of Truro. She was one of tho 
Grantees of the Township. John, her eldest son, was bom in 1727. 
He was one of the Grantees of Truro, and had his front landa where Ids 
grandsons William and David now reside. His house stood quite- 
near the spot on which David Logan'^s house now stands. He was- 
married before he came to Nova Scotia, or very shortly after. Their 
eldest son, Robert, was Lorn in Truro, May 6th, 1763. He waa 

married to Eleanor, daughter of "William Fisher and ETeanor Archi- 
bald, about the year 1788, and removed to Upper Stewiacke. John, 
their eldest son, was bom January 19th, 1T89. They had another 
son who died when a few moutliH old. Mrs Logan died 1792. He 
was married again to Elizabeth, daughter of James and Ann Fnlton, 
widow of John Johnson, in 1801. Janet, their only daughter, was 
bom April , 1802. Edward, their only son, was bom Febmaiy 
13th, 1804. Mrs. Robert Logan died Febmnry 20th, 1827, and h» 
died December SIst, 1833, aged 70 years. 

John, the eldest son of Robert and Eleanor Logan, was married to 
Ann, third daughter of James and Ann Johnson, of Middle Stewiacke, 
December 17th, 1813. Ho inherited one half of his father's farm, on 
which lie reared the following family, seven sons and two daughtets. 
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Bobert, the eldo^t son, was b}rn April 23rd, 1815. He was married 
to Nancy E., daughter of William O'Brien and Anna Putnam, of 
Noel, February 7th, 1841. They have soyen sons and two daughters 
living, and one sou dead. They reside in Halifax. He is an elder in 
the Presbyterian Church. 

Jane, the eldest daughter of John and Ann Logan, was bom June 
12th 1817. She was married to George, son of James and Elizabeth 
Guild, of Musquodoboit, February 15th, 1841. They had eight sons 
and five daughters. They now reside in Pembroke. 

James A., the second son, was bom July 27th, 1819. He was 
married to Catherine, third daughter of John R and Catherine 
Archibald of Truro, October Ist, 1844. They had three sons and 
four daughters.

Ann, the seeond daughter of George and Elizabeth Scott, was l)om 
in Truro, November 27th, 1762, She waa married to William, the 
eldest son of old Mr. Jamea Flomming, who settled in the Folly^ 
jadonderry. The Folly took ita name from the old saying that it 
^Vaa folly for Mr. Flemming to aettle on so poor a place. They were 
tnorried July 1 7th, 1789. Esther Scott Flemming, their eldest 
daughter, was born November 20tfa, 1790. She was married to John 
L. Fiaher, August 29th, 1816. They had four sons. Mr. Fiahei 
died December 28th, 1863. Isabell, the second daughter of William 

Ann Flemming, was born in Truro, March 22»d, 1793. She waa 
^tanrried to Alexander Knight, a saddler (who had come out from 
Scotland), October 22nd, 1818. They had four sons and five daugh-

He represented Truro in Parliament from 
the year 1843 to 1847. He died January 24th, 1873, aged 70 years, 
Ann, the youngest daughter of William and Ann Flemming, was horn' 
September 23rd, 1805, She was married to Robert Laughead, of 
Old Bams, December 29th, 1825. She died September 25th, 1829, 
aged 24 years, William Flemming, Senr., died in Truro, July 31st, 
1829, aged 62 years, and his wife, Ann Scott, died March 6th, 1847, 
aged 84 years. 

Elizabeth, the third and youngest daughter of George and Elizabotli

James Rutherford waa among the ejxrliur settlors of Truro, hat not 
a Grantee. He purchased and settled on the farm which ia now 
owne<l by Mr. George Yuill and eon, and Mr. Thomas S. Crowe, at 
Beaver Brook. He resided on this farm until after his first wife died. 
He then sold his farm to Thomas Crowe, Senr., ami settled near the 
place on which Wellington Blair now resides. He removed again to 
Middle Stewiacke about the year 1 790, where he spent the remainder 
of his Ufc. He was rather a peculiar man ; one of his replies to the 
argument tlaat it was the work of necessity to house grain on Sabbath 
during the time of brittle weather in harvest, was, " Cannot you trust 
Him who sends wet to wet it for wind to dry it again."

She was 
married to Charles Corbet Me./ Corbet died May 25th, 1871, 
Archibald Rutherford, their eldast son was married to Nancy Howard.

CJeoi^ S. Rutherford was married to Margaret, daughter of Hugh 
Logan and Elizabeth E. Archibald. She died September 22nd, 1839, 
aged 35 years.

She died May 10th, 
1842, aged 31 years. Ho was married again to Rachel, daughter of

They settled in Upper Stewiacke on 
the same farm that their sons William and James now reside. He 
died July 26th, 1856, aged 75 years, and his wife died June 2nd, 
1849, aged 61 year& 

William, the third son of James and Esther Ratherftafd, was bom 
in Truro, November 10th, 1782, He was married to Eleanor, 
daughter of William Cox and Mary Smith, his wife, February 5th 
1807. They had one son and three daughters. One of thede 
danghters was married to the late Robert King, one to Alexander 
Fisher, and the otlier to Henry' Campbell. George S., the son, was 
bom December 6th, 1811.

He died there December 15 th, 1842, 
aged 77 yeara Hia wife died December let, 1827, aged 57 years. 
Sarah Nelson, their eldest daughter, waa born September 17th, 
1791. She died uimiarried, August 18th, 1872, aged 81 years. 
Alexander Nelson, their eldest son, waa bom June 7th, 1793. He 
died a bachelor September 11th 1824, aged 31 years. James Nelson, 
their second son, was bom March 21st, 1795. He waa married to 
Alice, the eighth daughter of James Moore and Susan Teas, hia wife, 
October, 1828.

Alexander Hill, 
the eldest son of Archibald and Jane Nelson, was born January 2l8t, 
1819. Wdlirun, their yoxmgest son, was bom Ai)ril 17th, 1820. He 
ia living a bachelor on the homestead. 

Charles, the third son of Alexander and Margaret Nelson, was 
bom April 22nd, 1770. He was married to Etnew Fish, of Newport, 
October 24th, 1794. Sarah B,, their eldest daughter, was bom in 
3, September 26th, 1795. She was married to Mr. Daniel Camp- 
1, and removed to St. John, N. R Margaret, the second daughter 
of Charles and Eenew Nelson was bom March 9th, 1797. She was 
married to James Smith, who came from England a short time before, 
February 18th, 1821. They had three sons and seven daugh- 
ters. Shortly after they were married, they settled iu tlie woods at 
Haimony, being the same place on which their sons now reside. Here 
they reared their family, and he died there June 22nd, 1865, aged 72 
years. His wife died April 29th, 1862, aged 65 years. Alex-

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4fch, 1799. He was married to Jane, the fourth daughter of Alexander 
and Rehecca Miller, April 8th, 1823.

He was married 
to Alice, the eldest daughter of Robinson and Isabel Nelson, February, 
1833. They had four sons and two daughters. Their children ato 
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all dead. John Grordon Nelson, their third son, was born October 
7th, 1804. Ho waa married to Mary Logan, January 12th, 1826. 
They had one son. Mrs. Nelson died June 28t,h, 1829, aged 28 years. 
He waa married again to Sarah Kent, March 12th, 1831. They hail 
fiye sona and two daughters. Mrs. Nelson died in 1846. He was 
married again to Eleanor Fraser, January 8th, 1852. They have threo 
daughters. Nathaniel Nelaon, their fourth son, was bom in 1806. 
Ho waa married to Jane, third daughter of Robinson and Isabel Nelson, 
December, 1832. They had three sons and three daughters. He 
settled in Hants County. Archibald Nelson, their fifth son, was bom 
in 1808. He was married to Nancy Colter, July, 1832. They had 
five sons and two daughters. He died in 1858, Phoeby Nelson, their 
eldest daughter, waa bom December 8th, 1810. She was married to 
John Gibljens February 5th, 1836. They had one daughter. Mr. 
Gibbens died away from home in 1837. She waa married again to 
John Lennerton November, 1841. They had four sons and one 
daughter. Mr. Lennerton died October 10th, 1864 Eleanor Nelson 
their second daughter, waa bom August, 1812. She removed to 
Prince Edward Island, and was married thero to James Conway. They 
had sons and daughters. She died there April, 1869, aged 57 years. 
Susan Nebon, their third daughter, was bom at Stewiacke, in 1814. 
She removed to Canada and waa married there. Margaret Nelson, 
their fourth daughter, was born August, 1816. She removed to New 
Hampshire, and was married there. 

James, the fifth son of Alexander and Margaret Nelson, was bom 
in Truro, January 21st, 1773. Ho was married to Abigail, daughter 
of Solomon Hoar and Mary Lyuds, his wife, Nov. I7th, 1803. He 
a blacksmith by trade. Ho removed to Stewiacke in 1809, and 
ttled on the farm, on which his son Robinson now resides, on the 
west side of the South Meadow. He died there March, 1858, aged 85 
years. His wife died December 28th, 1844, aged 63 years. Solomon 
Nelson, their eldest son, was bom August 28th, 1804. He was mar- 
ried to Sarah, daughter of William Diokey, and Heanor Gammell, his 
wife, in 1828. He died in 1830. Alexander Nelson, their second 
son, was born July 28th, 1806. He was married to Margaret Conley 
March 25th, 1825, They had four sons and four daughters. He set- 
tled in Upper Brookiield, wliorc he reclaimed hia farm from the forest. 
Margaret the eldest daughter, of James and Abigail Nelson, was mar- 
ried to Asa Hoar, December 25th, 1835. She died July 25th, 1838. 
Abigail Nelson, their second daughter, was married to James MuUon. 
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Elizabeth Nelson, their third daughter, was married to Joseph Moxom. 
They had six sons and five daughters. She died in 1854. Robiuflon 
^Nelson, their third son, was married to Rachel Dean of Mnsquodoboit 
They had three sona and two daughters. Mrs. Nelson died, and he 
was married again to Eleanor, daughter of Stephen Johnson and 
Nancy Miller, his ■ivife, in 1862. Ruth Nelson, their fourth daughter , 
was married to James Boomer. They had two sons and three daugh- 
ters. James Nelson, their fourth son, was bom May 1st, 1818. He 
was nianied to Margaret Archibald of Stcwiackc, February, 1841. 
They had four sons and four daughters. He settled north of Brook- 
field, where he reclaimed his farm from tlie forest, WUliam Nelson, 
their fifth son removed to the United States, was married, and had % j 
family there. Charles Nelson, their sixth son, was married to NancyJ 
Dtuui, They had tliree sons and three daughters. He settled in 
Pleasant Valley. Mary Nelson, their fifth daughter, was married to 
John Burris of Pleasant VaUey. They had three sons and five 
daughters. 

Robinson, the sixth son of Alexander and Margaret Nelson, was 
bom in Truro, August 23rd, 1774. He was married to Isabella 
daughter of "William and Alice Philips, Dec, Slat, 1807. He settlee 
on the Bay Shore, where lois son WilUam now resides. He diwl thei 
April, 1850, aged 76 years. His widow removed to the Unitetl 
States to reside with her daughters. She died there June, 1870, aged 
81 years. Alice Nelson, their eldest daughter was bom December 
25th, 1808. Sho was married to Alexander Y., son of John and 
Elizabeth Nelson, Februtiry, 1833. They had three sons and two 
daughters. Their children are all dead. Maigaret Nelson, their 
second daughter, was bom Oct. 17th, 1810. She was married to 
Francis Forbes, Nov. 16th, 1828, They had three sons and thre6_ 
daughters. She died March I5th, 1849, aged 38 years. Mr. Fori 
died Juno 28th, 1848, aged 54 years. Jane Nelson, their third' 
daughter, M'as born November l7th, 1812. She was married to Na- 
thaniel, son of John and Elizabeth Nelson, December, 1832. They 
had three sons and three daughtcra. They settled in the County of 
Hants. Rebecca Nelson, their fourth daughter, was bom Oct, 15th, 
1814. She wiis married to Thomas Dart, of Pleasant Valley, DoceiUi 
her, 1835. They had seven sons and one daughter. Mr. Dart died 
June 14th, 1864, aged 54 years. "VViUiam, the only son of Robinsoi 
and Isabell Nelson, was bom November 17th, 1816. He was married 
to Mary Sibley, Jime, 1855. He inherited his father's farm. They 
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had two eons. Mre. Nelson ilbJ May 22ud, 1858. He was married 
again to Mary Duubrack of Miiaquodoboit, March, 1860. ElizalietU 
Xelson, their fifth daughter, was bom Febmary 14th, 1820. She 
romovtid to tho United States, and wa3 married then) to Jfr. Danney 
in 1867. They had one daughter. Mr. Danney died in 1871. 
Nancy Nelam, the sixth daughter, was bom NoTcmber 19th, 1822. 
She temovtd to the United Stati's, and was married there to James 
Price. They hatt one son and one daughter, Mary Susan Nebon, 
their seventh daughter, was born October, 1827. She removed to the 
United States, and wa.^ married there to Henry Allon, Septem- 
ber, 1848. Martha Ann, their eighth daughter, was born January, 
1831. She removed to the United States, and was married there to 
John Stork in 1854. They had two sons and one daughter. She 
died there in 1865. Isabell and Abigail Nelson, their twin daughters, 
were born in 1836. Isabell was married to James Price in the United 
States. She died there. Abigail was married to John Graham. She 
died in 1857. 

Jane, the third daughter of Alexander and Margaret Nelson was 
bom September 12th, 1775. She was married to Daniel, son of 
Samson and Martha Moore. They had one son and two daughters. 
Mr. Moore was lost at sea, and she was married again to James Gradie, 
and removed to Halifax. 

Margaret, tho fourth daughter of Alexander and Margaret Nelson, 
was bom JiUy 10th, 1779. She was married to Edward Faulkner of 
Economy. They liad three sons and four daughters, 

Alexander, their seventh sSn, was bom March Ist, 1781. He 
was married to Margaret T., daughter of Samuel Miller, and Elizabeth 
Davison, December 23rd, 1812. Thoy settled on the east side of 
Shubenacadie River, abont 12 miles from its mouth, where they reared 
their family. Ho died there July, 1839, aged 58 j'oars, and Ids wife 
died Octol>er Ist, 1865, aged 74 years. Robinson, their eldest son, 
was bom 1814. He removed to Vermont, U. S., and was married 
there to Lucy Minerva Fitch in 1857. Samuel, their second son, 
was bom 1816. He died a bachelor in August, 1868. Nancy, their 
eldest daughter, was bom in 1818. She was married to "William, eon 
of Elias Nelson, January, 1840. They had three sons and thrco 
daughters. Archibald, their third son, was bom September, 1820. 
He was married to Jemima, daughter of John Douglass, of Maitland, 
February 2nd, 1843. They have three sons. They are settled at the 
Eail Road station at Shubenacadie, where they keep an Inn. Eliza- 
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beth, their second daughter, was born 1823. She was mami 
Joseph Crosby, from England, January, 1858. Thoy have 
and three daughters. They settled in New Brunswick. 

Eliaa, the eighth eon of Alexander and Margaret Nelson, was bom* 
April 2Gth, 1783. He was married to Ehaibeth Forbes, January 7th, 
1806. lie settled, reared his family, and spent the remainder of hii 
life at Rockville, in the County of Hants. He died there April 14th, 
1871, aged 88 yeara Robert, their eldest son, was married to Sarah 
Hayes. They had two sons and four daughtera He died April 1 8th, 
1854, Alexander, their second sou, was married to Lavinia, daughter 
of Robert Smith, of Maitland. They had two sons and four 
daughters. Mrs. Nelson died, and he was married again to Laura 
PerkinB. Samuel, their third son, was bom June 2l8t, 1810. He 
was married to Catherine Dart, January 1st, 1834. They had four 
sons and one daughter, William, their fourth son, was bom 1811. 
He was married to Nancy, daughter of Alexander and Margaret 
Nelson, January 1840. They had three sons and three daughters. 
Charles, their fifth son, was bom May 6th, 1812. He was married 
to Sarah Ann Moor, February 11th, 1845. They have two sons. 
Mary Ann was bom 1814. She was married to Charles Wilsoi 
1842. They have two sons and two daughters. Renew, their seco: 
daughter, was bom 1816. She died in 1860. John, their sixth son,"' 
was bom 1818. He died 1847. Flias, their seventh son, was born 
1820. He was married to Mary Ann Lawrence, of Maitland, January, 
1848. They had three sons and three daughters. He was drowned 
September 4th, 1871. Letitia, theif third daughter was bom 1822. 
She was married to James Lawrence. They had two daughters. Mr. 
Lawrence died, and she was married again, to Richard Scalling in 
1869. Archibald, their eighth son, was bom 1824. He was married 
to Ruby Faulkner. December, 1858. Thoy had one son and four 
daughters. He lately removed to the United States. 

Alice, the fifth daughter of Altjxandcr and Margaret Nelson, was 
born April 26th, 1 785. She died when she was young. Rebecca, 
their sixth daughter, was bom March 20th, 1 787. She was married 
to William Moore, son of William M(j)ore and Susan Long, his wife. 
They removed to the United States. Alexander Nelson, Senr., die4, 
about the year 1810, and his widow died January 24th, 1823. 
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James "Wright was one of the fiist settlers of Tniro and a Grantee 
of the TownBhip. His house lot was at the east end of the Village^ 
lying between the cross stret^ta east of the old Alethodiat Chapel and 
extending north to the River, His first house stood near the place 
that the old Baptist Chapel now stands. He lived in this house for 
a length of time, and then sold the south part of his lot to Daniel 
Cock, and the remaining part to Timothy Prout. Mr, Wright built 
his next house on his front wood lot, on the hill near the place that 
Mr. L. J. "Walker now resides. He sold this place to George Dill, 
Esq., about the year 1804, and lived with some of his sons the 
remainder of his life. He died at the house of his eldest son, John, 
who lived then in a home wliich was built by William McKeon, 
near the pbce that Mrs. MoClure now residea He died about the 
year 1820. Ho was married to Deborah, daughter of Ephraim 
Howard, S^nr., in the year 1765. 

John, the eldest aon of James and Deborah "Wright, was ^om in 
TruK?, November 7th 1766. He was narricd to Sarah, daughter of 
Jacob Lynda, Senr., November 25th, 1788. Deborah, the eldest 
daughter of John and Sarah Wright, was bom in Onslow, October 
9th, 1789. She was married to Edward McCoUum, October 3rd, 
1816. They had five sons and one daughter. Mr. McCollum died 
April 5th, 1855, aged 65 years. Suth Wright, their second daughter, 
■ffas born December 2nth, 1790. She was married to Amos Maynord, 
January Ist, 1816, They had four sons and five daughters. They 
settled in Lower Stewiacke. She died there November, 1870, aged 
80 years. Mr. Maynord died December 9th, 1872, aged 82 years. 
Jsanea Wright, their eldest son, was bom July 17th, 1792, He was 
married to Abigail Ryan, of Hanta County, June 10th, 1817, He 
settled on Onalow Mountain. They had four sons and six daughters- 
Sarah "Wright, their third daughter, was bom October 25th, 1793. 
She died unmarried, August 28th, 1825, aged 31 years. David 
Wright, their second son, was bom August 7th 1 796, On August 
6th, 1825, he was engaged getting hay at Fort Ellis, on the MarsL 
He went into the river to bathe and was drowned. "William Wright 
their third son, waa bom March let, 1798. He was married to 
Hannah CrowolL He settled at Pleasant "Valley. They had five 
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sons and five daughters. Mrs. Wright died September 8th, 1846. 
He was married again to Mary Fisher, widow of the late John 
Conley, June, 1849. They had two daughters. Mra. Wright died. 
Rebecca Wright, their fourth daughter, was bom August 22nd, 1799. 
She was married to Job Field They had three sona. Jacob Wright, 
their fourth 80n, was bom January 14th, 1801. He was married to 
Mary Fulton, of Stewiacke, December 7th, 1825. They had three 
sons and three daughters. Mrs. Wright died August 12th, 1854. 
He was married again to Elizabeth McMnllon. Tliey had two eons 
and five daughters. Lucy Wright, their fifth daughter, was bom 
July 17th, 1802. She was married, to Ephraim, son of Moses and 
'Xydia Wright. They had three sons and three daughters. They 
reside in the Wright settlement of Stewiacke. Esther Wright, their 
sixth daughter, was bom September 1803. She was married to 
G«oi;g6 S. Dickey, December 27th, 1833. Thoy had two sons and 
three daughters. Mr. Dickey died May 2nd, 1864. Miriam Wright, 
their seventh daughter, was bom in 1805. She was married to 
Solomon, son of Moses and Lydia Wright of Stewiacko. They had 
five sons and' three daughters. Elizabeth Wright, their eighth 
daugh^r, was bom in 1806. She was married to William Blair 
January 24th, 1827. They had six sons and sis daughters. They 
removed to Illinois, U. S., in 1842. 

James, son of James and Deborah Wright, was born in Truro, 
August 9th, 1769. He removed to the United States, and was mar- 
ried there to Miss Bartlet. 

Jonas, their third son, was bom December Bid, 1770. He removed 
to Cape Breton, and died a bachelor. 

George, their fourth son, was bom October 2nd, 1772. He re- 
moved to Cape Breton about the year 1813. He died there a 
bachelor. 

Sarah, the only daughter of James and Deborah Wright, W8« born 
in Truro, October 26th, 1773. She was married to Henry Miller, 
March 22Bd, 179G. They settled first in the woods on the old Hali- 
fax road, about four miles from the iron foundry in Truro, southeast 
of the place where William Holstead now resides. The first road 
from Truro to Halifax passed the place where the iron foundry now 
stands, and over the high hill, south of this place, passing through 
Brookfiuld, east of the present road. Mr. Miller and family removed 
about the year 1818 to Brandy Brook, being the same place that Peter 
Serret now resides. Thoy continued there, and kept an inn, until 
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Mi. Miller died. She then removed to the place that her sons had 
- ' ' iw called the Miller Settleincnt, on the Mountain on th'* 
i^ of Stewiflcke River, iv^here she died. They had four sons 

and seven d&ughtera j their sons' namea were James, Moses, George, 
and Henry. 

Robert, the fifth son of Jamca and Deborah Wright, was bom iii 
vhiro, November, 1775. He followed the aea when he was a young 
in, and was on board a ship of war for some time. Ho returned 
Truro about the year 1815, and worketl for Mr. Clmrles Nelson and 
others, for a few years, and then removed to Shepody. He married 
and died there^ 

WHliam Wright, theur sixth son, was bom in Tniro, Noverabpr 
18th, 1777. Ho romoviid to Shepody, and was married to Miss 
Clark. They lived and died there. 

Ephraim, their seventh son, was bom in Tnuro, April 8th, 1779. 
He was married to Mary Bl-ichford in 1805. They settled at St. 
Andrew's, south of Lower Stuwiacko, wheru they reared their family, 
and spent the remainder of their ilays. Mrs. Wright died in 1835, 
and he was married again to Nancy, widow of the late Samuel Archi- 
bald, of St. Mary's, July, 1843. 

James, the eldest son of Ephraim and ^Mary Wright, was bom in 
1806. He was married in the State of Maine to MisvS Stevens. 
Sarah, their eldest daughter, was born J^Iarch 12th, 1808, She 
married John Godfry. They had three sons and seven daughters. They 
removed to Wisconsin, Elizabeth, the second daughter, was bom in 
1810. She was married to Jtimus Ramsey. They had tliree sons 
and tliree daughters. She died June 12th, 1853, and he died July 
21st, 1862. Roburt Wright, their second son, was bom May 2nd, 
1814. Ho was married to Elizabeth Sibley in 1836. They had six 
sons and five daughters. Mrs. WTight died August, 1857. He was 
married again to Phebe Ann Howanl, February 1860. Daniel Mc- 
IlafFey Wright, was born March 17th, 1817. He was married to 
Ann Thomas of Now Brunswick. Tlioy bad seven sons and three 
daughters. Mary Ann, their third daughter, was born August, 1819. 
She was married td John Richardson. They had three sons and five 
daughters. They removed to Cape Breton. She died there in March, 
1863. He died in November 1855, aged 76 years. • 

Moses, the eighth and youngest son of James and Deborah Wright, 
was bom in Truro, December 3rd, 1780. He was married t<j Lydia, 
daughter of Solomon Hoar, of Ouslow, about the year 1806. They

settled on the east side of the South Meadow of Ste>¥iacke, on the same 
faum on which Hugh Grahara Cox now resides, Ahout the year 
1826, he sold this farm and removed to Goshen where he spent tlie 
remainder of his life. 

Ephraira, their oldest eon was born in the year 1807. He was 
married to Lucy, the fifth daughter of John and Sarah Wright, They 
had throe sonS' and three daughters. Solomon, their second son, was 
married to Miriam, the seventh daughter of John and Sarah "Wright. 
They had five sons and three daughters, Lydia, their eldest daughter, 
was married to Moses, second son of Henry Miller and Sarah Wright, 
his wife. Mr. and Mrs. Miller both died a considerable time ago. 
Mary, their second daughter, removed to the Unite<l States, and 
died there. James, their third son, was married to Sarah Dickey. 
They had eight sous and three daughters. William, their fourth son, 
is still living a bachelor. Moses their fil'th and youngest son, was 
married to Rebecca, daughter of Amos Maynord and Ruth Wright, 
his wife. They had five sons and six daughters. Olive, the young- 
est daughter of Moses and Lydia Wright, was married to Daniel 
Tupper, and had two daughters. Jane, the yoxuigest daughter of 
James and Deborah Wright, was born in Truro in the year 1782. She 
lived \mtil old and died unmarried. 

John Ryan was another of the early settlers of Truro, and a 
Grantee of the Township. He owned lot number six of the front 
division of wood lots, being the east lot, owned now by Mr. John L. 
Doggett. He had his house on the north east of Mr. Doggett's house. 
He sold out to Alexander Miller and removed to the county of Hante, 
where there are some of his decendants now. His house was burnt 
shortly after he left it He had five sons and three daughters. 
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CHAPTER XIV. 



There was one Right of the Township of Truro 'granted for the first 
Presbyterian Minister who would settle in Truro, one Right for a glebe, 
and another Right for th<} benefit of schools. It may here be observed 
that all the first Mttlera, and grantees of Truro were Presbyterians 
&oni Scotland, and the north of Ireland. They soon began to feel 
the loss to themselves and their children, from the want of a 
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Preached Gospel They soon began to exert themselves to obtain a 
|tti&U8ter to labour amongst them. In the year 1 763, they petitioned 
the Presbytery of Glasgow for a minister, but this petition never 
reftchod its destination. May 2l8t, 1764, they sent their application 
to the Synod of Edinburgh, and in July or August of the year 1765 
tlie Rev. Mr. Kenlock arrived in Truro, and continued to labour in 
and about Truro for about three years. Then he returned to 
ScotLmd, and did not accept the cull from the people of Truro to 
be their settled pastor. 

At the earnest request of the people of Truro, the Rev. Daniel 
Cock came out from Scotland ia the fall of the yt-ar 1769. fie was 
sent oat as a Missionary for tlie whole Province, and continued to 
labour in Truro and other parts of the Province for a time. 

On the 27th day of February, 1770, David Archibald, George 
Scott; Robert Hunter, and John Savage J[bevng a crimmittee) directed 
the inhabitants of Truro to bo warned to meet at the house of Robert 
Archibald on March 13th to heiir tlie report of the Clerk of the 
Presbytery of Newton lAmbavady, in Ireland, read. Also to hear 
the report of their commissioner, Colonel Alexander McNutt, concern- 
ing the prospect of obtaining a Minister to be settled among them. 
At this meeting held on March 13th, 1770 (John Savage in the chair), 
It was resolved that David Archibald, John Johnson, William Fisher, 
James Johnson, and John Savage, be a committee to renew their 
appliciition to the Presbytery of Liunbavady in Ireland for a Minister 
to labour amongst them. And on July 28th, 1770, David Archibald, 
F^q., directs the heads of families of Truro to be warned to meet at 
the Meeting-house, on Thursday next, at 2 o'clock, P. M., to see what 
their minds are respecting the making applifiation to the Rev. David 
^Cock to be their settled Minister, and to agree ujwn proposala to be 

le to him^ Also to see if they will desire Mr. Cock to appoint a 
fast day for the election of «ldet8 in thi« town, so that there may be 
a session constituted in the congregation. And to see about having 
the Church put in some kind of order, so that public worship may be 
leld in it, as it will «oon be inconvenient to have public worship in 
jams. 

It may here be observed that the fVame of this Church was raised 
iu the spring of the year 1768. As ifc was made of very large and 
heavy timlwr, it took all the men that could be got in Truro and 
Onalow to raise it, with the assistance of a number of the women. It 
is $aid that when they came U) fix the site for the Church there was a 
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Rfforence of opinion about where it ehould be. Some were for having 
it placed on the site of William Nelson's bouse, and others were for 
having it whore it was erected, in the Tniro Cemetery. There was a 
'majority of tlie congregation residing in the Lower Village and Old 
Barns, conaef^uently the lower place was chosen as the place for the 
Churck It may bo easUy understood that a house of its size could 
not be put up and finished as soon as it could be done now-a-days. 
At a meeting lield July 6th, 1772, it was resolved that nails, glass, 
&c,, for the outside of the Meeting Hoiise be got immediately, 

A few years after this, Eliakim Tupper, Esq., took a contract to 
complete the insidn of the Church, and the workmen who finished it 
were Jolin Christie, who came out from Scotland in the same ship 
with Mr. Cock and his family in the siunmer of tlie year 1772, and 
Daniel ISrcKenzie, who was afterwards married to Sarah, daughter of 
Hugh Moor, Senr. Tliis was the only Church in Truro until about 
the year 1821, when the Episcopalians erected their Chxirch in the 
east end of the Village. In the year 1832 the Baptists of Truro and 
Onslow with the assistance of the Presbyterians, built the small 
Church at the east end of the VUlage which is now being made into a 
private dwelling by Mr. Samuel Nelson. This house, when built, 
was for the use of all denominations. In the year 1844 the 
Methodists built their small Chiuxsh in the cast end of iho Village 
wliich they have now abandoned. Their new one was opened for 
Divine Service on December 24th, 1871. The established Church of 
Scotland erected theii Church in Truro in the year 1861. The 
Baptists erected their new splendid Church in the year 1869. The 
Roman Catholics opened their small brick Chapel for Service in 
November, 1871. 

The Presbyterians built their Church in the Village in the year 
1853. In the year 1859 it was found to be too small for the accom- 
modation of the congregation, and l9 feet were added to its length. 
In the month of May, 1855 the old Church which was raised in 1768, 
was taken down and removed, some time after aU those who had assist- 
ed LQ erecting it had passed away. It waa used for a place of worship 
for 85 years. 

September 13th, 1770, is the date of the call that was made out 
and presented to the Rev. Daniel Cock, from the Truro congregation, 
which he aceeptetl. This call was signed by seven elders who had 
been chosen but a few weeks before, and 42 adherents. The names 
of the elders were, David Archibald, John Johnson, William Fisher, 
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Jntnes Johuaon, Robert Hanter, Jolui Savage, and Samuel Archibalrl. 

The namea of the aiiherenta are, Jamos Yuili, Senr., Thomas Goarlejr, 

L£ttl&uel Archibald, James Archibald, Matthew Taylor, Thomas Archi-

This call was irigned in the 

presence of Epliraim Howard and William Blair, of Onelow. It was 

acoomjianied by a bond signed by tliirty of the foregoing named 

peraona, binding themselves, their heirs, executors, administrators and 

•assigns, to jwy the full stun of sixty pounds for each yf ar for tlie first 

±wo yeara, commencing on April l.st, 1 770. Seventy poimds a year 

for the next two years, and eighty [wiinds a year for the time to come, 

■the one half to be paid in cash, and the otlier half in neat stock or 

produce, at cash price. Also the. ono Kight of land that waa granted 

for the first ^Minister who would settle in Tnipj, to himself, his heirs, 

itnd. afislgns forever. Also the use of the glebe Right. And they 

Ijind themaolvea to keep both of theae Rights of bind fenced and 

<lyked ; and to pay the sura of thirty pounds towartls the expense 

of removing his family from Scotland. 

The subscribers to tho foregoing call were all inhabitants of Truro. 
The people of Onslow must have come in and joined this congregation 
some time after the date of the calL They continued to be one con- 
legation until about the year 1816, when Onslow was set off as a 
' separate congregation, and the people of Onslow obtained the services 
of the Rev. Robert Douglass aa their first Minister. 

The 13th day of September, 1870, one hundred years after the 
date of the call before mentioned, was observed in Truro as a day of 
tliankfulneas. A largo number of people assembled in the Church in 
the morning, and engaged in Devotional exercises, and then marched 
in orderly procession to the drill shed, where about fifteen hundred 
•persons sat down to a well prepared dinner, and ofter dinner addressea 
vrero given by a number of the aged Ministers who were listened to 
attentively by about two thousandjpersons. 
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Mr. Cock returned home to Scotlaiul, and broaght out his wifl^ 
and family in the. aummer of the yoar 1772. Althoilgh the grant of 
the Township was obtained in the year 1765, it wa» not Bub-dividetl 
untU after Mr. Cock was settled, and \m Riglit, a.<» the iVrst Minister, 
was set off to liim, and his name marked on the general plan of tho 
Tuvmship, on the several lots set off to him. He had hia house built 
on his front wood lot where the house now stands which was after- 
wards owned by the Rev. John WaddolL A part of this lot ia now 
used as the Railway Station. ^ 

On May 8th, 17%, being Sabbath, he was preoching in the old 
Church before mentioned. The people being ne^arly all at Church, hia 
house took fire on the roof by a spark from the chimney, and beforo 
assistance could be had tlie house wivs in flames. George Wright ran 
to the Church for assistance (a distance of about two miles). He 
went to the door and cried oat fire ! fire I aiwl returned with haste. 
Few persona heard him, and those who did hear began to go out, 
which created quite a confusion in the bouse. It was some time 
before the cause of tho stir was goneraUy known. At length hia 
youngest daughter, who had been married to John Smith about two 
montlis before, went up to the Ihilpit and told her Cither that Im 
house was burning. He 6losed tbo^ble and stepped down from the 
Pulpit, quite composed, and recommeudeU the people to try and saiio 
the Village. It being a very dry time, and the wind blowing very 
strong from ti>e sontheast, the fire soon caught on Major Joim Archi- 
bald's three bams. The burning shingles were flying, and the smoke 
so thick it was with difficulty that the peopte got up through tho 
Village. John Logan's barns next took fire, and then William 
Logan's bams. The fir© continued to sweep tho buddings of tbe 
Village to the lo'wer end of it. The number of buildings destroyed 
that day was eighteen. The dwiilling^ houses were saved, with the 
exception of Mr. Cock's and William Flemming's. This house stood 
near the place that William i'lemmiug's old house stood, which b* 
recently took down. Thomas Dickey's house, being the same one 
that is still standing west of !Mri Wilson's, was in great danger, tho 
chips catchiog fire at the door ; and, as there were neither men nor 
water at hand to save the house, Mrs. Dickey took her chum full of 
cream and applied it to quench the fire, and by doing so made out to 
aave her house. There was a valuable horse tied in William Logan's 
bam, which stood in the flames until the rope burnt ofl', and then the 
hoise bolted into the street and fell dead. Mr. Cock's house» with 
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the most of ila contenta being banit, is suflBeient to show the reason 
that 80 few of his writings are now to be had, as he would be nearly 
eighty yeam old at the time of the fire. He had another house 
erected for him on the same place. He lived but a few years in it. 

About two and a half years after thia, an aseistant, and a succeseor, 
waa obtained in the person of Rev. John Waddell, and Mr. Cook was 
soon laid aside from active and public labors, as the infirmities? of old 
age were fast coming upou him. He made over his property to hia 
youngest son, Daniel, and about the year 1802, he sold it to Mr. 
WaddelL He removed, with his aon Daniel, to the place where 
George Cock now resides, and continued to reside with hia eon 
Daniel the short remainder of hia earthly existence. He died March 
17th, ISO.*!, aged 88 years, and hia wife died at the house of John 
Smith, June 7th, 1814, aged 80 years.

Thoy 
had two sons and four daughters which appear among the Dunlap 
families. She died March 1st 18G7, aged 73 years, and her husband 
died May 1st, 1842, aged 44 years. 

Mary Ann, the second daughter of Captain WiUiam Cook and Ann 
Frost, was born May 15th, 1797. She was married to Robert C. 
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Bkir, March 1 8th, 1818. Thoy had seven daughters who appear among 
the Blair family. Mr. JBlair died May 6th, 1869, aged 77 years. 

Anna, their third daughter, was bom in Truro, October 3rd, 179£ 
She was married to Eobert, the youngest son of James Kent, Esq.y^ 
and Margiiret WLlliania, December Slst, 1818. Thoy had six sons aut 
five daughters. Mr. Kent died January 3rd, 1867, aged 76 years. 

William Jamison, the eldest son of Captain William and An 
Cock was bom in Truro, April 29th, 1803. He inherited his father'i 
property ; he died a bachelor, June 17th, 1870, aged 67.

Daniel Cock and Alison Janii- 
8on, was bom in Scotland in the year 17:>7, and yrt& brought by his 
parents to No^ti Scotia when he was abont 1 5 years old. IIo remain- 
~ed with them while they lived, and after their death he continued t<j 
live with his youngest brother, Daniel Cock. He was deaf and 
dumb and died a bachelor, June 7th, 1822, Aged 66 years. 

Mary Ann, the eldest daughter of the Kev. DanieJ and Alison Cock, 
was boni in Scothmd about tho year 1759.

They built a part of the house that Andrei 
Moore recently sold- He sold this place to Hugh Moore, and remov- 
ed to the Parade, and built the house in which "William Bowd^n no^ 
resides, and kept an Inn there until abrat the year 1818, when thd 
removed to Tatamagouche Mountain,' where they spent the 
remainder of their lives. He died there about the year 1843, aged 78 
years, and his widow died in the month of November, 1864. Aged

Arthur Ellsworth Cock was 
bom Oct. Slat, 1861. Harry Engine Cock was bom May 13th, 1864. 

In the biography of Miss Marion Blough, which was written and 
brought to Wallace, Nova Scotia, by Mr. James Henderson, it ia 
stated that this " Miss Blough told others that the first impression 
which was made upon her mind relative to her eternal welfare waa 
made by the preaching of the Rev. Daniel Cock, in Scotland- »Shc 
went to him after hearing him preach, and conversed with him freely, 
which seemed to her the means, in the hands of God, of bringing her 
to Jesus Christ, to seek the salvation of her soul through His mediation. 
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CHAPTiER XVI. 



The first elders who were chosen in Tniro, in the year 1770, by 
the Presbyterian congregation were David Archibftld, Esq., John 
Johnson, William Fisher, James Johnson, Kobert Hunter, John 
Savage, and Samuel Archibald, as before named; and before 1790 
Alexander McCurdy ami Solomon Hoar were choacn. They resided 
in Onslow. About the same time Hugh Moore, Senr., Matthew 
Archibald, and James Fulton, of the Lower Village, where added to 
the Session of the congregation of Truro and Onslow, In the year 
1799 (Ix'ing the next year after Mr. Wnddell was settled over this 
congregation) Ebenezcr Hoar, James McCurdy, of- Onslow, James 
Archibald, Esq., of the Upper Village, and Robert Johnson, of the 
Lower Village, where chosen elJera. In the year 1803, John Christie, 
Alexander Hillor, and Alexander Kent were chosen ■ elders. In the 
year 1818, John D. Christie, Ebenezer Archibaltl, Edward Logan, and 
Stephen Johnson were elected elders ; and, about tlie year 1828, John 
J. Archibald, Hugh Moore, Junr., Samuel Archibald, Esq., William 
McCiilly, John Smith, and James Laughead were elected to the 
Session. In the year 1845, John Faulkner, Samuel J. Archibald, 
Dai-id W. Archibald, Dr. John Waddell, William C. Smith, and 
Robert O. Christie, were chosen as elders ; and in the year 1863, Isaac 
Dtmlap, Robert Smith, John F. Crowe, James F. Blanchard, Roberi; 
H. Smith, James K. Blair, Andrew Johnson, Edward Blanchard, 
John L. Archibald, and Thomas Miller were elected !ind added to the 
Session of tlie Presbyterian Congregation of Truro. 

At a meeting held in the Meeting House, April 3rd, 1783, it waa 
agreed that Charles Dickson, Joseph Scott, Ephraim Howard, Samuel 
Nichols, and Capt Blackemore be a committee to set a value on the 
pews in the Meeting House, and that the minister's salary be assessed 
on the pews according to their value. It was also agreed that David 
Archibald, Esq., Matthew Archibald, Rev. Daniel Cock, and Eliakim 
Tapper, Esq., be a committeo to give instructions to their represen- 
tative to have an act passed agreeable to the foregoing resolution. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 



Rev. John "Waddeill was bom in Scotland, April 10th, 1771, ana 
obtained his education in Gksgow. He was licensed to preach the 
everlasting Gospel in the mnnth of May, 1797, and in June following 
he was ordained ami set apart for Nova Scotia. He left Scotland 
never a^in to see his native land, on August 12th, 1797, and on 
November 6th of the same year arrived in Truro, having been ii short 
time in N«w York. Shortly after he arrived he accepted a call from 
the congregation of Truro, to be an Jissistant and a succeasor to Mr. 
Cock, and was inducted on Novcmbe-r 16th, 1798. Mr. Cock being 
then about 82 years of age, of course the ministerial labors would be 
mostly performed by Mr. Wa<^ldelL He commenced and carried on 
hia work with vigor and perseveronce. Ho preached the first sermon 
that was ever preached in Brookfield, in the year 1800. His congre- 
gation extended over the whole of Onslow, Truro, and Brookfield, and 
continued so for about 18 years, when Onslow was eet ofi' as a separate 
congregation. In the year 1832, Brookfield was set off from Truro. 
At this time they commenced to erect a Church there. It was raised. 
July 17th, 1833. 

Mr. Waddell boarded with Alexander BamhiU, until he was 
married to Nancy, daughter of Colonel Jotham and Elizabeth Blanchard, 
September 2nd, 1802. Soon after this Mr. Waddell purchased Mr. 
Cock's house and wood lot, and removed into the house, where he and 
his partner spent the remainder of their dnya 

Mary, their eldest daugliter, was born September 17th, 1803. She 
was married to Isaac Smith, EiAruary 23rd, 1823. They had two 
sons and four daughters. She died in the month of November, 1838. 

James, the ehlest son of Rov. John and Nancy Waddell, was bom 
May 4th, 1805. He was also a minister of the Gospel, He was 
married to Elizabeth, the third daughter of Edward S. Blanchard, Esq., 
and Jane Archibald, September 28th, 1837. William Henry, their 
eldest son, was bom June 29 th, 1838. He was raanicd to Eli2» T., 
the thinl daughter of Hiram Blanchard, November 15th, 1866. They 
have one son. Jane AValker, the eldest daughter of James and 
Elizabeth WaddeU, was bom December 19th, 1840. She was married 
to the Rev. Edward A. ISfcCurdy, November 6th, 1866. They have 
one son. They are settled in New Glasgow, Pictou County. FJiza B.,

He left hojno about the year 1847, and was engaged in businees 
at Pictou, until about the year 1860, when he removed to Hearts 
Content, Newfoundland, and is managing the bueinesa of the Sub- 
man Uf Telegraph. J. B. WaddoU's wife, Nancy, died August 14th, 
1852, aged 46 years, Nancy, the eldest daughter of Jothwn B. and 
Nancy Wa*ideU, was bom January 5th, 1833. Kichard ChriHtie, th« 
_gecond eon of Jotham B. Waddell ami Nancy Kent, his wife, was 
in Truro, May Srd, 1835. He removed to Upper Steviacke, 

id carried on his busiueaa there as blacksmith He was married 
there to Margaret, daughter of "William Fulton, Esq., and Isabell 
Rutherford, J\me, 18G4. They had two sona and one daughter. Oa 
May 24 th, 1871, as he waa leading a horse from a neighbor's stable t* 
his shop, the horae took fright, sprang and lacked him, and injured 
hira 30 badly that ho lived but about tliirty-six hours after. He died 
on the 26th day of May, aged 36 years. He left a widow and three 
young children to mourn their loss* Alexander Kent, the third son 
of Jotham B. and Nancy Wiuldell, was bom December 23nl, 1837. 
Ho removed to the United SUites about the year 1858. He carrier 
on the business of carriage l^uilding there. He was married there to 
Lucinda Woodberry, about the year 1860. They have two daughtere. 
Jane, the second daughter of Jotham B, and Nancy Waddell, was 
bom July 23rd, 1840. Susan Lynds, their third daughter, was bom 
July 13th, 1842, William McCulley, their fourth son, waa bom 
January 2, 1845. Ho reraove<i to the United States in the year 1869. 
Samuel James, their fifth and youngest son, was bom August 8th, 1847. 
John, the third son of Rev. John and Nancy Waddell, waa bora 
in Truro March 10th, 1810. He was engag«<.l in business m a mer- 
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chant when young, and bailt the house that Geoige Beading, ^(1«> 
now resides in, for a store. He was married to Sucan, the only 
daughter of Dr. David R LjTida and Sarah Blair, October 3rd, 1833. 
Shortly after this he commeuoed to study, and about the year 1837 
he wont home to Scotland to complete his education. He returned in 
about two yeara, and commenced to practise as a Doctor of Medicine, 
and continued to practice in Truro until the Fall of the year 1849. 
He then removed to St John, N. R, took charge of the Lunatic Asy- 
lum, and still has charge of it at this date, May, 1873. Susan, hia first 
wife (and her twin babes), died December 28th, 1834, aped 23 years. 
He was married again to Jane, the second d.-iughter of Edward S. 
Blanchard, Esq., and Jane Archibald^ his wife, June 25th, 1844. 
Susan, their eldest daughter, was born September 8th, 1846. Sarah, 
their second daughter, was bom March 29th, 1848. Charles Melville 
Waddell, their only son, was bom December 30th, 1849. He died at 
St. John, 2^". R, March 15th, 1859, being in the tenth year of his 
age. Hia body was interred in the Truro Cemetery. 

Elizabeth, the second daughter of Eev. John Waddell and Nancy 
Blanchard; was bom March 29th, 1812. She died at St John, N. R, 
where she had been stopping with her brother, November 13th, 1870, 
aged 58 years. Her remains were brought to Truro, and interred in 
the family lot in Truio Cemetery. 

Jano Walker, the third daughter of the Kev. John and Naocy 
Waddell, was bom in Truro, April 27th, 1814. She was Jharried to 
John Albro, sou of Colonel WUliam Dickson and Ecbecca Pearson, 
August 16 th, 1836. Their only son, Robert Douglas Dickaon, waa 
bom in Truro, June 16th, 1837. Mrs. Dickson died June lat, 1840. 
Hei husband, a few years after, perished at sea on board of a wrecked 
ship. 

Sarah, the fourth and youngest daughter of Rev, John and Nancy 
Waddell, was bom in Truro, January 5th, 1817. She died January 
14th, 1824, aged 7 years. Mra Waddell died August 18th, 1818. 
By this sad bereavement he was luft with seven young children, but 
with the assistance of his Master, he was enabled to persevere in hia 
Master's work. In the month of October, 1826, he went to Upper 
Stewiacke to assist the Rev. Hugh Graham at a sacrament He 
preached on Saturday, and on Sabbath morning when the people 
assembled Mr. Waddell was absent, having been struck during the 
night with paralysis. He was laid aside from active labor for a few 
months by this stroke, and after this he was not able to stand to 
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ptcnch, l>ut had to sit in a chnir, which was fixed up in the pupjt for 
lat purpose. Wlien he was aesi»tod into the pulpit und took his 
eat in thft chair to mauntu \\\» public labours, he gavr out th« 116tl» 
Psalm. The words of the PBoJni being so very appropriate, his 
slinga were overcome, ao that it was with difficulty he could 
Bod. He continued to, peraerere in his Master's work, until the 
itner of the year 1836, when he started to go to Pictou to attend 
Jynod. The waggon was driven by his niece, Sarah Archibald. At 
lat time there were Very steep hills to pass over, and while going 
down what is called the Halftnoon. Hill, about a half mile from Mr 
Christie's, by some nieans he and his niece, together with the horse 
and waggon, were ail thrown owt the embankment. By this fall be 
Was so much injured that ho was laid aside again from his public 
labors, and in November of this year he demitted his charge of the 
Truro congregation. 

His zeal for doing good may Ho judged from on© fact In th« 
eununer of 1837, the widow of one of his elders was sinking under 
consumption, and he was assisted into his waggon and driven to the 
door of hor house. As he was not able to be got out of the waggon, 
«he was drawn to the door in her chair, where he conversed and 
prayed with her for the last time in this world. About his last public 
address was at the funeral of the five persona who were burnt to death 
in the house that was burned March Slat, 1841. Mr. Waddell closed 
his earthly existence Nov. ISth, 1842, in the 72nd year of his age. 

It may here be observed that there was no other denomination of 
ChristLins in Triiro, or its neighborhood, but Presbyterians from its 
first settlement, in 1760, until the year 1782. This year Mr. Henry 
Llline, who belonged to the Congregationalists, was travelling through 
lova Scotia, exhorting the people to break off from their sins and 
come to Jesus Christ that thpir souls might be 8avt<d. He started 
from Pictou, in company with another man, August 5lh, 1782, to 
travel throngh the woods to Traro on foot. The jonrti«y being too 
gn?at for one day, they lodged in the woods all night, having no other 
shelter than the tree* that overhung them. The second day, when 
they came to the upper part of Truro, it was with the utmost difficiUty 
that they obtained food or lodging. The people, having heard of him 
before, gazed on him as he passed their doors, as if he had been one 
of the Antediluvians ; and when he came down to the Village of 
iro he went to the only Inn that was kept in the Village. The 
cee^per refused him lodging* for any amount of money ; and while 
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he waa strolling about the road he met with Alexander Miller, wlw 
consented to lodg« him, on condition that he would not speak to any 
of the family. He put him and the niim who waa with him into a 
room by themselvea They socm began to aing, and some of tl 
family knocked at the door and asked if they might come in and hea 
thera singing. He replied tlwt they might, if tticy were not afraid ofj 
being caught with the spirit that went about with hint Mot 
freedom was then shown between Mr. Miller and him, and he wa 
asked to pray in the family. The next day ho waa allowed to preack 
in Mr. Miller's bara After this he continued to preach in the 
Village. He was summoned to appear before the Sea«ion of the 
Truro congregation, to give an account of himself for coming Into^j 
another man'a congregation and preaching whui they hdiei>ed to 
false doctrine ; but they could not stop him. He continued 
preaching in Truro for three or four days, and then crossed over to 
Onslow, and labored there for some time, and went to Horton in Scj 
tember of the some year. In the year 1809, Henry Hail and Amc 
Alline visited Truro and commenced to preach, and again there was 
attempt made to stop them. The Justices of the Peace threatened 
liave them arroete^l if they did not ceaae from preaching what tbej 
believed to be felae doctrine ; but they preached on, and they applied 
to the CJovemment for permission to preach, and received a 
license to preach to all who were willing to Iwar them. 
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CHAPTER XYIII, 



Capt. John Morrison was another of the first settlers of Tniro, and 
was a Grantee of the Township. Hia front land waa adjoining tha 
Parade, on the North side, and extending North to the interval 
Also the interval adjoining it, which is owned by Mr. John McCIurc 
and Robert Chambers^ Esq. He built on his house lot, and resided 
there about seven years. He exchanged farms with Robert Archibald, 
and removed to Little Byke, Londonderry, where he spent the 
remainder of his life. On June 6th, 1770, he took his seat in the 
General Aaeembly of this Province, and was the representative of 
Londonderry until 1778. He having left the Province for a few 
yaars to look after his business in New Hampshire, James^ son of 
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ike BtiT. Bavid Smith, took his sia&\, in the House of Assemhly, 
December 5th, 1785, as representative of Londonderry. Mr. Morrison 
waa bom in Kew Hampahire, in the year 1725. He was married to 
Martha Anderson, daughter of ^Ix. Anderson who wae shot by the 
Indians, while engaged thraahing grain in his barn. Kaiiha, having 
gone to the bam "with a drink fur her fath«?r, and seeing thi; Indians 
behind the bam, ran for the house, but before nhe reached the hou^e 
lh« Indians fired after her, and when she got into the house she found 
&at her dress had nine ball holes in it and she was unhurt. They 
were married about the year 1757. Eleanor, tJifiir eldest daughter, 
was bom in [New Hampshire, September 2l8t, 1758. She was 
married to Edward Faulkner. They had nine eons. They settled 
in Economy, where they spent their lives, and roared their nine Eona, 
and died. 

Mr. Morrison came with the first company that came to Troro 
in the Spring of the year 1 760. Hia wife remained in New Hampshire 
luittl the Spring of the year 1761, and then came on with a number 
more wlio came that Spring. Daniel, their eldest son, was born in 
New HampBhire, November 24th, 1760. He was married to Rachel 
McLeUan about the year 1790. He inherited a part of his father's 
farm, and was a Justice of the Peace fur the District of Colchester for 
a number of yeai-s before ho died. They had five aons and five 
daughters. Hia house efcood neu- the place on which hia son, 
Alexander D. Monison, Esq., lived and his grandson, Joseph Howe 
Morriw^n noAv resides. IDaniel Morri.son died at Little Dyke, 
November 26th, 18iJ2, aged 72 years, and his wife died December 
2lBt, 1843. 

Hannah, the Becond darighter of Capt John and ilartha Morrison, 
w*s born in Tniro, Doceniher 25th, 1762. She died unmarried, at 
Londonderry, December 25th, 1792. John, their second son, was 
bom iu Truro, October 25th, 1764. He perished, in tJie month of 
December, 1799, on bt)ani of a ve&seJ that foundered in the Bay, near 
L«)nilonderry. He died a bru:hielor. 

Jonathan, the third sou of Capt John, and Martha Morrison, waa 
bom in Truro, October 24th, 1766. He was married to Martha 
Faulkner in the year 1794. Tliey had six s<;)n8 and three daaighters. 
They settled at Five Lslands, where they reared their family and spent 
the remainder of their Uvea He died there in the year 1843. 

Joseph A. Morrison, their fourth son, was bom in Londonderry, 
July 13th, 1769. He was married to Isabella, the third daughter of 
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Thomas Fletcher and Jane Vance, his wife, of Masstown, in the year 
1 802. They have four sons aud four daughters. (Their third son, 
Thomas F. Morrison, Esq., now represents the County of Colchester 
in the Local Piarliament of Nova Scotia,) He inherited a part of his. 
father's farm at Little Dyke, and had his house near the place that his 
3on, Samuel, now resides, where t)iey reared their family, spent th* 
remainder of their Uvea, and he died there in the year 1846, ag«d 7T 
yeats, and his wife died October, 1821, aged 43 years. 

Samuel, the fifth son of Capi John and Martha Mofrison^ wa^ 
horn at Londonderry, August 19th, 1T71. He was married to 
Frances Hays in the year 180*1. They liad two sons and four 
daughters. Ho died Fehmary 12th, 1820, aged 48 years, and hia. 
wile died February 11th, 1828^ ^ed 47 yearsi 

Martha, the third daughter of Capt, John and Martha Morrison* 
was bom March 13th, 1T74. She was married to John Williauison. 
They removed, and settled in the County of Pictoa Hiey had two 
sons and six daughters. Margaret, their fourth daughter, was bom in 
Londonderry, March 3nl, 1776. She was married to Edward 
Faulkner, second. They settled in Economy, and had three sons and. 
five daughters. She ilied there in the year 1860, aged &4 years. 
Ezekiel, the sixth son of CapL John and Martha Morrison, was bom 
iu New Hampsliire, October lOth, 1780. He was married to Elizabeth 
McLellan. They settled in Londonderry for a time. They had five 
sons and two daughtem They removed to &e County of Hants, and 
he died in St. John, N. R 

Aa before mentioned, Capt. John Morrison baviog left property 
unsold in New Hampshire, returned there at the time of the rebellion. 
He sold his property, but could not get his pay for a length of time. 
He worked at his trade aa a blacksmith, and had to remain tlkere so 
long that his seat in the Assembly was declare<I vaca&t, Jime 25th» 
1778, and his family went to him and remftined there until peace waa 
restored. He obtained paymant for his property, and he and his family 
returned to Londonderry, where he spent the remainder of his life. 
He died there December 27th, 1816, aged M years, and his wife died 
March Slat, 1811, aged 72 years. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 



IftTgP, Bplondiii, an'l expensive monument wna erected about the 
jear 1825 in the city of Londonderry, in the North of Ireland, to the 
memory of the brave men and apprentice boys "who defended that 
city so miinfully during the siege, in the years 1688 and 1G89. On 
thia monument ia engraved the name of Colonel Robert Bbir, with a 
large number of others of the most braye. Thia Robert Kair 
bolonfjed to the family of Blairs of Blairathol, in Scotland, His son, 
of the aaine name, Colonel Robert Blair, came to North America with 
his regiment, and brought with him bia wife and family, and 
^•fterwarda settled in "Worcester, Mass., where they spent the remainder 
)f their lives, Mr, Blair died there in the year 1774, aged 91 yearn, 
and his wife, Isabella, died in the year 1765, aged 82 years. They 
had aeven sona. Their names were Matthew, James, Joseph, John, 
David, William, and Francis. Joseph remaijied on the homstead at 
Worcester. He had one son, whoso name was Charles, and five 
daughters. John and David 8ettle<l at Warren, and had families. 
Capt Alfred Blair, of Warren, is greatgrandson of this Colonel Blair. 
Dr. Blair, of Rome, is grandson of Colonel Blair. 

Capt. William Blair came first to Nova Scotia on military duty in 
the year 1758, to assist in subduing the French and taking Louis- 
burg. He returned to New England and was relieved from military 
doty, and come again to Nova Scotia, and brought with him his wife 
and family, in company with the other first settlers who came to 
Trurn in the Spring of the year 1760. They settled on the farm on 
the interval of North Rivi?r that was afterwanls owned by his ton, 
John, and be had his house near the place that his greatgrandson, 
William Blair, now resides. A few years after they obtained a grant 
of the Township of Onslow. 

Francis Bkir, brother of William, came with the first settlers of 
Onslow, and was a Grantee of the Township, and it is said that he, 
being discouraged with the hanlshijw of settling in a new country, 
sold out his Right of land in Onslow for the small sum of eight 
dollars, and returned again to New England. 

Tlic grant of the Township of Onslow was made to Richard 
Upham and sixteen others for a certain number of shares or rights ; 
to Francis Blair and thirty others for certain other rights or shares, in 
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all forty-eight persona This grant was for 50,000 acres, being the j 
whole of the Township of Onalow. It is dated February 2 let, 17G9, 
and is signed Ly Lord William Campbell, who was then Governor of ' 
Nora Sootia. In laying off the land of this To-wuship, so much 
surplua measurement was given that it now contains about 80,000 
acres. 

Capt. William Blair was born in the year 1716. He was married 4 
to Jane Barns, in New England, about the year 1740. He died] 
August 4th, 1791. Sustui, their eldest daughter, was born in the year] 
1741. She was married to Mr. Isaac Farrell, June 10th, 1763.( 
They returned to New England. He was an officer on military duty, 
and he fell at the Iwttle of Bunker Hill. 

Sarah, the second daughter of Capt. William Blair, was bom in."^ 
New England in the year 1743. She was married to Ephrait 
Howard, December 8th, 1763. Mr. Howard settled near the Nortl 
Kiver bridge, and built the first mill that was built in Onslow. This 
mill stood near Mr. James McNutt's shop. A mill was kept there 
until about the year 1812, when the heavy freshets filled the race and 
pond with gravel, and the mill was allowed to go down. Mr. Howawi | 
had sold this mill a considerable time before this date, and removed 
SL Andrew's liiver, and built some mills, where he carried on mil 
during the remainder of his life. They Lad one son and six 
daughters. 

William, the eldest eon of Capt. William Blair, was bora in Ne^ 
England in the year 1750, and was brought by his parents to Novsi 
Scotia when he was ton yeui-s old. He was married to MaryJ 
daughter of James Downing and Janet Montgomery, November 26t 

1772. They settled on the firm that was afterwai'ds owned by hia'' 
two •ons, Alexander and Oliver, up the North River, where they 
reared there numerous family, ami spent the remainder of their livi 
He died in March, 1841, aged 91 years, and his wife, Mary Downing 
died in the month of November, 1S17, agud 67 years. 

Jane, their eldest daughter, was born in Onslow, JIarch SOtl 

1773. She was married to Archibald, son of Matthew Taylor and 
Elizabeth Archibald, May 4th, 175)7. She had one child, which die 
young. She died October 19th, 1799. Mr. Taylor removed to St 
Mary's, and wus married again to Miry Mtl >onald, of Pictou. Thej 
had three sona and two daughters. Robert, the eldest son of William 
Blair and Mary Downing, his wife, Avas boru in Onslow, November 
let, 1774. He was married to Mary, daughter of Ebenezer and— 
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Catherine Hoar, of Onslow, January 20th, 1801.' They fettled on 
the farm on which Turner Blair now resides. In the year 1819 he 
exchanged places with his brother William, and removed to the mills 
where his son David now reddea. About this time the first carding 
mill was set agoing in the lower part of the saw miU Whidi stood 
where Eobert Blair's mill now stands. This was the first carding 
machine that was set ageing in the County of Colchester, and I think 
in the Bcoviiice of Xova Scotia. It was considered a great curiosity, 
and attracted numerous visitors. 

William, the eldest son of Robert and Mary Blair, was bom in 
Ondow, November 23rd, 1801.

daughters. 

Margaret, the second daughter of Robert and Elizabeth Blair was 
born December 30th, 1821. Shu removed to the United States, and 
was married there to George Glaison in the year 1858. 

Robert, the third son of Robert and Elizabeth Blair, was born 
March 3rd, 1823. Ho was married to Jane, daughter of William and

As these ilret 
settlers who wore sent out by the British Govenunent were supplied 
by provision, served out on the fir»t day of May, eo much for evory 
man, woman and child ; Thomaa being but one day old, the parents 
received as much provision for him as any other of their family.

June 2nd, 1871, aged 75 years. Margaret, the eldest daughter of 
Thomas and Magdalen Baird, was bom July 16th, 1798. She was 
married to James Fulmore, of Five Islands, in January, 1822, They 
had three sons and five daughters. Mr. Fulmore died, and she was 
married again to George Spencer, and resided at Richibncto until he 
died about the year 1867 ; she is now living a widow. Jane, their 
second daughter, was born in Onslow, March 30th, 1800. On 
November 25th, 1825, in crossing the Bay returning from a visit to 
the Old Bama on horseback, she got into deep water and fell from the 
hoise. She held by the bridle until she and the horse were both 
drowned. Mr. Perry was watching her at the time, but oould render 
her no assistance. Darkness set in, by the aid of torches her body 
was recovsred & few hours afterwards, and taken to her father's houae. 

John, the second son of Thomas and Magdalen Baird, was bom 
October 11th, 1803. He was married to Sarah, daughter of John 
Fulton and Esthor Crowe of Boss River, June 28th, 1827. He in- 
herittd a part of his faUiera farm at Lower Onslow. Rebecca, their 
thinl daughter, was bom January 7th, 1806. She was married to 
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•ItjhTi, son of Thomas Crowe and Esther Fulton, of Debert River, 
March, 1827. Th«y had one son ami two daughters. Mi-s. Crowe 
died Fobruaiy 10th, 18i5. Mr. Crowo wna married again to Susan, 
ilaughter of David Blackmore and Janet Hoar, his wife, of North 
River, March 3r«l, 1846. 

Thomas, th« thinl son of Thomas and Magdalen Baird, was bom 
July 11th, 1^08. He inherited a part of hie father's farm, and was 
morrietl to Eliza Jane, daughter of Joseph Hamilton and Rachel 
Carter, Octobor, 1842. Thoy had four sons and one daughter. Mrs. 
Caird died Doccmbor 12th, 1866, ageil 50 years, and lie died July 
12fch, 1872, agod 64 ywira. Nancy, the fourth and youngest daughter 
of Thomas and Magdalen Baird, was bom November 30th, 1810, 
She was married to Thomas McLellan, of Great Village, March 9th, 
1839. She had two children, and they both died young. She died 
•Jmiiuary 7th, 1852, aged 41 yoara, and her husband died December 
22ndj 186(1, aged 66 ynars, Thomas Baird inherited his father's farm 
in Chiganoia.

They continued there untU aljout the year 1830, when they removed 
across the Bay again and settled on the West side of the Folly 
River, where they spent the remainder of their lives. He died in the 
year 1839, and his wife died in the year 1849, aged 83 years. Jane, 
the eldest daughter, was bom in the year 1787. She was married to 
Samuel Henderson, October 22nd, 1817. They had two sons and two 
dtuighters. She died June 22nd, 1817, and her husband died 
Sopteraber, 1867. Rabecca, their second daughter, was bom in the 
year 1789. She died uimian-ied in the year, 1839, aged 50 years, 

William, the eldest son of Joseph and Jane McDormond, was bom 
in the year 17^3. He was married to Mary, the eldest daughter of 
John Deyorraond and Elizabeth Wilson, October 23rd, 1818. They 
have two sons and two daughters, besides several children that died 
yoimg. They .'jeLllral at Debert River, where ho died, April 6th, 1871, 
aged 78 years. Mary, their thinl daughter, was bom March let, 
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1803. She was married to Robert Bums, Kovember, 1830. They 
had three daughters. She died July 23rd, 1841, aged 38 years, 
James, their fourth son, 'vraa boni March 12th, 1801, He died

He k settled at Chiganois, working at 
tanning and shoemaking. Williara, their fourth and youngest son,, 
was born August SIst, 18'22.

Rebecca, the youngest daughter of Thoiaaa Barrd and Margaret 

,^,jBarnhill, was bora at Chiganois, March 20th, 1771. She was married

"and eight daughten, who appear among tlie MilleBs. She died 

October 15th, 1837, Her husband died Novem,bcr 20th, 1834, aged 

65 years. (These are the writer's parents.) 

Thomas Bauxl, Senr., settled at Chiganois, near the place that hi& 
father-in-law, Kobert BarnhiU, his brother-in-law, Alexander Deyar- 
mond, and Joseph Crowe, Sfeur,, also John Barnhill, aottled, in what 
is now called Cliig«noi» Village. These were all Grantees of London- 
derry Township, aud had theic land lying together. 2Ir. fiaitd bad 
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Lis kouse on what is now Mr. Graham'B field, and he had lOOO acTes 
lying between that and the Bubert River, There thoy reared their 
frtmily. Mr. Baird died at tlte house of Alexander Miller, of Tniro, 
March 1 1th, 1809, aj^ed ahoat 78 years. As the snow was very deep 
at the time, his hody was bxtried in the Truro Cemetery, as it could 
fiot be taken to Chigaaois without great inconvenience. His wife, 
Margaret, died at her stm John's house, on Onslow Mountain, July, 
1818, aged about 84 years. She was interred in the family burying 
ground, on the Island in Chiganois Marsh.

James, the second son of John and Elizabeth Crow was bom 
December 4th 1781. He was a eea captain, and followed the sea on- 
til his health began to fnil. He died a bachelor, December 5th, 1819, 
aged 38 years. 

John Crow, their third son, was bom August 7th, 1784. Ho was 
married to Agnea, daughter of William McNutt and Isabella Dickson, 
April 7th, 1818. They had Hve sons and two dringhters. Ho follow- 
ed the sea soma time when yonng. He represented the Township of 
Onslow in the House of Assembly, from the year 1826, until the year 
1851, being elected four different times. He and hia wife are both 
living at date, February 13th, 1872, he being in the 88th year bt 
his age. 

Thomas Marshall Crow, their fourth son, was born November Ist, 
1790. Ho was married to Letihia, the eldest daughter of William 
Smith and Esther Hunter, December 24th, 1816.

Ho filled the office of Collector of Excise for 
the County of Colchester for a considerable number of years. Also of 
County Treasurer until he became too old and hard of hearing ; and 
his son John F. now fills the two officep.

Crow, was bom June 22nd, 1787. She was married to Thomas Low* 
den, of Pictoa They had five sons and one daughter. She died 
May 30th, 1861, aged 74 years. 

David Holmes, the fifth and youngest son. of John and Elizabetb 
Crow, was born September 24th, 1793. He was married to Mary, 
second daughter of William Smith and Esther Hunter, January, 1819. 

He inherited his father's 
farm, and built the house that his son Charles now resides in, wlittw

Thonitw the fourth son of James Crow, Senr., was bom in Ireland 
in tlio year 1 746.

when he removed to Beaver Brook, Clifton, and purchased wliat ia now 
the farms of his grandsons, Thomas S. Crow and Isaac Yuill. He 
purchased this farm from James Rutherford, the progenitor of all the 
Rntherfords of Stewiacke. His house stood in Mr. Yuill's hold, on 
the south side of the road that loads to the mouth of Shubenncadie 
River. At this place he and his wife spent the remainder of their 
lives. He died there February 25tli, 1801, aged 55 years, and his 
wife died March 16th, 1813, aged 67 years, and their bodies were 
interred in the old cemetery of Truro.

He settled near the Bay 
shore, at Clifton, where be carries on a largo business at shipbuilding, 
and is a Justice of the Peace.

for the remainder of his Kfe. In the montli of Ortobcr, 1784, Mr. 
Corbett, ^th a number of his neigh'bora, was going up the Shuhen- 
acadie Kiver in a boat, on their way to Halifax, and by some means 
the boat was upset, and Mr. Corhett, Elizaljcth Fletcher (daugliter of 
William Fletcher) and Jane McLellan (daTighter of Michael McLellan) 
were drowneil. William Corbett Was •married to Eiizabetli Robinson, 
of Plymouth, Mass., in the year 1848.

He waa married, and has three sons and on^ 
daughter. Mark Paten Corbett, their fifth son, was born Januar 
31st, 1820. He was manied to Jane C, daughter of Capt Williu 
Pamerton and Mary Vance, October, 1847. Mrs. Corbett died Mai 
1850, and he was married again to Saiah McLain, of Folly KivorJ 
March, 1853. They bad two sons and five daughters. Hb inherit 
a part of his father's farm at Little Dyke, where he spent the 
whole of his life. On March 23rd, 1868, he was drawing marsh mu<3 
on a sled, and as he was retiu-ning home to dinner, the sled ran ove 
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a pole and pitched Mm forwrard. He fell with hia neck nnder the 
numer of tlie sled, which hroke his mndpipe.. The team stopped 
■while his neck remained under the runnex. His daughter, who had 
seen him start lium the field some time before, hecame anxious and 
went to see if lUl was right.

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John Smith was among the early settlers of Truro. He mtis bora 
in Colvin, Scotland, in 1742. He was married to Mary Mc Vicar in 
1764. He was a whitesmith by tmde. Tliey emigrated to Prince 
Edward Island, where they arrived about the first of July, 1774. He 
commenced clearing a farm out of the woods, which is hard, discour- 
aging work to thii ine.xporienced. He sairl afterward;}, *' He haggled 
the tree all round about, aud could not get it down." Still he ttfiled 
away and did smithwork for the few settlers around him, encouraging 
Mary his wife, thuugli he was discouraged himself. Being destitute 
of imhlic gosjiel oriUuances, they started for Truro in the summer of 
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1770, in order that they might hear tlie Gospyl, and have their 
John baptized, who was now two ycara old. They came hy Picto 
and travelled on foot from Pictou to Truro, lodging one night 
the woods, and carrying their son in their anus. They ariivi 
in. TriU'O and called upon the Rev. ^Mr. Cock, who had lately co: 
from Scotland. Mr. Cock had a little girl about two years old, and 
would appear that little Johnny and she struck up a match which was 
happily consumuiatwi inure than twciitj' years after. 

Tboy returned to the Island again and that fall the mice destroyi 
all their crops, (tlmt year is still known among old men as the year 
the mice), and they resolved to move to Truro. Mr. Smith came ov 
to Pictou with a part of their movables and hired Mr. Paterson's ho: 
to assist in bringing them to Truro. One article was an anvil of abo 
two cwt. This lie hrought on the horeio'ti bacL His grandson, Dani* 
Smith, is still using this anvil at Wallace River. He returned again 
to the laliiud for hia family, and came back to Truro by Tafcamagouche, 
the distance through the woods being much shorter tliis way than by 
Pictou. On account of Mr. Smith's being a blacksmith, the people ia^| 
the Village were anxious to have him settle near them, so they pro^^ 
posed to gtxe him their Right to Birch Island and the adjoining swamp 
lauds. Each Grantee of Truro Township held a lot of this Island an< 
swamp, containing two acres. Mr. Smith having obtained a deed 
these lota, built a house which is still standing and owned by 
grandson Robert Smith, Here \\v carried on the blacksmith businea.s 
nntd about the year 1799, when he removed to Upper Stewiacke, and 
built a house and shop near Mr, Abraham Newcomb, and carried on 
the blacksmith business ten or twelve years. He then sold out a: 
returned to Truro again. He lived in a house which stood butwei 
his old house and the house in which Robert Smith now resid 
He died June 2Gth, 1818, aged 7G. His widow died April 11 
1823, aged 76. 

Mary, their eldest daughter, was born in Scotland, 1765. She 
was married to WUham, son of Charles and Eleanor Cox, Janui 
26th, 1786.

Tlicy 
met thb flood tide off Salter's Head, when the boat was upset, the 
wheat lost and the man drownecL Mr. Smith clung to the boat, and 
was drifted up the Bay still crying out for help. WiUiam Cutten, 
Ewj,, vv.'is citming up the Bay £ix>m Noel at the time, and came within 
hearing of his voice. He pulled for him and succeeded in getting him 
into his boat very much exhausted, having drifted from SiUter's Head 
to Savage's Island, lie wiw married to Esther, daughter of Robert 
Hunter and Esther Moor, his wife, February 28th, 1793, and in grate- 
ful remembrance of his deliverer, ho called his first son WiUiam Cutten. 
They settled in Upper Stewiacke on the farm which Jacob Layton 
recently sold. A few years after, he exchanged farms with James 
Kennedy and moved to Midtlle Stewiacke to the farm on whicli Wni. 
F. Putnam now resides, when in the year 1806 ho exuhanged farms 
with his brother-in-law, John Hunter, and returned to Truro. He 
lived in the old Hunter Hoiise, and maintained Mr. and ^Frs. Hunter 
wliile they lived. In 1814 he sold out in the Village and b;uilt the 

! house on the Island in which his grandson, Kichard Smith now 
resides.

Eliakim Tupper was one uf the early settlers of Troxo. He 
removed from New England to the westeru part of the Province about 
the year 1760, and about the year 1773 he removed to Truro, and 
built a two story house, being the same in which Captain "William 
Cock afterwards resided, and Mr. John Dunlap and his heirs after- 
wards owned and occupied. Here he kept an Inn, which at that time 
was the only Inn in Truro. On September lj6th, 1780, he was ap- 
pointed Justice of the Peace for what is now the whole of the Counties 
of Colchester and Pictou. He carried on business as a merchant 
while In Truro. He was contractor for finishing the inside of the first 
church that was built in Truro. His business, wlule in Tniro not be- 
ing very profitable, and having a large family of sons, he was induced 
to leave Truro, and remove to Stemacke about the year 1 792, and 
settle on the farm on which Mr. Matthow Johnson had settled about 
nine years before. This farm is now owned by his grandson, lilliakim 
Tupper, Esq., and his sons. He was married to Elizabeth Newcomb 
about the time they first come to Nova Scotia. He die<i in Stewiacke 
August 22nd, 1810, and his wife died Feby. 10th, 1824, aged 81 years.

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Mahew, thiiir eldest S4)n was born iii tlie year 1 762. He was mar- 
ried to Christian, daughter of liov. Daniel Cock, April 22nd, 1784. 
Alison Jamison, their eldest daughter was bom July 15th, 1785, 
She was married to James Campbell, second son of Francis Creelman 
and Esther Campbell, February 4th, 1808. They had tlrree sons and 
six daughters. She died April 22nd, 1860, aged 75 years, and her 
husband died in Halifax, (where he had been resiiling with his son 
John) June 30th, 1 869, aged 84 yeara.

He was an English officer, and came out to Florida, U. S., and was 
married there, and from thence to Truro, I^ova Scotia, about the year 
1784, at the time that the United States gained their independence. 
He resided in the house in which Mr. Hiram Hyde now resides, from 
the time he came to Truro until he moved into his own house in the- 
year 1809, being the same house in which Mr. McKenzie now keeps 
an Inn. S. B. Robie represented Truro Township in the House of 
Assembly from the year 1799, until the year 1806. This year Mr. 
Eobie obtained a seat for th6 County of Halifax, and Mr. Pearson 
represented Truro until the year 1811. This year James Kent, Esq., 
of the Lower Village, offered as a candidate for Truro. There was a 
pretty warm contest, and Kent was returned with a majority of two 
or three votes ; a scrutiny was demanded by Pearson, and when the 
Assembly met on February 6th, 1812, a committee was drawn to try 
the matter, when it was proved that one or two of the votes for Kent 
were so bad that they were struck off. A very strong attempt was 
made to destroy the vote of Dumb John Johnson, but the committee 
decided in favor of his vote being good, and Kent retained his seat 
with a majority of one vote. He died July 24th, 1818, and his wife 
died February, 1826. He (Mr. Pearson) was married before he came 
to Truro.

extensive business Belling goods and farming. He held the offices of ^ 
Registrar of Deeds, Prothonotary of the Supremo Court, and Clerk of 
the Peace, all at one time for a numher of years. He was a very 
active man for buainess of almost every kind. He died February 5th, 
1834, aged 55 years. His wife died June, 1833. 

Eachel, daughter of Thomas and ilartha Pearson, wa» bom 1785. 
She was married to Thomas T. Brown, July 9th, 1801. They had 
seven sons and two daughters. They lived and reared their family 
on the farm which the Messrs. Putnam now own, at Fort Belcher. 
He was a Jtistice of the Peace, and Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas. He died at Pictou. and his body was brought to Tniro for 
interment, October 15th, 1855, aged 77 years, and hia wife died Dec. 
nth, 1854, aged 69 ytiais. 

Willkm, the eldest son of Thomas and Martha Pearson, was bom 
about the year 1788. He was married to Nancy Dempsey, of Ayles- 
ford, in the year 1811. They ha<l one son and two daughters. He 
kept an Inn where William Bowland now resides. In thia house lus 
wife died in the year 1818. He wtis lost overboard from a schooner 
in the Bay of Fundy, December 3rd, 1834, near Spencer's Island. 
Thomas, his only son, was born May 10th, 1814. He was married to 
Sarah, daughter of John and Hannah Yuill, Juiie 23rd, 1836. They 
had three sons and two daughters. He died on lus way to California, 
February 23rd, 1852, and hia wife died AprU 9th, 1868, aged 55 
years. Martha, the oldest daughter of William and Nancy Pearson, 
was bom April 17th, 1812. She was married to Ferguson McNutt, 
of Masatown, March 10th, 1835. They had four sons and six daugh- 
ters. Susan, their second daughter, was bom May 30th, 1816. She 
was manned to Thomas D., eldest son of Hugh Johnson and Elizabeth 
Dickey, June 23rtl, 1836. 

Elizabeth, the fourth and youngest daughter of Thomas and Mar- 
tha Pearson, was born in the year 1790. She was married to Captain 
James Pearson. They had one daughter, whose name was Martha ; 
she was married and removed to Cumberland. Captain Pearson died 
February 12th, 1816, aged 33 years, and hia wife died July 7th, 
1817, aged 27 years. 

John, the second son of Thomas and Martha Pearson, was bc»m in 
the year 1792. He was married to Esther, the youngest daughter of 
Eobert McElhenny of Londonderry, in the year 1813. Thomas, their 
son, was married to Esther, th<j youngest daughter of M. P, Martin. 
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He was a sea captain, and perishtMl at sea on a wrecked ship a few 
y»«rs after they were married, and his wife died soon Hft^r, November 
11th, 1812. Robert, another 8on of John and Esther Pearson, waa 
nxarried to Elizaboth, daughter of James and Esther BarnhilL They 
bad oao son and two daughtfra. He removed to California and died 
there about the year 1852. William Dickson, another son of John 
Pearson left home to follow the aea more thiin 30 years ago, and has 
not b<?»?n heard from since. Hannah, their only daughter, removed to 
the United States. She was married to James, the eldest son of 
James and Margaret Eulton, of Stewiacke. She died in Boatou, 
1863. Frederick M., the fourth and youngest son of John and Es- 
ther Pearson was born in Pictou, February 13th, 1827. Ho was mar- 
ried to Eliza Crowe, daughter of Jame« Crow and Jamea Fletcher, 
4th April, 1850. They have four sons and three daughters. For a 
number of years ho corrietl on a large business shipbuilding at Mass- 
town, and importing and selling goods. He is now carrying on a 
large business in Truro, importing and selling floui and other goods. 
He is a Justice of the Peace, and in the year 1870, he was elected to 
represent Colchester in the House of Commons of the Dominion of 
Canada. On August 15th, 1872, he was re-elected. 

John Pearson died at Truro in July, 1844. Hid >vidow died at 
her son's, at Masstowu, July 13th 1871, aged 76 years. 

Thomas, the third sou of Thomas and Mailha Pearson, was born 
in the year 1794. He died a bachelor August 25th, 1822, aged 28 
year& 

Charles, their fourth eon was born iai the year 1796. He died a 
bachelor about 1842. 

Rol>ert, the fifth and youngest son of Thomas and Martha 
Peai>8on, was born in the year 1 798. He was married to Esther, the 
youngest daughter of William and Esther Smith, May 25th, 1820. 
They had three sons. Charles 11, was their second son. The other 
two died when they were young. Charles R. Pearson was married to 
Mary, the only daughter of James and Maiy Brining, April, 1850. 
They had two sons and three daughters. They inherited her father's 
property. ^Irs. Pearson died May 12th, 1870, and Robert Pearson 
died December 17th, 1825, aged 27 years. His widow was married 
again to John L. Doggett, December 4th, 1828. 
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CHAPTER XXIX. 



Dr. John Harris was among the early settlers of Truro, although 
he did not cuine until a few years iifter the Township was ^Tanted. 
He and his family were one of the six families that sailed from 
Philadelphia in the month of May, 1767, sent by a comjiany to settle 
in Pictou. The people of Truro hnviug heard of this vessel Ijeing in 
Halifax, sent seventeen men through the woods to Pictou to welcome 
their arrivsd. When they came in sight of the harbor, J imo 11th, 
they saw the ship coming up the harbor at a distance, ami they 
kinfUed fires un the shore to attract the attention of those on board. 
When they saw the fires, they concluded that they were set by the 
savages ; they held u consultation what to do— whether they would 
submit to them or rcsiai Thoy resolved upon rosistancc. The next 
morning, when the people from Truro were walking down the shore, 
they on board the vessel s;iw with their glasses that they were white 
folks, and it was not long until they came ashore, and were welcomed 
by the men from Truro. These people commenced clearing away the 
trees and putting up small houses. They sowed some seed in the 
ground, but it was so late in tho season they grew very little crop that 
year ; but the fish were very plenty in tlie harbor and rivers, so they 
made out to live with much difficulty. Two of the six fomilios 
became so much discourajjed that they left for Truro. Thosii that 
remained had a very hard winter, and tho next spring they Iwid to go 
to Truro, a distance of forty miles, and carry their, seed potatoes on 
their backs tlirough the woods, having no other gtiide than the bUze 
upon the trees. The next spring they hid to go agfun to Tnii-o for 
seed potatoes, but this time they took another plan. They cut the 
eyes out of the potatoes and imly parried the eyes. 

The names of tho familios tbut remained in Pictou were Kobert 
Paterson, Dr. John Harris, John Rogers an<l James McCabe, Tho 
next year they were joined by two families from Traro. Mr. William 
Kennedy's family was one of these. 

Dr. John Harris removed to Truro about the year 1776, and 
settled on the interval of Salmon Eivor, and built his liouse on tho 
same place that Mr. Eobert B^^nnett's house now stmds. He was a 
Justice of the Peace, and was in the habit of celebrating the marriage 
contract. He was Town Clerk from a short time after he came t" 
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Truro until the year 1790. April 9th, 1802, he went from home on 
horseback, and rode to the Village, and as he was turning into Mr. 
Jonathan Blanchard's yard from the street, he feU from his horse and 
was killed instantly. He was married to Elizabeth Scott before they 
left New England. She died in the month of July, 1816. He repre- 
sented Tniro in Parliament from the year 1781 until the year 1784. 

Thomas, their eldest son, was bom June 10th, 1767, on board of 
the ship in which they came to Pictou. He was married to Alice, 
daughter of William Logan and Janet Moor, of Truro. They had 
four sons and one daughter. They settled near the " Town Gut," so 
called, near Pictou Town, where they reared there family, and they 
both died there some time ago. • 

Mary, the eldest daughter of Dr. John and Elizabeth Harris, was 
bom in 1769, being the first female child that was bom in Pictou 
after it. was settled by the EnglisL She was married to Eobert, third 
son of Rev. Daniel Cock in the year 1795. They had three sons and 
three daughtera They appear among the Cock families. She died 
M'ovember, 1864, aged 96 years, and her husband died about the year 
1843, aged 78 years. AViUiam, their second son, was bom in the 
year 1771. He studied for a doctor, removed to the United States, 
and was married there to Susan Hunt. They had one daughter. He 
died there when ho was but a young man. 

Margaret, their second daughter, was bom in Pictou in the year 
1773. She was married to Joseph Notting, June, 1793. John 
Harris Notting, their only son, was bom in Truro April 5th, 1794. 
He was married to Martha, the eldest daughter of John Kent and 
Janet McCurdy, September 29th, 1825. .They had one son and two 
daughters. They settled in the Lower Village, where they are still 
living together. Joseph Notting was a tanner by trade, and settled 
and built his house and tan-yard at the same pl^e that James and 
Ralph Watson now reside. He died there January 23rd, 1795. His 
widow was married again to Robert, son of Thomas Watson, Esq., of 
Cumberland, February 9th, 1796. They had seven sons and one 
daughter. They continued on this same place, where they reared 
their family. He died there March 22nd, 1851, aged 82 years, and 
his wife died June 6th, 1853, aged 80 years. 

Elizabeth, the third daughter of Dr. John and Elizabeth Harris, 
was born in the year 1775. She was married to John, son of Capt. 
John McKeen and Rachel Johnson, December, 1798, beiog the first 
that Mr. Waddell married after he came to Truro. They had three 
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sons and seven daughters. They first settled on the fann that ^fr, 
Hugh Clark now resides upon, ahout five miles from Truro. Thej 
removed thence to St. Mary's. They removed again and settled 
the woods on Tatamagouche Mountain, where they spent tt 
remainder of their days. She died January 6th, 1820, aged 45 year 
and her hushand dietl October 17th, 1854, aged 84 years. 

John Washington Harris, their third son, was bom in the yc 
1777. He was married to Mary Hadley. They had eight sons aa<3 
fotir daughters. He settled near Pictou Town, and was Shcriif 
Pictou for a long time. He died there October. 1860, aged 92 year 
Susanna Hunter Harris, was bom in Truro, April 2nd, 1 779. She ■ 
married to John, son of Hugh ^foore, Senr., and Janet Logan, 
wife. Tlicy had three sons and five daughters. They settled on the 
'West Branch of River John, where they reared their family and diedy 

Ilobert, the fourth and youngest son of Dr. John and Elizabetl 
Harris, was born ia Truro, Xovember 21st, 1783. He was married 
Hannah, daughter of Ebenczer Hoar and Catherine Downing, Januat 
30th, 1805. He inherited his father's property in Truro, where h^ 
spent the whole of his life. He died December 26th, 1812, aged 29 
years. Ebenezer Hoar Harris, their eldest son, was horn l>Iay 13th, 
1806. He was married to Laviuia Lynds, June, 1829. They 
had one son ajid two daiightera. They settled on Onifilo'v 
MoxmtauL Dilra. Harris died there March 18th, 1869, aged 63 
years. Eliza, daughter of Robert and Hannah Harris, was bor 
October 21st, 1811. She was married to James, the eldest son of 
Samuel and Elizabeth Archibald, December 31st, 1833. They had 
three sons and one daughter. They reside at Clifton now. Eobeit, 
the second son of Robert and lltmujih Harris, was born July 1 4tl 
1813. He was married to Maria, the youngest daughtof of Roljei 
Cock and Mary Harris, 1839. They had four sons and one daughter, 
who appear among the Cock families. 

Dr. John Harris, btiing one of the first settlers of Pictou, waa 
interested in what was called the Philadelphia Grant This gra 
being escheated after the death of Dr. Harris, there were grants givi 
of five hundred acres each to John W. and Robert Harris, and theil 
four sisters;. This 3000 acres of land was laid out and granted al 
the year 1813, on each side of the road leading from Truro to Tat 
magoache, and soon after, the sons of Robert Cock and John McKee^ 
commenced to clear and make themselves famis at the samo place that 
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sonio of ttcir descendajita now reside, on Tataraagouche Mountain. 
These were the first settlers between Onslow and TatamogoucUe. 

Ahout the yeara 1817 and 1818 there were others who had 
arrived from Scotland and commenced making a settlement West of 
the place that the heiis of , Harris were settled. This has become a 
considerable settlement, and is called Kew Annan. It was one 
Tinbroken forest between North River and River John until the year 
1817, when AltMiandcr Miller made the first survey in what is now 
called Earltown. He continued to surrey a large part of the Crown 
Land of Colchester and Pictou, wliich was not includtHl in th« 
Townships of Truro, Onalow and Ltrndonderrj', iVfterwaiJH lu> fixed 
boundary lines for Townships and gave them their names ; that part 
lying between the Rist line of Truro, and the County hue between 
Pictou and Colchester ho called Greenfield ; that j«.rt lying between 
Pictou County line and Onslow he called Kemptown, in honor of Sir 
James Kempt, who arrived in Halifax June 1st, 1820, That part 
which lies North of Kemptown, and North of the East end of Onslow, 
he called Earltown, for the Earl of Dalhousie. 
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CHAPTER XXX. 



In the spring of the year 1784, seven men, with their families, 
removed from Truro to Upper Musquodoboit, and commenced a 
settlement there. Their iiamoa were John, James and Samuel Fisher, 
•ons of William Fisher, Stewtly Horton, who was marrlefl to Hannah 
Fisher, Tliomas Reynolds, John Holman and Robert Goddes, 

In the same spring (1784), eight men, ^vith their familiea romovcd 
from Truro to Upper Stewiacke, to make a settlement there j their 
names were Thomas Croker, Samuel Fisher, William and Samuel 
Fulton, of the Lower Village, Samuel Taylor, John Archibald, and 
Charles Cox, Matthew Johnson having removed and settled there in 
the faU of 1783. In 1785 Richard Uphara settled at Otter Brook, 
and after this time there were others removed and settled in Upper 
Stewiacke. Samuel Criielma'n was the next settler there. Archibald 
and Robert Gammell, Robert and Hugh Logan, John and William 
Johnson, David Fulton^ William Cox, and WiUiam Smith were among 
the early settlers. 
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Tlie Rev. Daniel (vuck was the first wlio j>r<jached to tbc^e people 
in Stowiacke. He first proiichpii in Mr. Saniuol Fisher's liouse, about 
the yeor 1787. After this, Mr. Cock, Mr. McGregor, Mr. Munro, 
Mr, Rnss and Mr. Waddell, continued to visit tJiem and pretich to 
them. Mr. Munro remained with them ahout two years, from about 
the year 1793 to l795. In the yoar 1799, thoy began to make 
efforts to obtain a settled Minister to labor among them. A number 
of otliers had rernoveil from Truro und elsowhero, niwl had settled in 
Middle and Upper Stewiacke, and in Middle and Upper Musqno- 
doboit ; these all joint'd together to obtiin the seryices of a minister, 
and they resolved to give the Rev. Hugh Grsiham a call. (Mr. 
Graham camo from Scotland in the year 1786, and was settled in 
Comwallis untd 1799. The call to Mr. Graham is dated August 
26th, 1799, and is signed by the following persona, in presence of the 
Rev. John Wofldcll, Moderator, and John Simmons, Srd, Witness. 
Robert Archibald, Eliakim Tapper, Alexander Stewart, Mattliow 
Johnson, Samuel Tupper, William Kennedy, Robert GodJes, Williain 
Putnam, Samuel Fisher, Adam Puidap, Samuel Fisher Archibald, 
Matthew T. Arcliihald, William Archibald, Elizabeth Dickey, Thomas 
Croker, Simeon Whidden, John Pratt, Robert Morris, Eddy Tuppor, 
Mahew Tupper, William Smith, William Cox, James Dunlap, John

Rot. Hugh Graham died at Stewiackc, April 5th, 1829, aged 75 
years. His wife died June 12th, 1816, aged 43 years. 

Tho first settlors of Stowiacke had many difficulties to contend 
against. On September 8th, 1792, there was the great freshet, which 
carried away a large pnrt of their wheat, which was standing in stook 
in the field. Many of their houses stood on tho interval, and were in 
danger of being carried away. Many made rafts of boards from tho 
floors of their liouses and pushed off for higher land, while those who 
had canoes were busy saving the people first and afterwards the cattle 
and sheep. After this they very prudently built more of their 
houses on the uplan<l. 

Tho people in Brookfield also sustained great loss by this freshet, 
both in wheat and other crops. 

At tho same time all the interval and marsh between Truro and 
Onslow was flooded, so tliat they could go to Onslow from Truro and 
back in boats. By looking at the date of this freshet, it will be seen 
tliat it would be most'diaastrous to the farmers of those places. 

Then, on the evening of the 12th of November, 1813, was tho 
great hurricane, known by the old men as the " big wind," which 
devastated tho woods,, levelled the fences, and very many of tho 
buildings were either blown down or unroofed. Many of the sisttlers 
suffered severely. 

But long hiifore any of these disasters, tho crops of the first settlers 
of these plllces were destroyed by mice. This year was called by the 
old settlers as the year of the mice, and a year or two either before or 
after thi», they had a summer so cold that none of their crops came to 
perfection. Here are four epochs which the old men of the present 
day often heard their fathers talk about, viz ; The year of the mice, 
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tbo cold summor, the big wind, and the great freshet, and I believe 
there has been nothing like any one of them since. 

Then, on the 7th October, 1825, there was the great firo in 
Miramichi, in which 160 persons i>eriahed, 595 buildings burned, and 
875 horsGS and cattle lost. The total loss of pruperty was estimated 
at $994,092, and 8000 square miles of country laid waste. In Great 
Britain, United States, and the British Colonies about $174,428 were 
subscribed for tho relief of the suiferera. 
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CHAPTER XXXI, 



Tlie first settlers removed to Brookfield about the year 1786. The 
first who settled there were William Hamilton and Daniel Moore, and 
shortly after William Downing, William Carter, and James Boomer 
settled there. William Downing soon left, and John Hamilton 
settled on what was his farm, iu 1793. The first sermon was preached 
there by the Eev. John Waddell, in January, 1800, and he continued 
to be their minister until 1832. The people of Brookfield, before 
this date, attended public worship in Truro quite regidarly. At thia 
date it was set off from Truro congregation, and the Eev. John I. 
Baxter had it as a part of his charge. As mentioned before, the frame 
of the first Church was rtused at Brookfield on July 17th, 1833, and 
thia was the only Church ia Brookfield until tho year 1857, when the 
Baptists built their small Church. In the year 1869 the Presby- 
terians built their new Church and removed the old one. From the 
settlement of the place up to the year 1832, they came to Truro to 
bury their dead, but from this time they commenced to bury their 
dead in a Cemetery west of the Brookfield station. The body of Mr. 
William Carter was the first that was buried there, in January, 1832. 
What was called the new level road, from Truro to Halifax, was made 
through Brookfield in the year 1835, and in December, 1858, the 
railroad was opened for carrjdng freight and passengers. 

The Lieutenant Governor, Sir George Provost, arrived at Haliikx 
April 15th, 1809, and in July of this year he visited Truro and 
Pictou, where he rccJiived addresses from the inhabitants. He waa 
accompanied by Michael Wallace and S. H. George, Esqs., and his 
Aid-de-camp, Capt. Provost. The writer believes that this was the 
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tirel four wTiecleJ ciuriiigo that ever passed through Truro. About 
this time they were getting the roads made so that wheels could be 
run ou them from Halifax to Pictou, and in a few years after this 
bomc of the people began to get carriftges to ride in, but they were 
few in nfimbor for many years after thia It may here be observed 
that all the trnveliiiig that was done by men, women, or children was 
done on foot or horseback for more than fifty years after the settle- 
ment of Colchester ; and it was quite customary in those days for 
people to ride on horseback ten or twelve miles to attend public 
worship, or to walk five or six miles for the same pur])08e, and curry 
the bodies of their dead on biers, by four men at a time, a distance of 
three miles to the place of burioL Spirituous liquors were always used 
at fiineralfi in those daya

The Township of Londonderry, or the largest part of it, 
granted to Jiunes Fulton, Esq., and nineteen others, five shares, 
rights each, and to Robert Barnlull and forty-eight others, cei 
otherrights or shares, in all sixty-nine persona This Grant -waa 
53,000 acres, and is dated March 6th, 1775, and signed by Fr 
Legge, who was then Governor of Nova Scotia. Colonel Alexand 
McNutt obtained a grant of 1000 acres of marsh and upland in 
upjipj part of Londonderry, adjoining the Chiganoise River. Anthc 
Caverly had a grant of 1000 acres at Debert, These grants w< 
dated before the grant of the To\vnship. The ten rights at Del 
were divided into eleven, to make one for the Rev. David Smit 
being the first settled minister of Londonderry. These first gra 
caused considerable trouble when they came to subdivide the To* 
eidp, under the 'wiit of partition, in 1794. 
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Tallies Fulton, Esq,, lilletl the olliees of Justice of the Peace on J 

Judge of tlie Court of Common Pletia for a long time. He and 

Edward Mortimer, Esq. , of Hctou, were the fiiBt from the country to 

offer theinsolvtus as candMatos to represont the County of Hiilifax. A 

pull was opened tit Ildifax, Monday, November 18th, 1799, and waa 

closed there Satmxiay the 23rd. At the close in Halifiix Morris had 

[|56 votes, Stewart 621, Wallace 596, llartshornc 578, Tongo 392, 

>rtimer 109, and Fulton 86. The poll was a4^1journed, and ojwned 

•gain at Onslow, tho let and 2nd days of December. At the close 

Morris had 782 votes, 8tewart 626, Wallace G36, Hiirtshorne 597, 

Tonge 889, Mortimer 621, and Fxdtou 603. It was again adjourned, 

and held in Pictou from the 5th to the 13th of Dectimbcr. When 

linally closed, Tonge had 1257 vote.s, Mortimer 1077, Fulton 1001, 

Morris 1000, Wallace 888, Stewart 637, and Hartshorne 505. The 

four first named were returned, but Wallace protested against Tonge's 

return, and had it triwi at the next sitting of the Assembly, when 

TongB waa unseated. There was a writ issued for another election. 

poll wjis opened at ITalifax on Saturday, Mandi 22nd, 1800. The 

ididatea were Michael Wallace and James Kent. On Tuesday 

following Kent withdrew, having received seven votes. Mr. Fulton 

represented tho County of Hidifax from the year 1799 until 1806, and 

3lr. Mortimer represented it from the year 1798 until the time of hia 

death, which took place October 10th, 1819. 

Mr. Fulton was bom in Belfast, IreLmd, in tho year 1740, and 
came out to New England in the year 1760, when ho waa 20 years 
olcl. He continued there ten years, being engaged the most of the 
tixne at surveying land. He removed to Nova Scotia in the year 
IT 70, and was married to Margaret Campbell, of the Folly, in 1771. 
Sli« was bom in Londonderry, Ireland, in the year 1754, and 
removed with her parent.^ t(j Nova Scotia about the year 1762. They 
settled at Bass River, where they reared their numerous family and 
spent the remainder of their days, being the same place on which 
tfcieir son David Hved and died, and their grandson, Thomas Fulton, 
no^w resides. They had seven sons and eight daughters. He 
sixrveyed and sulxlivided the whole of the Township of Londonderry 
'i^^der the writ of Partition, and made a plan of the same. This plan 
is still in use.

CHAPTER XXXVII, 



CoL Jothatn Blanchard was born in New HatnpshLre in 1745. Ho 
was married to Elizabeth Tredwell, about the year 1766, and in the 
year 1 785 he removed to Triiro, and purchased a part of what waa Capt. 
John Morrison's house lot in the Upper Village of Tniro, lying on the 
north side of the Parade, He built a two story house on the corner 
of the lot, where Mr. William McCully now resides. Hetc he spent 
his days, and died March 18th, 1807, aged 62 years, and his wife, 
Elizabeth, died January 5th, 1811, aged 72 years. His loyalty to 
the Biitish Crown was the cause of his leaving the United States when 
they gained their independence. 

John, the eldest son of Jotham and Elizabeth Blanchard, was born 
about the year 1767. He removed to the Southern States, and never 
come to Nova Scotia. Sarah, their eldest daughter, was bom about 
the year 17G9. She was married to Jacob Lipencutt. They had 
seven sons and two daughters. Mr. Lipencutt was a tanner by trade. 
He worked in the yard of Matthew Archibald, Esq., on Bible 
Hill for a number of yeara Elizabeth, their second daughter, was 
born in the year 1770. She was married to Nathaniel Symonds. 
They had two sons and one daughter. They settled at Anti^onish, 
where Colonol Blanchard had obtained a grant of a largo tract of land 
on account of his loyalty. Mi-s. Syiuonds died there September 25tb, 
1808, aged .38 years, and it is said that she was the first grown pcT3<jn 
who was interred in the cemetery of Anligonish Village. Rebecca, 
the third daughter of Col. Jotham and Elizabeth Blanchard, was bom 
abaut thn year 1772, She remained in New Hampshire and never 
came to Nova Scotia. She was married there lo Mr. Shipard, and 
had a family of children. Hannah, their fourth daughter, was born 
about the year 1774. She was married to David Archibald, 3rd, in 
the year 1799. They hod three sons and five daughters ; they apiiu&r 
among the Archibalds. 

Jonathan, the second son of Jotham and Elizabeth Blanchard, was 
bom in New Hampshire, AprO 2l8t, 1776. Ho was left by his 
parents in New Hampshire when they removed to Nova Scotia, and 
he* continued there and learned his trade, (which was a saddler and 
harness maker). He was married to Sarah Goggins, of the township 
of Dearing, County of Hillsborough, in the State of New Hampshire, 
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Je^mbcr 2nd, 1798, Sarah Goggina •w'aa boru Mardi 12tlx, 1780. 
Jothaiu, their eldest son^ waa born in this same place, March 15th, 
1800. 

Jothani BliiTichiinl was brought by his parents to >iova iScotia -when 
about one year old, and while at school in Truro and at play he fell 
on the ice and hurt his knee ; he was quite lame the remainder of 
his life. He remained in Truro until ho was seventeen yeara old, and 
after he was able to go about untU he left Truro, his father 
kept a poney for him to ride to school and wherever he went. He 
went with his parents to Pictou in the year 1817, where he continued 
to go to school, and afterwards he studied the law, and practiced in 
the Courts of law pretty successfully. And in the election that was 
held in the year 18.'30, for four persons to represent the (Jounty of 
IlaMix in Parliament, S. G. W. Archibald, William Lawson, George 
Smith, and this Jothani Blanchunl were the four successful candidate-s. 
Lawrence Hartshorue^ John A. Barry, Starr, and Blackadar were the 
unsuccessful one$. Thia was the last election that was held for the 
County of Halifax while it was so extensive. It then contained "what 
is now the whole of the Counties of Halifax, Colchester, and Pictou, 
and thia election took three weeks to get through with. There was a 
great amount of excitement at this election, on account of the old 
Council, which was then composed of twelve members, refusing to 
pass the revenue act, that the House of Assembly had passed and 
«ent* to them for their approval. In thia act there, was fourpence 
'added to the duty to be paid on every gaUoii of brandy imported into 
the Province. And neither the Council nor Assembly would yield, 
80 there was not any revenue collected during that year. The 
Assembly was dissolved, and the people were appealed to to decide 
this important t|uestion. Either shortly before or after this election 
Jotbara lilanchard was traveling through Scotland, and ho took ill, 
and lodged at the house of Mrs. Margaret Spears, a widow, and she 
was particularly attentive to him during the time of his sickness. In 
a short time after he returned to Pictou ; Ids father went to Scotland 
and accompanied her to Nova Scotia to be his wife, they were married 
December, 1832, and shortly after this his health began to fail, and 
the last time that he attended in the House of Assembly a covered 
sleigh with a small stove in it was provided for his accommodation in 
travelling from Pictou to Halilax. He died in Pictou Town, August 
1839. 

Elizabeth, the eldest daughter of Jonathan and Sarah Blanchard, 
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■was bom in Triiro, September llth, 1802. She was married to John 
Gasa, 1819. They settled near the West River of Pictou, where they 
are gtUl living. They had fourteen sons and three daughtera Mrs. 
Gass died Jannary, 1873. 

Sophia, their second daughter, "waa bom in Truro, December 25th, 
1803. She was married to the Rev. John McLean, of the West 
River of Pictou, July 3rd, 1826. They had four sons and two 
daughters. He commenced hb labora in Richibucto, 1826, and 
demittcd hia charge in 1833. He died 20th January, 1837, aged 
36 years. 

John, the second eon of Jonathan and Sarah Blanchard, was bom 
in Truro, December Ist, 1805. He learned the tinsmith trade at the 
West River of Pictou. He removed to Antigonish and settled there, 
where he spent the remainder of his life. He was married there to 
Frances Symonds. They had ono son and three daughters. He died 
there November 26th, 1840, aged 35 years. William Earl Blanchaid, 
their third son, was born July 19th, 1807. He settled at Miramichi, 
and was married to Eleanor Curry. They removed again to Australia. 
Jas. Blanchard, their fourth son, was bom in Tmro, March 27th, 1809. 
He followed the sea as a sea Captain. He died in the West Indies of 
yiilhiw fever, February 26thj 1830. Stephen Smith Blanchard, tlieir 
fifth son, was bom in Traro, March 6th, 1811. He died February 
1 8th, 1813. Edward Sherbumo Blanchard, their sixth son, was bom 
in Truro, December 11th, 1812. He was married to Margaret Piide, 
July lat, 1834. They had three sons and eight daughters. They are 
now residing in Truro ViEago, and he is in business connected with 
the railroad and cars. Stephen Smith Blanchard, their seventh son, 
was bom in Truro, April 28th, 181.5, Hiram Blanchard, their eiglith 
son was bom in Pictou, AprU 18th, 1818. He died July 21st, 1819. 
Hiram Blanchard, thoir ninth son, was bom in Pictou, Januarj' 1 7th, 
1820. He was married to Eliza CantreU. Nancy Blanchard, their 
third and youngest da\Jghter, wa.n born September 13th, 1822. She 
was married to the Rov. Samuel McCuIly, of Traro, in 1845. They 
had one son and six daughters. He is settled over a congregation in 
Prince William, in New Bninawick. 

Sarah G<iggin3, Jonathan Blanchard's first wife, died in Pictou 
Town, September 26th, 1836, aged 56 years. He was married again 
to Martha, the third daughter of David Arcliibald, fourth, and Esther 
Cox, of Tmro, November 2nd, 1837. They had ono son and one 
daughter, who both died when they were young. Mr. Blanchard died 
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May 31sl, 1843, aged 67 years. He removed to Truro from New 
Hampshire about the year 1801, He inherited his father's house and 
lot of land until about the year 1813, when he sold the house, -vrith 
about half the land,, to John Pearaon. He purchased the lai^st part 
of the house in which Mr, John Ross now resides, on the north aide 
of the Ptirnde, from William Logan, who had built it and afterwards 
removed to Musquodoboit. This house then stood on the same pkco 
that tUe house now stands in which Daniel Eaton, Esq., and his two 
sons reside. He lived in it until the spring of the year 1817, when 
hfi purchased Mr. George McConnell's farm at the West River of 
Pictou, and built a house on it, which has ever been known by the 
name of the Ten Mile House. About seven or eight years after this 
he removed to Pictou Town, and built a large house there, where ho 
continued the most of the time for the remainder of his life. 

E*lward Sherburne Blanchard, the third son of Jotham and 
Elizabeth Blanchard, was bom in New Hampshire, February, 1778. 
He was brought by his parents to Nova Scotia in the year 1 785, when 
he was seven years old. He was married to Jane, the fourth 
daughter of Matthew Archibald, Esq., and Janet Fisher, February 
18th, 1802. He resided for a time in a house that was owned by 
John Smith, which stood between the house that Mr, Smith then 
resided in ami the place wluch Mr. Robert Smith now residea After 
this he built the house, which ia still standing, on the nortli side of 
Salmon River, at the mouth of the old road leading to Pictou, where 
he spent the remainder of hia days. At this place, he kept an inn 
untU the year 1832. He then gave it up, and subscribed his name 
to the rules of a temperance society ; and, after this, he waa an active 
advocate for the cause of temperance. He filled the offices of Justice 
of the Peace and Coraraisaiuner of Schools for a long time, and took a 
deep interest in the education of the young. He died Doc. 24th, 
1856, agod 78 years and 10 months. Hia widow died February 9th, 
1873, aged 90 years, 

Nancy Blanchard, their eldest daughter, was bom in Truro, Feb'y 
5th, 1803, She was married to Isaac McCurdy, Esq., of Onslow, 
January 21st, 1828. Xfiey had five sons and two daughters. Jane 
Blanchard, their second daughter, waa bom July Ist, 1807. She was 
married to Dr. John Waddell, June 25th, 1844. They had one son 
and two da\»ghtcrs. Charles Blanchanl, their eldest son, was bom 
December 22nd, 1809. Ho was married to Nancy, the second 
daughter of John Blair, 3rd, and Eli»\both McNutt, January 30th,

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1845. They had two eons and three daughtars. He has l»een, Sheriff 
of the County of Colchester since 184L George Augustus Blanchar 
their second son, was born Sept. 6th, 1811. He waa married to Ja 
Eohson, daughter of the Ect. Mr. Kobson, of Halifax, October, 1840. 
They had two sons and three daughters. He has filled the office of 
Judge of the Court of Probate of King's County for a number of 
years. Jonathan Blanchard, their thini son, was bom July 26t 
1813. He waa married to Sarah Story, of Halifax, May 21 at, 184? 
They had one son and two daughters. Mrs. Blanchiird died in Ha 
June 21st, 1857. Jamea Flemming Blanchard, their fourth 8on« wa 
born November 8th, 1815. He settled for a few years in Miramichi 
and waa married there to Jessie Johnstone Sept. 3rd, 1838. They 
had five sons and five daughters. He ia now doing bueinoas as a 
meKhant in Truro. He lias filled the offices of Justice of the Pe 
Mtd Frothonotary of the Supreme Court, for a number of years, in 
County of Colchester. Elizabeth Blanchard, tlieir tliird daught 
was bom October 3rd, 1819. She was married to the Eev. Jame 
Waddell, September 23rd, 1837. They had three sons and 
daughters. They appear among the Waddella. Mr. Waddell died ii^ 
Halifax, March 14tli, 1870, aged 65 years. John Blanchard, their 
sixth Bon^ was bom March 24th, 1822. Ho was married to Grertrude 
Woollenhoft, of Windsor, 1845. They had four aons and thr 
daughters. He is settled in KentviUe. Edward Blanchard, the 
fifth son, waa bom October 10th, 1817. He waa married to Margat 
Metzler, June 4th, 1864. They had two eons and one daughter, 
inherited a large part of his father's ferm. Sarah Blanclmrd, the 
fourth dixughter, waa born December 23rd, 1823. William Kenry 
Blanchard, their seventh and youngest son, was bom .June 16th, 182^ 
He studied law, and settled in Windsor, . He was married there 
Maria Tiuden July, 1847. They had two sons and one daught 
Mrs. Blanchard died, and he was married again to Hannah, daught 
of David McCurdy, of Onslow, and Mary Archibald, widow of the 
late Angus Tupj)er, October, 1807.

The Rev. David Smith was bom in Scotlftnd in the year 1 732L 
He studied there for the ministry, and in Angust, 1769, he was 
swppointed by the Synod of Edinbui^h as a missionary for Nova Scotia. 
Xle came o»lt from Scotland in the year 1779, aad received a «ill from 
"t,he people of Londonderry to he their pastor, which he accepted. He 
xvas sotdod thore and labored among tliem about twenty-five yeara, 
^nd ebared the hardships of a aewly settled country with his small 
congregatioQ. To him his peopie looked for consolation in the hour 
of tribulation, and the fruit of his labors may be traced to the gener- 
ation of the present day. Although Ike was settled in Londonderry, 
Ms labors were not altogether confined to this phice. He visited the 
;people af Cumberland and Pictou and preached to them, before the 
cirrival of the Rev. James McGregor in Pictou, which was in the year 
1786. He was married to Agnes Spear about the ycju- 1756, about 
fourteen years before he left Scotland. 

James, their eldest son, was born about the year 1757, and was 
brought by his father to Nova Scotia when about tliirteen years old. 
In the year 1785 he was returned to represent Londonderry in the

iKjndonderry until April 6th, 1789, when his seat was declared vacant 
3ie obtainwl a grant of SOO acres of land in Middle Stewiacke. It

of theirs. James Smith removed to Stewiocke with bis father-in-law.

David, the seooiwl son of tlws Rfjv. Da\'id Sraitb and Agnes Speaiv 
was bom in Scodand about the year 175^, auid wa« brotight by 
father to Nova Scotia. He \vas married to Rebecca, the onlj 
daughter of "William Cock and Sidney Holmes, 1786. They had four 
sons. He was a cabinetmakor, and carried on his bosuMse at Halifas 
where he died in 1800l John, the third son of the Rev. Dai 
Smith and Agnes Spear, was born in Scotland in the year 1761, and 
shortly after this Mrs. Smith died, and Mr. Smith came to Nova Scotia 
a widower, with his two eldiest sons, and left his youngest son, Johi 
with his friends in Scotland, until the year 1 774.

Ho inherit©*! his. father's proj*ort) 
at Deberi, which was granted to him (his ihther) as the first minist 
of Londonderry, where he and his wife spent the lemainder of tt 
days. Ho die<.l November lat, 1&3.1, agjed 70 years, and his wido< 
died October, 1847, aged 67 years. 

Rev. David Smith was nuirried th& second time to Lliss Margaret 
Rogers, of Chigauoise, about tli«i year 1778. Btrt this was not to bo 
his abiding place. On March 25th, 1796, he changed his earthly 
habitation for a mansion prepared for hitu by his Cfelestinl Fathe 
This melancholy bereavement of so venerable a man at once struck 
damp on the cheering prospect* of his congregiation. 
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Rev, John Brown was bom in Tossaway, County of Kit 
Scotland, in 176G. While he was attending to his duties at CoUe 
at times be attended the meetings of Synod. *At one of those meetinc 
an urgent apj>eal was read from Dr. McGregor, of Pictou, stating 
destitution of soine parts of No\'a Scotia for want of a preaohe 
Gospel, and calling on the Synod for ^wsistance by semling mopp 
ministers to Nova Scotia. One of those appeals made a power 
impression on liia mind. In connection with his folbw stud£iit„ 
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l4te R«v. DuQcan Roaa, thoy drew up and aignod & paper, by wliich 
they both devoted thomselves fco the mission work, should their 
8&rvices bfj accepted. This, papr fell into the hands of the Professor 
of Divinity, having been luft miinteutionally inside of one of the 
volamea of tha Divinity Library. When their inttmtionn were known 
by the Presbytery, they were hurried on with their preparations for 
an early dupurture. He was ordained in February, 1795. In the 
saine month ho was married to Margaret Ifeveridge, of Paisley. 
Before he left home he purchased the Bible in two volumes, and 
wrot<? the n»me of Marp<iret Brown in each of them on Mar<'h (Jth, 

1 795. Thoy were pocket Pibles, and have been Tised constantly aince 
that date. The writer had the satisfaction of seeing them on June 
8th, 1872, and copying the datea of the births of their children from 
them. They were in good comlition, with .scarcely a leaf started from 
the binding. ^Mien they were ab<iut to leave their native land, never 
to eee it again, and bid adieu to friends and relations ; the morning 
they were to leave his father's house to proceed to America, in March, 

1796, the 12 let P«alm was selected for their song of ptuise; no doubt 
"but it was sung in a solemn manner. 

" I to the hills will lift mine ctm, from whence doth come mine aid, 
M; Baftity cometh from the Lord, who Iltaten and Earth hath made. 
Thy foot He'll not let slide, nor will He slumber that thee keeps — 
Behold He that keeps Israel, He slumbers not nor sleeps. 
The Lord thee keep;*, the I./or(l tliy «hado on thy right hand doth stay, 
Tha moon by night thee shall not smite, nor yet the sun by day. 
The Lord shall keep thy soul, He shall preserve thee from all ill, 
Henceforth thy going out and in, God keep forerer will." 

After they left home they were detained at the seaport for the 
.sailing of the ship. During their delay Mr. Brown preached on 
Sabbath. His mother having heard thut he was to preach, wont to 
hear liim, but she did not eiit<'!' the Church, where she might be seen 
by her son ; she remained outside where she could hear him. Having 
bid him farewell onco, ahe did not wish to havo it to do the second 
"tune. The ship siiileil about the middle of Mareh, with Mr. and Mrs. 
Bniwn and the Kev. Duncan Ross on board. They arrived at New 
York, May 27t.h, 1795. Thoy stopped there and preached one 
Sabbath, and then proceeded to Halifax. Mr. Ross went by land, or 
boat, to Lond<:inderry, and preached there one Sabbath (Mr. Smith 
having died March 2i5th, while thoy were on their passage). He 
j)roceeded thence to Truro, and on his way called at Chiganoise and 
married Alexander Miller to Rebecca Baird, on June 29th, 1795. 
Dr. McGregor met ifr. Ross at the house of the Rev, Daniel Cock, in 
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TrurOj with a suitable horse for him to riile to Pictovi. Tho next day 
they proceeded on to Pictou, About the samo time Mr. and Mr*. 
Brown arrired there also, and teceivod a hearty welcome from Dr. 
McGregor, who had been nine years in the wil<lemess almost alone. 
During the time thoy remained in Pictou, the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper was dispenaed on a small piece of interval beside the water of 
the Middle River, a short distance below the Bridge. They continued 
their mission work uatil tJie summer of 1796. When tlie Presbytery 
met this year there were two calls for each of them. One from Prince 
Edward Island and another fn^m Pictou for Mr. Ross ; one from 
Amherat and another from Londonderry for Mr. Brown. The first 
sermon Mr. Brown preached in Londonderry produced the most happy 
results. He preached from Numbers 23nl, and 10th verse, " Let me die 
the death of the righteous, and let my last end be like His." Although 
there were divisions in the congregation, they soon laid aside their 
differences and gave hira a unanimous calL He accepted their call, 
and was inducted to tho charge of the congregation about S«;pt., 1 796. 
The first whom he married there were Thomas Ellis and Elizabeth 
Deyarmond, of Cliiganoise, about the first of October, 1796. The 
second pair that ho married were Thomas Morrison, of Debert, and 
Mary O'Brien, of JS'^oel, October 2i)th, 1796. The last that he married 
were Matthew Peppard and Miss SutherLind, from "Westchester 
Mountain. He continued to labor faithfully and zealously for nearly 
fifty-three years in liis congregation. In July, 1845, on the same day 
that he had preached his first sermon in Londonderry fifty years 
before, a Jubilee was held, at which there was a large gathering of 
ministers and people of his own congregation, and from neighboring 
ones also. At the time that tho Presbyterian Church of Nova Scotia 
was about to send a missionary to the Islands of the South Seas, the 
Rev. John Geddie offered to go forth as her missionary. His offer 
was accepted, and preparations were made for him and his family to 
leave Nova Scotia to carry the glad tidings and good news of the 
Gospel to the heathens. Shortly before they left, there was a large 
meeting of the ministers and people, hold in the old meeting house at 
Onslow, on November 8th, 1816, to bid them farewell and to 
encourage them in their work by the prayers and advice of the Church. 
At this meeting the R'iv. Mr. Brown was the person who gave the 
parting address. This address was given by him in a very sideinn 
manner. He was at the time about eighty years old, and hatl 
-experienced leaving his native land and removing into the wilds of 
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-Amorica, and knew wliat it waa to U«ve home with its endearnienta. i 
It ia believtid that he novui rugretted undertaking the work of the 
xainiatry, or of settling in Londonderry. When he drew near tho 
oloae of his life ho said that, " If he bul hia life to live over again ho 
■would be a luinister. Were I to choose a field of labor, of all the 
"world I would choose America, and of what I know of it, there is no 
place in it that I would prefer to Londonderry." His attachment to 
liis congregiition was strong ; hia labor of love and earnest desire for 
t.lLe welfare of souls made that impression on his people which will not 
sooti be forgotten. His desire was that, if it waa agreeable to the 
Divine Will, he might not outlive his usefulness. He died Friday, 
-April 7th, 1848, aged 82 years. After his death hia remains were 
followed by a large concourse of sorrowing friends to the grave, 
^fter the burial they repaired to the house of God where their pastor's 
■voice had been ao long hoard, but waa now silent in death, and were 
addressed by the Rev. Messrs. Baxter and McCulloch, and to call to 
xiiind that text which constituted the theme of their departed pastor's 
first sermon to them : " Let me die the rleath of the righteous, and let 
Xay last end be like his." Mrs. Brown died December 13th, 1848, 
^ged 77 years. They lived together as man and wife more than fifty- 
■fcwo years. WTien they were first settled in Londonden-y thoy boarded 
a few years with Kobert McElhenney, who then resided on the farm 
Xying on the point between the Folly and Dobert Rivers, being the 
£3ame on which his two grandsons now reside, A few years after, he 
Jjurchascd land, liad sorao of it improved and buildings put up on it, 
T)cing the same that is now inherited by his daughter, Janet, and her 
Xiasband, Isaac West. 

Agnes Brown, their eldest daughter, was born at the house of Mr. 
IMcEUienney, Nov. 26th, 1795. She was marrieil to Thomas Fletcher, 
of Maastown, July 5th, 1 81 G. They had four sons and five daughters, 
She died January 3rd, 1866, aged 70 years. Her husband died Oct, 
11th, 1872, aged 82 yeara. John, the eldest son of Rev. John and 
IRIargaret Brown, was born August 8th, 1797. He was married to 
Susannah, slaughter of William Davidson, and Sfirah iinn Denny his 
Ai^ife, Nov. 2.5th, 1823. He settled on a part of his father's land. 
O'anet Brown, their second daughter, was born February 27th, 1799. 
She waa married to Isaac West February 15th, 1827. They had 
■febree sons and two daughters. They inherit what was her father's 
property. Sarah Brown, their third daughter, was bom Feby. 5{,h, 1800.

"William McNutt now resides, in the Lower Village of Truro, where 
he kept an inn for a few years. He died there, of consumption, is 
the year 1809, and his widow was married again to Andrew Yuill 
October 22nd, 1811.

Eobert, the eldest son of Thomas and Rachel Johnson, was born

His hoase sto<xl on the same place 
that the house now stands in which his grcatgnindson Thomas Johnson 
3rd lives. He was an active and leading man in public business, 
[e was one of the seven who were elected as elders of the Presbyterian 
Jhurch, of Truro, in the summer of the year 1770. It is said that 
for a considerjible time after this date he, the Bevd. Daniel Cock, and 
David Archibald, Esq., were the only three persons in Tniro who 
owned and wore boots. He died December 2nd, 1793, aged 82 
years. His wife died August 8th, 1796, ogeti 84 years. 

Mary, their eldest daughter, waa bom in Ireland in the year 1738, 
and wjis brought by her parents to Nova Scotia when she waa 23 
ITS cild. She was married to James Diinlap, December 6th, 1763.

Ho sold 
Ids Right in Truro to William English, in the year 1798, and removed 
to Otter Brook, Stewiacke, and settled on the farm on whioh James 
Thomas Bunlap now resides. In 1306 he oxchanged farms with 
Francis Creelman and removed to Debert, Londonderry, ^vhere he and 
his wife spent the remainder of their lives.

He carried on business there as 
a merchant ; and a part of his business was the manufacture and sale 
of snuff. Ho fuuml his business in Scotland was not very jirofitable, 
80 ho removed to Boston, New England, in the year 1753, and there 
carried on the same business that ho had followed in Scotlan<I. He 
removed again to Old Bams, (now Clifton) in the year 1761, At 
the time that he and Mr. Alexander Xelson came to Truro, Nova 
Scotia, together, there were two old bams standing in the field east of 
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Mr. Ebenezer Archiljald's house, aud an old grist mill standing on the 
brook near John YuiU, Esqr.'s, shop, These builtlings had be«n left 
b7 the FntQch settlers, and tliis small village bad no other name but 
Old Burns for more than eighty years. Ho still continued the s!ilo of 
goods at Old Barns, and, as he said himself, he keitt nothing abou^ 
cents nor per cenia, but his way of doing' business was to sell 
goods for ju.st double they cost him. He was a Grantee of Trui 
Township. Ho, his eon James, and Alexander Nelson, hatl thei 
land laid off wliere they settled. Their land was about one and a 
quarter mile wide, along the Bay, and extended about four mile 
back. His house stood near the pkce that his grand son, Johl 
Yuill's stood. At this place he continued the remainder of bia lif^ 
He died March 4tli, 1807, aged 90 yewrs. Jane his wife died Jtmi 
11th, 1804, aged 83 years. They had several children who died 
young in Scotland.

CHAPTER XLV. 



William Kennedy was one of the first settlers of Truru, and a 
Grantee of the To'tmship. His house lot was on the west side of the 
street running from Queen Street to the interval. Temperance. Hall 
now partly occupies the eitt;. His front wood lot, so called, is the 
one upon which Samuel Eettie, Esq., Dr. Samuel Muir, and a num- 
ber of others, now reside. In the year 1768, he sold his house lot to 
Eobert Hunter, his front wood lot to George Scott, and removed to 
Pictou. He built the first frame house that was in Pictou tuwn. In 
1776, he sold out in Pictou, and returned to Truro. In 1780, he 
removed and settled at Middle Stewiacke, on the farm which Mr. 
John Putnam afterwards owned. He was there one year witljout any 
neighbour. In the spring of the year 1781, Mr. Samuel Teas, who 
had recently come from Ireland, settled on the south sidy of the river, 
nearly opposite to his place. (The first settlers of ^Middle Stewiacke 
had their path or road tlirough the woods from Truro, ninning along 
Young Street, up over the high land, passing through what is now 
Mr. Joseph Marshall's farm in Upper r>rookfield . and entering, 
Stewiacke at Mr. Kennedys). He continued to reside on this farm, 
enduring the hardships of settling in the woods, until the iufirmitiiJS 
of old age came upon him, He then divided his farm between liiu 
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three sons, Jumes, Hobert and John, and went to the South Branch 
to live, with his eldest daughter, Elizabeth, who was then the widow 
Dick«y. Wien she miin'ied the secoud time, he removed to liis aon 
James', who then lived on the place which Mr. Jacob LaTton i«cently 
occupied at Upper Stewiacke Village, where he died October, 1816. 
Hia wile died in 1813. He was married before he camo to Nova 
Scotia, about the year 1758, 

WiUiain, the eldest son of William and Janet Kennedy, was 
bom in 1759. lu February, 1792, hu started from his father's house 
in Middle Stewiacke, and went up the river on the ice, with the 
intention of crossing from the South Branch to Mu8quodolx)it, to 
866 Miss iVnn Archibald, daughter of John and Alice Archibald, to 
invite her and some others of the family U) a wedding at hia father's 
houae, the time Hobort Grammell was married to his sister Margaret. 
When he got up about the mouth of the South Branch, the ice gave 
way with him, and he was drowned. Elizabeth, the eldest daughter 
of William and Janet Kennedy, was born in Truro, October 25th, 
1761. It is said that she was the first who was born in Truro, after 
the settlement of the place by the Britisli. She was married to 
James, son of Adam and James Dickey. They had three sons and 
two daughters, On August 22nd, 1793, Mr. Dickey was drowned, 
aa described in another pLice. She married again to Adam Dunlap, 
September 28th, 1805. Mr. Dunlap died May 25th, 1808. She 
was married ag:iin to Mr. George McConnell, of the West River of 
PictoiL She died about the year 1815.

Bridge, 90 caDed, on the road leading up Salmon River. On this lot 
he built his first bouse, and, after the great freshet in 1792, he found 
it not very safe to K*side on the interval. He built his next honso on 
the front end of hia wood lot on the upland, being the same on which 
Robert Archibald now resides. He owned about forty acres more of 
iaterviil on the north bide of the River, coiled the Island, that is now 
owned by Mr. Edward Archibald and others. He was married to 
Eleanor Stewart, about the year 1807. (A stone that is supposed to 
he at his grave hjia 8i>awle<l off so that neither letter nor figure is 
now legible.) After the death of Mr. Cox, hia widow removed to 
Stewiacke, where she spent the remainder of her life. She die<i at the 
house of her &n\ William, December, 1822. Her remains were 
brought to Tnu-o and interred in the Tlniro Cemetery, 

"William, the eldest son of Charles Cos and Eleanor Stewart, his 
wile, was bom in 1757, and was brought by his parents to Nova 
Scotia when he wiis five years old.

Samuel died 
when he was young. David was married to Buth Wetherhy. They 
had six sons and three -daughters. He settled in Musquodoboit, on 
the farm now occupied by Mr. Dickey, son of Thomas Dickey, of 
Middle Stewiacke. He was generally known by the name of Yankee 
Davia Ruth, his first wife, died in 1816. He was married again to 
Ann, daughter of John and Alice Archibald, widow of the late John 
Kennedy, of Middle Stewiacke, February, 1823. He died November, 
1852, aged 89 years. His widow died at Pleasant Valley, October, 
1.868, aged 86 years. 

Robert Dickey (brother of Adam and David), was another of the 
first settlers of Truro, and Grantee of the Township. His house was 
on the north side of the road, and east of Charles Cox's lot. It is 
Ziow owned by Messrs. Watsons. Martha Dickey, their only 
^ughter, was bom in the year 1756. She was married to David 
fisher about the year 1776. They had eight sons and three daughters. 
She died December 22nd, 1848, aged 87 years. Her husband died 
in Middle Stewiacke, March 18th, 1834, aged 82 years. 
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CHAPTER XLVm. 

Charles McKay was another Grantee of Truro Township. He 
"Vras married to Agnes Dickey before they came to Nova Scotia. 
0*0110, their son, was bom in Truro, January 31st, 1763. David 
^XlcKay, their son, was bom in Truro, April 251»h, 1765. Mr. McKay 
aand family returned to New England. He left his back lands in 
Tlruro undisposed of, and others hav6,taken possession of them, and 
fettled on some of them. 
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CHAPTER XLIX, 



Juhn Fulton was another of tho early settlers of Truro, and a 
Grantee of the Township. His house lot was the one on wlaich the 
Presbyterian Church now stands, extending north to tho intervoL 
His front wood lot was on the oast side, adjoining Young Street. He 
■was born in Ireland, in tho year 1728. He was maniod to Sara 
Wright in New England, in the year 1 748. John Fnlton, their^ 
eldest son, was bom in Now England, in the year 1753. Ho iuhcrited-i 
hia father's farm in Tniro Village. He purcluised Adam Dickey's 
fann, and lived on it for a number of years, in the house that stood 
nearly opposite Mr. Samuel J. Blair's, on tlie interviil of Salmon 
niver. He built a new house in the village, whiuh is still standing, 
west of Mr. James A Hiinilton's. Ho removed into this house about 
the year 1812, whero- he died a bachelor November 20th, 1833, aged 
80 years. He owned considerable of property at tho time of his death. 
John. Pulton, Senr,, died September 6th, 1810, aged 82 yeaiu Hia? 
wife died Docomber 15th, 1799, aged 74 years, 

Mai'garet, the eldest daughter of John and Sarah Fulton, was born 
in 1749. She was married to Adam Dickey, November 19th, 1783. 
They had one daughter. She died December 5th, 1825, aged 76' 
years. Her husband died April 6th, 1800. Sarah, tho second 
daughter of John and Sai-ah Fulton, was born in 1 756. She was 
married to James JIcLollan. Jane, their thinl daughter, was )x»m in 
1759. She -was mairied to John Boggs, .about the year 178.3. They* 
had one son and one daughter. She died April 20th, 1792, aged 32j 
years. Mary Fulton, their fourth daugliter, was bom in Truro,! 
January Ist, 1762. She was manied to Daniel Drew, about thej 
year 1783. They had sons and da^ighters. Air, Drew lived in ai 
house that stood near the place on which IMr. John A. Tucker now 
resides. Mrs, Drew died February llth, 1800, aged 38 years. 

David Fulton, their second son, was born in Truro, June 25th, 
1765. He removed with seven others, and settled in Upper Stewiacke,' 
in tho spring of the year 1784. He settled on tho farm on which i 
Alexander Steel now resides. He was married to Martha, daughter j 
of John Ellis, November 8th, 1787. Sarah Fulton, tlieir eldest] 
daughter, was born Octoljer 8th, 1788. She died unman-ied, August 
31 at, 1818, aged 30 years. Elizabeth, the second daughter of David , 
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imd Martha Fulfcou, was Iwrn in Stewiacke, December .15th, 1789. 
She was marriwl to John Dean, of JIusqiKxlohoit. Tliey liad five 
sona and thri.'0 daughters, She died in Angiist, 1858, aged 66 yeara. 
Mr. Dean died in June, 1843. John Fulton, their eldest son, was 
bom September 10th, 1791. He inherited a part of hia father's faroL 
He died a bachelor November 3rd, 1855, aged 64 years. 

Alexander Fulton, their second aon, was boru October 2Cth, 1793. 
He was married to Sarah Wright, only daughter of Adam and Margaret 
Dickey, of Truro, November 28th, 1815. He removed to Truro, and 
took his uncle, John Fulton's, farm, where he continued the remainder 
of his life. Ho died in Truro, July 22nd, 1825, aped 31 years. Hia 
widow died at her son's, Adam Fid ton, of Stewiacke, Augu.st 18th, 
1863. Her remains were brought to Truro and interred beside the 
remains of her husband. 

Margai"et, the eldest daughter of ^exander and Sarah Fulton, was 
bom January 22nd, 1817. She was marrie<l to DaAnd, son of .Jacob 
Wright and ilary Fulton, January 16th, 1854. David, the eldest 
son of iUexander and Sarah Fulton, was bom December 8th, 1818. 
He was married to Eliza Johnson, of Stewiacke, January 14th, 1841. 
They have three sous and two daughters. He inherits a part of what 
was his grandfather's farm. John, the secoTid son of Alexander and 
Sarah Fulton, was bom March 23rd, 1821. He died August 26th, 
1822. Adam, their third son, was bom February 28th, 1824. He 
was married to Janet Power, March 5 th, 1850. They hail two sons 
and five daughters- Ho inherits what was his father's farm in Upper 
Stewiacke. Jane, the third daughter of David and Martha Fidton, 
was bom June Ist, 1796. She was married to Charles Dean, 
of Musquodoboit, April, 1840. They had two daughters. She died 
July, 1860, aged 64 years, Maiy Fulton, their fourth daughter, was 
bom November 20th, 1798, She was married to Jacob Wright, 
December 7th, 1825. They had three sons and three daughters. 
She diod August 12th, 1854, aged 55 years, Martha Fulton, their 
fifth daughter, was bom October 16th, 1801. She died August 15th, 
1818, aged 17 years. David Fulton, their third son, was born June 
8th, 1804. He was married to Hannah Prescott, daughter of Hugh 
Graham and Janet Kennedy, March, 1844. Thoy had nine sons and 
three daughters. They reside on the south side of the intervab 
opposite Upper Stewiacke Village. Eebecea, the sixth and youngest 
dauglitcr of David and Martha Fulton, was bom October 30th, 1810. 
Sho was married to George Steel (an Englishman), March 3n.l, 1830. 
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They had two sons and two daughters. They now inhurit what wa 
her father's farm, in Upper Stewiacke. Samuel, the third onij 
youngest son of John and Sarah Fulton, wad born in 1767. Ha^ 
removed to Ohio, U. S., whon he was a young man, and haa not been 
hoard from since. 
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CHAPTER L. 



The Township of Londonderry, New Hampshire, was settled 
prevloiie to the year 1718 by sixtoen faniiliea. On the 2Gthof Marcl: 
1718, a petition W£is signed by three hundred and nineteen person 
of Londonderry, Ireland, to Sanmel Sxxitte, Governor of New England, 
asking him to ])rotect them and their families. These persons arrivetl 
in New Hampshire the samo year j and a latge number of thorn woro 
the forefathers of those who first settled Colchester and other parts 
of Nova Scotia. Among them, we find the names of Cook, Dimlap, 
Blair, Paterson, Wilson, Campbell, Wright, King, Cliristio, MivKoen, 
Smith, Henderson, lioyd, Johnson, Flemming, ^Murdoch, Alexander, 
Craig, Kennedy, Huntor, Watson, Millar, Caldwell, Moor, and 
Thompson. 

On April 12th, 1719, the first sermon was preached to thi 
settlers of Londonderry, N. H., by the Eev. James McGregor, und< 
the Tfl.'ide-spi'eading branohoa of a venerable oak, which, for more 
a century after, marked the spot Then, for \\w- first time, did 
wilderness and solittiry place, over which savage triUia had roamed f( 
centuries, resound with the voice of prayer and piaiae, and ei 
the sound of the glorious Gospel The text was chosen from Isi 
32nd chapter and 2nd verse — "And a man shall be n^ a hiding-pi 
from the wind, and a covert &om the tempest ; as rivers of wal 
in a dry placo ; as the shadow of n great rock in a weary land.' 

James McKeen, ancestor of all the McKeens that came to Ne' 
England and Nova Scotia, lived in the North of Ireland, Ho was a 
staunch Pi-oteatant, and took an active part in the defence of Londo: 
deny in tho years 1688 antl 1689. He and his brother Jolrn we: 
partners in business. They resided in Ballymony, and Ik? 
comparatively wealthy. 

James McKeen, his eldest son with his second wife, A: 
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Cai^giU, and fRinily, cftine to America in the year 1718, awd settled iu 
Londomlerry, New Iluimwliiro. Hero he waa an active, leading man 
iar many years. He was tho first Justice of the Peace in London- 
derry ; his Commission is dated April 29th, 1720, and was in a stato 
of good preservation in 1850, in the iwsscssion of his gmiidson, E«v. 
iSUas McKeen of Braiifurd, Vennont. He waa Lom in Irtland in the 
year 1666, and died in Londonderry, N. H., November 9th, 1756, in 
le nintieth year of his age. Hia widow, Annia Caj^giU, died August 

1782, agnd 93 yuars. 
' John, the eldest son of James and Annia McKocu, was bom in. 
Ballymouy, Ireland, April 13th, 171 4-. He was an elder in the 
Presbyterian Church in Londonderry, N. H. He waa a representa- 
tive in the I^egislature, and hold several other civil offices in the 
town. He married Mary McKeen, daughter of his uncle John, and 
had a large family. 

James McKcen, their eldest son, was marricMl to Mi.ss Cunning- 
ham. Soon after their marriage they removed to Petarborougb, 
where he died in 1790. His son Levi McKeen removed to the State 
of New York, 1790, where he went by the name of Judge McKeen for 
many years. He filled a number of responsible offices in tho State. 

Rev. Joseph McKeen, D. D., was the third son of John McKeen, 
and grandson of James McKeen, Esq., who emigrated to New 
Hampshire, 1718. He was bom in Londonderrj-, N. H., October 
15th, 1757. ^Mien quite young he manifested a strong desire to 
obtjiin a liK^ral education. With this end in view, he con- 
tin u<?d to prosecute his studies until the year 1775, when he 
joined the army as- a private soldier to fight for independence^ 
After the war was over, he again resun^ed his studies ; and, 
in a short time, was licensed l)y tlie Presbytery of Londonderry 
to preach the everlasting Gospel After preaching some time in 
Boston, he was call&l to take charge of a congregation in Beverly, 
Ma.«s. He accepted tho c»dl, and Avas ordainexl in May, 1 785. Here 
he continued to labour as a minister of Christ for seventeen years, 
when he was called to the office of President of Bowden College. His 
inauguration took place on the second day of September, 1802. There 
being no church in the village, tho people used tt) assemble in a ijrw^e^ 
not idoliitroualy, we presume ; and then he would conduct the worship 
of God, under the blue canopy of heaven, shaded from the scorching 
sun by the beautiful trees, grander than any modern church. 

Df. McKeen was, in person, above the ordinary stature, and of 
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noble appearance. Ho wus dignified, yet simple, gentle and offdlile ii 
his mannera. Ilia walk and conversation, in the churcli and in the 
world, ■vvtiTe >«coming and ennsist«nt. As a public speaker, his voic 
was clear and strong. He managed the affairs of the college in sucl 
a way as to give general eatis&ction, until September, 1805, when h« 
was laid aside by ilLne.ss. He bore his sickness ■vrith Christifi 
submission and fortitude. Towards tbe close of his life, the fifty-firs^ 
Psalm was Ids favoiirit-e subject of meditation and conversatioi 
Deeply sensible of past sins, he relied on the free and sovereign grac^ 
of Gotl in Christ Jesus. He fell asleep in Jesus, Jidy 15th, 180f,J 
aged 52 years. 

John, the brother of James MeKeen, Esq., intended to emigrat 
with him. He died, however, a short time before the vessel sailed 
His widow, Janet, with her four children, came to America wit 
Jamca 

Her son, John lIcKeen, Esij., was another of the early settlers of 
Truro. He was a Gi'antee of the Township. Two of his sons, Willia 
and John, were Grantees also. Their three house lots were adjoining 
each other, and are now owned by Jas. F. Blanchard, Esq., J. 
Crow, Esq., Dr. Charles Bent, Mr. George Gunn, James Berrell, Esq., 
Mr. Charles B. ^Vrchibald, and a numl)er of others, extending the 
same brt^adth north to the intcrvaL Thoy all resided on these lot 
for a short time. John McKec;n, Esq., was bom in Ireland in th<i 
year 1700, His wife, Martha CargUl, was bom in. 1707. Thej 
were married in 1741, and liad three sons and two daughters, who' 
came to Xova Scotia with them in the year 1760. lix. and Mrst 
McKeen both died in one day, December SOtk, 1767. 

William, the eldest son of John and Martha McKeen, was bor 
in 174-5. He was miuried to jVnn, the second daughter of David 
Archibald, Esq., and Elizabeth Elliott, October 3rd, 1771. He sol 
out his property in the Village about the ye.ar 1780, and purchased 
the Mill situ and Mills which were owned by Alexander Miller ani 
Capt. John Morrison. Here he resided and carried on Milling until 
the spring of the year 1815. He then sold out in Truro to !Mr. John 
McDougidl, and removed to Musquodoboit, where he continubd a 
number of years. He died there in 1826, His wife was deprived 
her sight for a number of years before they left Truro. She died ftl 
Mabou, Cape Breton, in the hottse of her son Samuel in 1836, age 
84 years. Slartha, the eldest daughter of "Willii^m and Ann McKuenJ 
was bom in Truro, September 2Gth, 1772. She died February 5th, 
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1T73. He followed fcho sea when he was a young man, lie served 
some tiine on board a ship of War as Ci»rpcnter. He returned home 
about the year 1811. He was married to IsabeU Thomson in 1SI2. 
They settled beside the oltl Halifax road, about three miles south of 
Gay's Eiver, where they kept an inn, and spent the remjiinder of their 
lives. He died there June, 1857, aged 83 yoara. Hia \rife died in 
Halifax, July IGth, 1834, Eliza Ann McKeen, their eldest daughter, 
irae bom May 28th, 1813. She was married to James Etter of 
Httliiux, August 7th, 1834. They kid five sons and three daughters. 
They settled at Shubenaeadie, where he tiled July, 18G9. Margaret 
McKeen, their second daughter, was bom March 25lh, 1815, 8ho 
"WAS married to Samuel Kerr, April, 1846. Tlicy had two sons and 
three daughtcra. William McKeen, their elde»t son, was lx)m 
February, 1817. He was married to Jane Keys. They iKid three 
BODS aud six daughtera James Alexander, the second son of John 
and IsabeU McKeen, was bom in 1819. He died a bachelor in 1848. 
Isabel] Thoins<3n McKeen, their third daughter, was born March 10th, 
1821. She was married to William, the eldest son of David and 
MartliH Whippie, of Onslow, November 7th, 1839. They had three 
eons and eight daughtera John McKeen, their third sou, was bom 
•May 20tlii, 1824. Ho learned the trade of saddler and harness 
maker with John McKeen, of Malx)U, C. R He removed to the 
tJnite<l States, wivs married there, aud had two sons and one daughter. 
On May 12th, 1859, some man forced into his shop, dragged him to 
the door, and stabbed him with a knife, causing instant death. Hia 
wife died about the year 1861. David McKeen, their fourth son, 
was bom October, 1826. He was married to Elizabeth Irvin, of 
Musquodoboit. They had four sons and two daughters. Mrs. Mc- 
Keen died, and he was married again t« Isabell Irviu. They had 
tliree sons and one daughter, Carolijie !McKeen, their fourth daughter, 
was married to Adam Benvey, of Mabou, C. E., August, 1860, 
Livinift L. McKeen, their fifth daughter, removed to the United 
States, and was married there to Frank Taylor. They had three 
daughters. Mr. Taylor died, and she was married again to William 
Mulion. Martha, the eldest daughter of John McKeen, Esq., was 
bom in 1742. She was marrieil in the States, and remained there. 
David, the second son of William and Ann McKeen, wag l)om in 
Truro, July Slst, 1775. Ho was married to Diana Huchinson, 1801. 
They settled at Musquodoboit. Ho carried on milling at the same 
place that James and Matthew Arcliibald's rnUIs now stand. His 
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first wife died thtre in February, 1811. He was married again t6 
Susan, daughter of John and Ann Logan, of Truro, 1811, She died) 
of consumption, in 1813. He was married the third time to Lucy» 
daughter of Ebenezer Hoar and Catherine Downing, of Onflow, widow 
of the late Thomas Taylor, March, 1818. He died in July, 1824. 
After his death, his widow and children returned to Truro, and resided 
on her first husband's farm, until about the year 1843. She then 
removed to Pictou town with her sons, Thomas and Ebenozer McKeen, 
"where she died October 4th, 1847. John, the eldest son of David 
and Diana McKeen, was bom May 7th, 1802. He served with Mr. 
Alexander Knight, of Truro, and learned the trade of saddle and 
liameaa making. He removed to Mabou. C. R He was married 
there to Grace Smith, November 9th, 1826. They had four sous and 
four daughters. Mrs. McKeon died Febniary 13th, 1870. WilLiam 
MeKeen, their second'son, was bom May 27th, 1804. He removed 
to Mabou also. He was married there to Rebecca Smith, about the 
year 1830. They had two sons and seven daughtera He died there 
March 26th, 1867. David McKeen, their third son, was bom August 
6th, 1806. He was married to Susan Higgins, of Musquodoboit, 
January 5tk 1831. They had seven daughters, Mr. McKeen> 
Joseph Parker, James Higgins and John Read, went together to a* 
lake south of Musquodoboit to fiBh. By some means they were 
thrown from their boat or raft into the lake, and were all found 
drowned, Jiine 13th, 1851. Ann, the only daughter of David and 
Diana McKeen, was born June 4th, 1808. She died at Mabou, 
C. B., February, 1827, aged 19 years. 

Susnn, the only daughter of David and Lucy McKeen, was bom 
June, 1819. She was married to Thomas Nelson, of Mu-squodoboit, 
in 1840. They had one son and two daughters. She died about the 
year 1848. Thomas, the eldest »on of David and Lucy McKeen, wxw 
born in 1821. He learned the trade of tanning and shoe] making 
with Major A. L. Arcliibald, of Truro. He removed to Pictou town, 
and carried on liis business there for a number of years. He then 
removed to Cape Breton, where he still resides. He wa** married in. 
Pictou to Mary Roach, May, 1849. They had four sons and seven 
daughtera Ebenozer McKeen, their second And youngest son, was 
born in 1823. He removed to Pictou with his mother and brother 
Thomaa He died there June, 1847, aged 24 years. 

Margaret, the second daughter of WUliam and Ann McKeen, waa 
born in Truro, September 18th, 1777. She died when young, 
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Jamos, tlieir third wn, waa bom April 10th, 1779. He removed 
to Cape lire ton, and w«s married to Eliza iScott, of Mus<iucHlolx>it, 
August, 1824. They had foiir sons and two dartghttTs. He died at 
Muhon, C. R, in 1847, aged 68 yeara His widow and family 
removed to the United Stat«3. ilrs. McKeen <Jied there in 1853. 
Elizabeth, the thiiil drtughti:)r of William and Ann McKonn, romoved 
to Mufiquodol)oit with her parenta and family. She died there 
uomarriod, July 1851. Margaret McKeen, their fourth daughter, was 
born in Truro, 1786. She was married to Robert Higgins, of 
Musquodo])oit. They had two sons and two dauglitors. She died 
July, 1860. . 

William McKeen, their fourth Bon, was bom in Truro, August 
18th, 1789. Hh left home when a young man ond went to Pictou 
for a whilo, whou the timber trade waa brisk there. He returned 
and went to Musquodoboit, where he wae married to Elizabeth 
McDougaU, Jidy, 1811; and, 8oon after, they removed to 
Mabou, C. B., where he carried on a large buaine33 as a merchant 
and farmer. They had five sons and six daughters. His first wife 
died December 18th, 1834. He was married again to Christiann 
Smitli in April, 183.5. They had five sons and seven daughters. He 
was a member of the Legislative Council of Nova >Scotia for a numb^;r 
of years before his death. He died May 1 7th, 1865, aged 76 yoais. 
Martha McKeen, their fifth daughter, was born in 1792. She was 
tnarriod to Sumuel Benvoy, of Musciuodoboit, about 1820. They had 
five sons and five daughters. Mr. Benvey die<l in March, 1841, aged 
60 years. A few years after the death of her husband, she removed 
with her family to Cape Breton. 

Samuel, the fifth and youngest eon of William and Aim McKeca, 
was bom in Truro, August 25th, 1794. He removed with his parents 
and tlie rest of the family to Muaquodoboit, in 1815. He was married 
there to Jane liiggins, in 1818. Tliey had four sons and two 
dAughters. He removed to Cape Breton. His wife died there April 
10th, 1865. He was married again to Mrs. Mary Ross, of Margaree, 
March, 1871. 

John, the second son of John and ^lartha MuKoen, was bom 
before they came to Nova Scotia, in 1747. In the after part of his 
life, he went by the name of Captain McKeen. He was married to 
Rachel, daughter of Lieut. John and Sarali Jolinson, December 30th, 
1769. He resided a large portion of his life in a house which stood 
near the place where Mr. Tremain now resides. Mr. WiMiam Logan, 
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Ilia ueighbour, "woa passing the house of Mr, McKeen, who -was husily 
engaged, chopping wood. Mx. Logan said to him, you are hard ai. 
work this morning, Mr. McKeeu. Mr. McKeeu replied : " O yes j 
has become a second nattire'for me to work." Mr. Logan replied : I'm 
glad of it, for it waa never your first. His firat wife, Kachel, die 
December 3fd, 1781. He was married again to Eaiphel Di 
widow of the late Samuel Archibald, 2nd, Pebrunry 12th, 1783. In' 
hLs old days, he removed to St Mary'e, to live with hia youngest son,^ 
William, and his wife remained La Truro. Once he eaid that hi 
travelled all the way from St. Mary'a to Troro to see hia Avife, and 
when he came ho could not sec her. He hud lost hia sight a few 
before. He died at St. Mary'a ffia second wife died in Truxo, 
January 20th, 1814. aged 71 yetira. 

John, the eldest son of Captain John and Eachel McKeen, 
bom in Truro, December 30th, 1770. He waa married to Elizabetl 
the third daughter of Dr. John Harris and Elizabeth Scott, Decemberij 
1798. (They wore the firat whom Mr. Waddell married after he cam^ 
to Truro.) He settled and cleared a small part of the farm that MaJ 
Hugh Clarke now resides upon. He sold this farm to Samuel Clarl 
in 1805. He removed to St. Mary'e, and continued there until 1817. 
He then removed to Tatamagouclie Mountain, where he and hia Bor 
reclaimed their farms from the forest. Ho died tliere October 17t 
1854, aged 84 years. His wife died there January 6th, 1820, aged^ 
45 years. Eachel McKecn, their eldest daughter, was born Januar} 
13th, 1800. She was manied to Hiram Downing, December Slat,! 
1829. They had two sons and two daughters. She died March, 
1835, aged 35 years. John McKeen, their eldest son, was Iwm May 
3l8t, 1 802. He inherited a part of his father's property on Tatama- 
goaefae Mountain, where he died a bachelor October 20th, 1857, aged 
55 years. Sarah McKeen, their second daughter, was born Jam 
14th, 1804. She was married to Peter Teed, Esq., of WallaceJ 
December, 1827, She died March, 1856, aged 52 yeara. 
November 12th, 1848, Mr. Teed was burned to death in his bam,' 
trying to save a waggon. Martha McKeen, their third daughter, was 
bom I^ovember 22nd, 1806. She was married to liichard Wooden (i 
school teacher), November 13th, 1824. They had three sons and 
tiiree daughters. She died April, 1865, aged 58 years. Her husband 
died October, 1858. WUham McKeen, their second son, was bom 
October 16th, 1808. He waa married to AmeHa, the third daughter 
of James Drysdale and Nancy Brown, March, 1833. Mrs. McKeen 
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died .Tuly SM, 1833, aged 16 years. He was raarriod again to Jane, 
daughter of truorgis and Sarah Crow, rcbruary, 1837. He died 
October 16th, 1846, aged 38 years. His widow died in 1848. Eliza 
M(.:Kwn, their fuurtli daughter, was bjm May 25th, 1810. She was 
married to John, the ehiest son of Joseph JSIahon and ^largart't Crow, 
Decembt^r li4tb, 1833.

He was 
am in Londonderry, Irelatid, in 17 16. He was married to Eleanor 
Archibald about the year 1743.

They removed again to Truro with the 
Archibalds atid others, in Dtcember, 1762. He was a tfrautcL' of the 
Township. He was the first Town Clerk of Tniro after it was settled 
by the British. He was one of "the seven elders of the iChurfth who 
were elected in the summer of the year 1770. lie took hiaseitt in the 
House of Assembly June 6th, 1770, and repitsented Truro five years. 
He resided on the interval of Salmon River. His house stood near 
the place that Thomas Blair's house now stands. He died there 
June 6th, 1777, aged 61 ycjirs. 

John Fisher, their eldest son, Was born in New Hampshire, March

the gun and shot and wonnded him so hadly that the meB ibUowed 
after and got hiia. He died at Musfi^uodoboifc, March 2lid, 1818^ 
aged 74 yoars.

I>«vigon, November 16th, 1789, by Dr. John Harris, who was then 
authoiLeed to perform tho ceremony of marriage. It was so dark on 
this wedding day that candlea were lighted at two o'clock iu the after- 
.noon, to givti them light to attend to the work in the honse, and this 
day is spoken of yet by the old people of Brookfield as the daik day. 
Ou March 2nd, 1790, Mra. Davi«on died, in the twentieth year of her 
age. The first marriage and first death wliich took pkce in Btookfield 
was in the house of Mr. William Downing, Maiy, the second 
daughter of William and Mary Downing, %ra« born in Tinro, May 
2nd, 1772. She was married to Thoma* Wetherby, of Londonderry^ 
November 12th, 17&4. They had thiee sorw and two daughters, 
Catherine Downinij, their thinl liaiightor, was bom in Truro, May 
9th, 1774.

Ho built 
the buuse tJuit Mr. Georgo McLooti now resides in, on the north side 
of Salmon River, in which he r&sided ' He carried on the shoe-making 
busineas in a shop that stood on the bank, where Mr. William Mc- 
Leo*l now resides. He then sold out in Truro, and removed to 
Upper Stewiacke, to the farm that Mr. Hugh Dunlap now resides 
MjKin, where he spent the remainder of his days. He died there 
Septcmlxir 13th, 1842, aged 68 years, and his wife died August 15th, 
1857. agi^d 7G years. 

Ribert and Matthew Hamilton, their twin sons, were bom in 
Truro, Octoh4;r 11th, 1803. Knbert was married to Ann, the eldest 
daughter of David Hingley and iSarah Fulton, of Merigomish, July 
27th, 1837. They had three sons and three daughters. They reside 
on the south side of Stewiacke Eiver, Upper Settlement. Matthew, 
their other twin eon, was married to Catherine Holdman in 1833. 
They had six sons and tliree daughters. Mrs. Hamilton died, and he 
was married again to SiiSiin Dean, of Mua<juodoboit. They had three 
aonn. He settled, and still re^iidea in Musqnodohoit. Nancy, the 
eldest daughter of George and Eleanor W. Hamilton, was born in 
Truro, September 19th, 1805, She was married to John Holdman, 
of Miisquo<lolxtit. They had seven sons and four daughters. She 
ilied some time ago. Janet Hamilton, their second daughter, was 
born March 17th, 1810. She was married to John G. D. Archibald, 
February' 8th, 1838.

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John HAinilton, their fourth son, w«8 born February 22Qd, 1826. 
He removed to the UnittJ Stales, ami was married there to Hannah 
Lyliii, and tht-y bavt* a family of chilJr<in. Jane, their third ihiughter, 
was bom August 27th, 1827. She was married to James Rutherford. 
They had two sons and one daughter. Slie died iu Feliniary, 1862, 
aged 35 years. Susan, tho fourth daughter of Hants and Jane 
Hamilton, was born March lat, 1830. She was married to Daniel 
Bently in 1849. They had one son and four daughters. Margaret, 
their fifth diiugliter, was born January IGth, 1832. She was married 
to Thoinaa Croker in 1858. Mr. Croker died April 22nd, 1871. 
They had two sons and two daughters. William Alexander Hamilton, 
their fifth son, was l:»om Febniary 9th, 1834. He was married to 
Alartha, daughter of "William Gaminell, E»j., and Susan Dunlap, 
October 8th, 1863. They have one son and one daughter. He 
inherits what was his father's farm. Ilel>ecca Hamilton, their sixth 
daughter, was born February 22nd, 1837. She was married to James 
Thompson, December 27th, 1866. Robert Samuel Hamilton, their 
sixth and youngest son, was bom March 15th, 1840. He was married 
to Janet Proven, December Slat, 1870. 
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James Fidton Avas among the early settlers of Truro, but not a 
Grantee. Ho was bom in Ireland in the year 1726, and his wife. 
Ana CoUwell, was bom in tho year 1728. They were married about 
the year 1753, and removed to Halifax, Nova Scotia, in tho year 1761. 
They settled at LaHave for about two years, and then removed to 
Cumberland in the spring of 1764, and remained there about twelve 
years. As there wiis considerable difficulty in Cumberland at the 
time of the American war, they removed to Pictou, and coutiuucd 
there about four or five years ; then they removed again to the Lower 
Village of Truro. In removing from Pictou to Truro they miderwent 
great hardships. They had then to travel through the woods without 
any road, and carry their stuff and their children on their backs. 
This journey occupied the whole of the week, although raBy had the 
assistance of several men — (the late James Kennedy was one who 
assisted tlieni.) 'Wliile on their way there came on a snow storm, 
which cau.9cd them much sulfcring, as they had to stop iu the woods 
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five nights, and one night in particular," their fire -worlw Iwiiig aamp, 
they could get no fire for some time, and were in great danger of 
Iporiahing. When they arrived in Truro, they settled on the aame 
place Mr. Charles Crow now resides, in the Lower VUlage, where Mr. 
Fulton spent the remainder of his days. He died aljout the year 
1792, and Ida wife died March, 1812, aged 84 yoars. 

John, thoir eldest son, was born in Ireland about the year 1754, 
and wa.s brought by his part^nts to Nova Scotia when about seven 
years old. He was married to Mary Simpson in the year 1775. 
John Simpson Fulton, their eldest eon, was bom in 1776. He 
removed with his father to Ohio, U. S., about the year 1811. He 
died there in 1814. Kxm., the eldest daughter of John Fulton and 
Mary Simpson, was l>om in the year 1778. She was married to 
Eddy Tupper, October ISth, 1798. They had three sons and five 
daughters, who appear among the Tupper families. Janet T., the 
second flaughter of John and Mary Fulton, was bom in 1780. She 
was man-led to Daniel Eoss, of Pictou, 1799. They had two sons and 
five daughters. They removed to Ohio, U. S., in 1811, and. died 
there. Mary, another daughter of John and Mary Fulton, was 
married to Willkm Pollock, They removed to Ohio, U. S., and died 
there. Elizabeth, their fourth daughter, was married to John 
Crockett, of Pictou. They had nine sons and liine daughters. She 
died in Pictou in the year 1867. Sarah Fulton, their fifth daughter, 
was married to David Hingley in 1812. They had four sons and five 
daughters. They settled in Merigomish. Mr. Hingley is dead. 
WUliara, the youngest son of John and Mary Fulton, was bom in 
the year 1792. He was married Eo Janet, daughter of John Blackie, 
of Pictou, in 1826. They had one son and four daughters. Ho di«I 
in Stewiaoke in 1840, aged 48 years. His wife died in the year 1857, 
John Fulton's first wife died, and he was marrie<i again to Christie 
second duuglitt^r of the Kov. Daniel Cock and widow of Miihew 
Tupper. They removed to Ohio, U. S., and died there. 

William, the second son of James Fulton and Ann CollweU, was 
bom in Ireland in the year 1757, and was brought by his parents to 
Nova Scotia when about four years old. He was married to Sarah, 
the eldest daughter of James Duidap and Mary Johnson, in the year 
1783. He was one of the eight who removed to np[)er Stewiacko in 
the spring of the year 1784. He settled on the same place tliat his 
grandaoUj William Fidtoii, Esi]^., now resides, where he and his wife 
Spent many happy days. He died there December 11th, 1812, aged 
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53 yeara, and hia wife ilied September 20th, 181 4, aged 49 years^ 
John J". Kulbjn, their eldest wm, w.w bom iu tiic year 1784, Ho was 
tuamed to Siirah, the second dauglitor of Robert Corbett und Susannah 
iletcher, of Londcmdorry, in the year 1808, Ho settled first at th& 
Sonth Tiranch of Stewiacke, and about the year 1818, lio exchanged 
farms with Stcpheu JcJinaon, ami renvjvt*d to tlnj Lr/wor Village of 
Truro, to the same plac« that lits grandfather lived and died. He 
bailt the hoi«fl in whicli Ifr. Charlfs Crowe now ivsidoa Ho 
continned to rpsivlo in this house until some time after his first wife 
died. She died about the year 1838. He •\r»s in;u-ried Jtgain to 
Janet, the eldest daughter of James and Agnes MeCurdy, of Unslow, 
widow of tlie late John Kent Hh died June, 1856, aged 72 years^ 
and left no family. Hia widow died September 1st, 1870> aged 84 
JrouTs. James Fulton, their second son, was born in Stewiacke in the 
year 1786. Ho WiV3 niarrietl to Margaret, the second daughter of 
James Kent, Esq., and Jlargaret Williams in the year 1810. Ha 
settled on the farm adjoining the east siile of William Cox'a farm, 
after the death of Mahew Tupjier, who had occupied it until his death. 
He resided in thu himse that CJoorge Fulton, Esq., now occupies, 
where lie kept au Inn until the time of his death. He died thero 
suddenly, March 18th, 1829, aged 43 yuars, and left a widow, fi\*o 
sons and three daughters to mourn their loss. His wi<low diexl at 
Londonderry, February 1st, 1870, iu the 83rd year of her age. 

Joseph Fulton, the third son of William and Sarah Fulton, waa 
bora iu Steiviaoke in the year 1788, and it is said that he was the 
first child who waH baptized in IT^pper Ste^viacke. Ho was married to 
Eleanor, the third daughter of Robert Corbett and Susan Fletcher, of 
Londonderry, about the year 1812. They had fotu* soua and five 
dau^'hti.'rs. He inherited his father's 7>roperty in Upper Stewiacke,, 
where he resided and kept an Inn, where his son William recently 
resided. He was a Justice of the Peace for a number of years liefore 
Im death. He died December 6th, 1842, aged 54 years, and Ids 
widow was married a}»ain to John Graham, of Hants Co, Mary, tho 
eldest daughter of William and Sarsdx Fulton, was born in the year 
1790. She was married to Major Alexander I* Archibald, December 
13th, 1810. They had four sons and two daughttirs, who appear 
among the Arcliibalds. She died September 8th, 1828, aged 38 yeara, 
and her husband died February 12th, 18.59, aged 71 years. 

Samuel, tlic fourtli son of William and Sarali Fulton, wa.s l)om in 
the yciu: 1792. He leam«l the tauning and ehoemaking trade with 
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his brother-m-law. Major A. L. Archibald, and then purchased a pk 
and built the house in which Mr. Chark-s H. Blair now reaidea? 
Here he built a tannery and made preparations for canying on aa 
extensive business ; but being disappointed in securing the aflectio- 
of a certain yoimg hidy, on whom he fancied hia happiness deptvudei! 
he suddenly deeded his prop«?rty away, left his business unsettled, am 
emijgTiittMl to the Unit^l States in 1816, and never returned. 

Adam, the fifth son of William and Sarah Fulton, was bora 
the year 1795, He was a very sliort man, and not very healthy, 
Ho lived a while with his brother John, in the Lower Village 
Truro, where he died a bachelor, Janu:iry 17th, 1820, aged 25 yean 
Jane, their second daughter, was born March, 1797. She was marrii 
to Jonathan Jfarsters, a Barri-^ter, F«bruary 8th, 1821, Mr. Marste 
purchased the house whicli yr\& owned by the late Matthew Archi 
which is standing yet, near the bank of the River, on Bible Hill, ani 
is owned by Rev. Dr, McCuIloch. Here ^Ir. Marsters sjKint t; 
remainder of his days. 

Ebcnezer, the si.Tth and youngest son of William and 
Fulton, was bom December 27th, 1799. He was married to Jan( 
the youngest daughter of Robert Gamracll and Margaret Kenned; 
March 25th, 1824, They had three sons and one daughter. Mrs, 
Fulton died November 30th, 1 8.30, aged 32 ycaaa. He was mnrrio 
again to Sophia, widow of the late John Corbett, May 7th, 184 
They had four sons and two daughters. Mr. Fulton's second wife 
died March 27th, 1863, aged 51 years. He purchased the farm in 
Middle Stewiacko that John Corbett, senr., had owned for nearly 
twenty years. He stUl occujnes it. 

Rachel, the third daughter of William and Sarah Fulton, w; 
bom 1802, She was married to Ebenezer Munro, Escj., December 
10th, 1832. (He is now Judge of Probate for the County of Col- 
chester). 

Ann, their fourth and youngest daughter, was bom 1804. S 
was married to John Goudge, February 26th, 1825. They now 
reside in Halifax. 

Samuel Fulton waa another eon of Jomos Fulton, Senr,, and Ann 
CollwclL He was married to Mary, the second daughter of Jame-s aiu 
Mary Dunlap. She died in Stewiackc not long after they w?; 
married. He was married again to Alice, the fourth d.iughter of 
Eliakim Tupper, Esq., and Elizabeth Newcomb. This is said to be t! 
first marriage in Upper Ste^iacke. It took place in the house 
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FLsher, who was married to her eldest sUter. They removed 
U. S. Their sou, Eliakim, returned a few years ago an-^ 
spent the winter iu Stowiackc among his relatives. 

Joshua W!is another son of James and Ai\a Fulton. Tie was 
married to Nancy Siiuson, the youngest sister of John Fulton's wife. 
He sympathized very much with the Americans durin^f the time of 
their rehtiLlion, and not long after they gaiined their indoiKsndenee he 
removed to New York, and wc know nothing of hira or any of his 
descendants. Ann, daughtf r of James and Ann Fulton, was horn in 
jCtmiberLind, in the year 1705. She was nianied to James, son of 
James and Elizaheth Johnson, December 10th, 1786. They had 
throe 9on9 and six daughters. She died at Stowiacke January 15th, 
1824, aged 59 years, and her husband died October 11th, 1842, 
aged 84 year.s. Eliatboth, another daughter of Jame,? and Ann 
Fulton, was married to John Johnson. They had one son and 
two daughters, .Mr. Juhnsou died at Stewiacke July 1st, 1799. 
She was rairried again ti> Ilobart Ltpgan. They had one son and one 
daughter. Sho died February 20th, 1827, and her second husband 
died December Slst, 1833, aged 70 yeara, Jane, the youngest 
daughter of James and Ann Fulton, was married to Gdeb Putnam, of 
TVIaitland, in the year 1787. They had two sons and six daiighters. 
She was Mr. Putn im's seeoud wifa She and her husband both died 
some time ago. Mr. Putnam died September, 1838. 

CHAPTER LXI. 



'umuel Creel man was bom iu Irwliind, about the year 1728. He 
was married to Isaboll Flemming, about the year 1748. He was a 
cooper by trade. Ho removed with his wife and family to Nova 
Scotia, and arrived in Halifax in the fall of the year 1701. They 
went to Lunenburg that fall, where they spent a himl winter, subsist- 
ing mostly on the eels thoy caught. In the spring of the year 1762, 
they returned to Halifixx, and he worked that summer at his trade j 
and, iu the fall, he removed to Ciunberland. When he was leaving 
Halifax, he raised his hands and voice exclaiming agiunst tho town, 
as the most wicked jdacc that he ever beheld. He remained in 
Cumberland until the faE of the year 1771, or the spring of 1772, 
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when he removeil and settJwl at the Black Rock, on the 'N^esfc ond of 
the Township of Troro. When he was removing with his familj- 
from CirmberLmil, he took passage in a vessel with Captain LockanL 
When they arrived, they were landed on the point, on the east side of 
Shubenacadie River. This point is known by the name of Lockatd'e 
point ever since. He purchased a lot of land that was laid otT for David 
Archibald, Es(|., iis Hve hundred acres, extending from the point 
before mentioned four miles np the Snbenactulie, and fronting On the 
River. Also another lot, the some size, adjoining the first lot, and on 
the cast side of it. On these lot^ he continned to reside the remainder 
of his days. He died at his son Matthew's house, which place is now 
called Princeport, about the year 1810. His wife died several years 
before. They were buried near the house of Mr. James Dixvis, about 
one mile from the Black Rock. It may here be observed that his 
forefathers names were Ash more, and that some of them had a large 
contract for carrying provisions to a number of coifvicts, which they 
did in Credn earned across the horse's biick, and by this the name was 
changed from Ashmore to Credmxa. The name of Ashmore ia stUl 
kept as a second name by some of the Creelmans. 

Samuel, the eldest son of Samuel Creelman, Sen., and Isabell 
Flemming, was bom in Ireland, in the year 1751, and was brought 
by Ids parents to Nova Scotia when he was ton years old. He wa8 
married to Mary Campbell, of Londonderry, about the year 1775. 
He removed to Upper Stewiacke iu the year 1786, and settled on the 
farm that was afterwards owned by his three sons, William, John and 
Andrew. He built the first mill that was built on the brook on the 
south side of the River, on Which the spinning machine now stands. 
He had his first house on the interval, near the River, and he built hia 
next house on the same place where Mr. Daniel Webster now resides. 
Here he spent the remainder of his daya He died in October, 1835, 
aged 84 years, and his wile died Augutst 20th, 1831, 

Isabell, the eldest daughter of Samuel Creelman and Mary 
Campboll, was bom in the year 1777. She was married to the ReV. 
(? * i»l / Duncan Ross, of the West Kiver of Pictou, in the year 1796. They 
had nine sons and six daughters. She died in May, 1845, aged 68 

L years, and her husband died October 25th, 1834, aged 65 years. 
Esther Creelman, their second daughter, was born in the yesir 1 779. 
She was married to George, son of James Fulton, Esq., and Mai^ret 
Campbell, of Bass River, about the year 1707. They had six sond 
and tlirec daaghtera They settled on the farm that their son, John, 
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now resides upon, on the south aide of Stewiacko River. Here they 
spent the remaiiuier of thoir lives. She died Juno 4th, 1821, aged 
42 years. Mr. Fulton was married again to Ann, daixghter of John 
and Mary Fulton, widow of the late Eddy Tupper, in the year 1823. 
Mr. Fulton died in February, 1858.

He was married to Agnes Grt»ham, 
daugliter of William and niece of Rev. Hugh Graham. They liad 
five sons and three daughter.?. They now reside in Hiilifax. Mary- 
Campbell Creelman, their eldest daughter, was bom June 6th, 1806. 
She waa married to Robison, son of Charles Cox and Agnes Thomson, 
in the year 1830. They had five sous and five daughters. Mr. Cox 
died in November 1871.

In an 
engagement between ninety men, who were sent on ahote, and the 
natives, Mr. Creelman, acting lu pilot at the request of the Commo- 
dore, received two gun shot wounds, firom the effects of which he died 
in four days, August 3rd, 1868.

She died March, 
1808, aged i3 years, Mr. Marshall died October, 1844. Mr. 
Marshall lived and reared hia family on tho lower farm in Middle

Jacob Lynds wa8 an eiirly settler in Cobei|uid. He was born in 
Ireland, about the year 1720. He was married there to Mary Guild, 
being then the widow McNutt, in 1746. They removed to New 
England in 1756. They removed again to Nova Scotia in 1761. 
He settled for a time at Advocate, whera he obtained a grant of one 
thousand five hundred acres of land, and remained there but a short 
time. He removed furthiT up the Bay of Fundy. He settlisd on the 
farm that is now owned by tho Messis. Putnam at Fort Polcher,

farm that liis eldest son, Thomas Lynds, and his son Thomas, live^ 
and died upon^ at Xorth Kiver. His widow was married again to 
James Whidden, of Tniro. Mr. "VVliidden died December 13thy1 
1790. She wiiB again left a widow. She returned again to ths^ 
house of her eldest son, ThoinJis, at the Fort, where she spent the^ 
remainder of her life. She died there in 1810. 

Thomas, the eldest son of Jacob and Mary Ljiids, was born in 
Ireland, in 1747. He was brought by his j)areuts to America when 
he was about nine years old, and to Onslow when he was twenty-five -Jl 
years olcL He was mjurried to Rebf'cca, fifth danghter of Captain ^ 
William Blair and Jane Barns, January 27th, 1774. They reared 
their family and lived together for sixty-thret; years. Ho di(;d January 
6th, 1839, aged 92 years. His wife died January 9th, 1838, aged 80 
years, Benjamin and Simeon Lynds, their twin sons, were bom 
Ko^'ember 15th, 1774. Benjamin was married to Mary McNutt, 
Septerabor 12th, 1793. Tln-y had six sons and four daughtei-s. He

Mr. Wiawell waa 
killed by falling from a staging of a new house that he was working 
at iij St. John, N. B., in the summer of 1841. lii-becoa Lvnd-s, tht-ir 
fourth daughter, was bom September 24tli, 1785. Sho was manitsl 
to Pliilip Freeman, in 180!), They bid two sons. They, removed to 
the ITnitod States. She dietl there, and Mr. Fnieman rlied there. 
James Lynda, their lifth son, was bom October 23rd, 1787. He was 
married to Margaret Hall, November 9th, 1809. He settled on a 
part of his father's farm. Ho di<'d there January 5th, 1852, aged 64 
years. He left no childnm. Dorothy Ljlids, their fifth djtughtc<r, 
was born in April, 1790. Sho ilied unmarried, October 12th, 186C, 
aged 76 years. Thoinas Lynds, their sixth son, wae boni in Miirch, 
1792. Ho inherited the homestead and a iii^ part of liis father's 
property. He died a bachelor, March 28th, 1865, aged 73 years.

Jacob Lynds was iiian-ied to Martha Morrison, November 1 3th, 
1786. He settled on the top of Oaalow Mountain. He was known 
by the name of T^Tiisjiering Jacob. He died Decemlier 23id, 1833, 
aged 81 years. His wife died in March, 1829, aged 67 years. Mary 
Lynds, their eldest daughter, was born Jannary Cth, 1788. She was 
married to Jacob Workman, February 4th, 1810.

1796 ho Went to ihe West Imlies in one uf liis vessels ; on his return 
he called at Halifax and took ill of yellow fever, and died there on 
September 3rd, 179G. Hi* widow was married a^ain to Joseph 
McLain. AftiT his death his four sons carried on the businesB for | 
few years, uuiler the firm of John Dickson & Co. He was marri^ 
to Amelia Bishop in 1772. She died November, 184C. 

John T)ii;kson, their eldest son, was Iwm in Onslow, Juno 7tl| 
1773. He was married to Lydia Hamilton, October 20th, 179^ 
They hatl four sons and five daughters. He followed the aea as 
Captain a considerable length of time. He was tlio Senior Justice 
the Peace for the County several years.

A FEW HISTORICAL EVENTS WHICH TOOK PLACE IN TRURO AND ITS NEiGHBORHOOD 
FROM ITS EARLY SETTLEMENT UP TO THE PRESENT TIML M 

William Fiaher was tho firat Town Clerk who waa in Truro. He 
acted from the year 1761 to 1771. Sainiii>l Archibald, second, wa9_ 
Clerk from this time tmtil 1 779, the time of his death. His brothc 
Robert Archibald, was Clerk for the Tcara 1780 and 1781. Jame? 
Archibald, Esq., was Clerk for the year 1782. Dr. John Harris waa 
Clerk until the end of 1790. Gavin Johnson was then Clerk until 
the end of 1798. Then David Archibald, seventh, acted four years; 
when he removed to Onslow. Alexander Miller was Clerk from the 
beginning of the year 1803, until the time of his death, in 1834. 
The first Court of Sessions waa held in Onslow about the year 1769, 
in the house of Samuel Nichols, Senr., which stood then about forty 
rods west of the new Church. At one time the (xrand Jury vot 
£15 to pay Mr. Nichols for the use of his house to hold Courts in, 
condition that he would not sell any rum during the sitting of tl 
Courts. The people of Pictou came to Onslow to attend Court up to 
the year 1790. Courts continued to be held in Onslow until 1800. 
A Court house was built on the top of the hill on the north side of 
Salmon Eiver, front of the Metzler House, in 1799. The Coi 
were held there but a short time, In tho year 1803 tliis house 
taken down by the late Ebenezer Archibald, and hauled through the 
interval and River, and atit up again on the parade in front of the 
present Coiirtrhouae. It waa used aa a Court-house until the year 
1844 ; it was removed after the present one was boilt At the first 
settlement of the County, Cobcquid had no Jail for a considerable 
number of years, excepting the cellar of David Archibald, I'lsc]., which 
was occasionally used for that purpose. After some time, when 
Courts were held in Onslow, they had some kind of log Jail there. 
The first Jail that was in Truro was bidlt in 1803 ; it stood on what 
is now the street in front of,the Epgistrar of Deeds' office. There had 
been but little use for a Jail in Truro hitherto, but about t 
and for a number of years after, impriaonment for debt •< 
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•common, much more so than at the present d&y. In May, 1817, this 
first JbU wfts burnt down. Beggs and Munro, two Scotch tailors, 
were suapected of setting it on lire. These two men were coufiutHl in 
Jail at the time, charged with hnrglftry and stealing. In 1818 
-another Jail was built, and was used until 1865, when it was taken 
■down,' after the present Jail was erected. The first mail was carried 
from Halifax to Ptctou in December, 1801, by the late Alexander 
Stewart (who k«pt an Inn on Mount Tom, at the same place that Iris 
daughter Nancy contiaued to keep while she lived). He travelled on 
foot, cnrrying the mail in kis pocket or on his back, o»oc a fortnight 
«ntil abont 1812. 

Mt. Niles, fX Curftbedand, carried a mail from Halifax to Amheret 
faring the year 1813, once a week, which it took him the six dajrs of 
Ihe week to perfonn. He did it himself, with the exception of one 
week, aitogetbet on horaeback. About this time Eixa Witter removed 
from the we^ern part of the Province and settled on Bible Hill, 
whore he carried on chaise bttikiiBg. He took th« mail to carry from 
Halifax .to Cumberland, which he did with a chaise drawn by one 
horse far a nurabeir of yflars. Richard Upham Marstere carried the 
mail from Truro to Pictoa daring the year 1813, on hoT.seback. 
Hiaflcitn Tapper carried it in 1814. Jacob Lynds drove the mail 
from Truro to Pictou from 1815 untii 1828. Mr. Witter dro've it 
from Hftlilax to Cftmborlnnd about the same time, with the aasi^noe 
of Michael Summers and others. In 1828 there was a company 
formed to run a coach from Halifax to Pictou to carry the mail and 
paasengera. In 1842 Hiram Hyde purchased these horses and coaches 
and drove until the cars commenced to run, in December, 1858. The 
first engine passed up Salmon River on the railroad on August 2l8t, 
1866 ; it was engaged in ballasting the road. The same fall the rail- 
road was opened for the conveyanjcc of mail and passengers to Kcton. 
Charles B. ATchibnld -carried the mail and passengers from Truro to 
Cumiberland for more than twenty years, up to November, 1872, when 
the IntercDlonial railroad was opened for traffic "WllKjim and Robort 
Watson drove from Trm-o to 'OomT)eriand for a number of years before 
Mr. Archibald commenced. 

In the early part of the aetffiemwit of Nova Scotia, there were 
large amounts of labour lost in roa<l-making, for want of having them 
properly laid out, If we had been placed in the same sitnation that 
<»ur forefa/thors were, at the first setttement of the place, the prob^ility 
J&fl that we would have done no tetter. Their main object was to 
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keep out of the swampa and wet land with their paths, or roads, 
through the wood^ To attain this object, the highe^^t huid was 
pjissed over, and deep valleys crossed in their narrowest places. As 
it was, the travelling for man and beast was very laborious. This 
state of things continued until Sir Jauios Kempt became Governor of 
Ifova Scotia. We may give him the credit of being the originator of . 
15VT31 roa<ia in Nova Swjtia. He was not long in Nova Scotia until he 
'set to work to get rid of the travelliug over the heavy hilLs. He 
obtftined the assistance of Mr, George Whitman, and other scientific 
men, in carrying out this desirable object The first part of 
t)i0 road l>etween Halifax and Truw, on what is called the level 
system, was mmle about the year 1828, along the edge of the Grand 
Lake. In the year 1834, it was made from Tmro to Brookfield. 
This work was carried on untU the level raid was completed from 
Halifax to Pictou, about the year 1840. When Mr. Whitman took 
surveys from Halifax to Tmro, and reported to the Government that 
a line of road could be got that wotdd have no greater rise in it than 
one foot in thirty, he was laughed at by many of the people. 

At the first settlement of this country, and for a long time after, 
the wheat crop yielded an abundant harvest ; and there was no such 
thing then as the manufacture or use of oatmeaL In the year 1818, 
Jolui Young, Esq., (father of Sir William Young, who is now Chief 
Justice of Nova Scotia), wrote a number of letters in, the Acadian 
Recorder, over the name of Agricola, upon agriculture, which stirred 
the people up to a new system of fanning. One thing he recom- 
mended was the erection of mills to manufacture oatmeaL Upon this 
reconitaendation, Thomaa Dickson, Esq., (who was his co-representa- 
tive for the County of Sydney a few years after) fittwl up a mill for 
that ptirijostt, at thd same place that the mills now stand in Truro. 
The first oatmeal that was manufactured in Colchester, (and, I think, 
in the Province), was done at this mill in 1820. Before this time, 
oatmeal was unknown by the natives of Nova Scotia. Not many 
years after the use of oatmeal commenced, the wheat crop began to 
fail. In this year, September 6th, the first cattle show was held in 
HaKfax. Sir James Kempt took a lively interest in thisL He was in 
attendance, and distributed the prizes. John Young, Esq., took a 
very active part iu this business, as weU as many others. The next 
fall, the first cattle show was held in Truro. About this time, 
plougliing matches commenced, and more interest was taken in 
agriculture and the improvement of stock. 
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On February 18th, 1826, a public meeting waa hold in Halifax, 
en the subject of the Shubenacadie CanaL The estimated cost of this 
Canal was £60,000. Messrs Jeffcry and Cunard subscribed £1<".K)0 
«ach. There were £13,000 subscribed at this meeting, a company 
was formed, and the House of Assembly granted £15,000. Charlejj 
Rufna Fairbanks took a very active, part in the work. On Monday, 
Jwly 24th, the ground was broken for the couunenwment of this 
great work by Hia Excellency the Efirl of Dolhousie, in preaence of 
Sir James Kempt, the Memlwrd of Council, and a large number of 
respectable citizens. The work went on for a number of years, a 
larger amount of money was expended than the estimate. This great 
work turned out to be all but a ttseless undertaking. 

As before mentioned, Cobequid was directed to be included in the 
County of Halifax, in 1761. In 1765 Charles Morris, jr., wag 
returned to represent the township of Truro in the Houae of Assembly, 
and James Bpenton, Esq,, for the township of Onslow. Mr. Morris 
being returned to represent Kings County at the same time ; he 
accepted for Kings County, and Truro was nnrepresent^d until 1766, 
when David Archibald, Eaq. took his seat on June 5th. In 1770 
William Fisher waa returned to represent Truro, Jo«hua Lamb for 
Onalow, and Captain John Morrison, having removed feom Truro to 
Londonderry in 1769, took his seat in 1770 to represent London- 
derry, Avithout opposition, Mr. Fisher being in a bad stat* of health, 
Samuel Archibald, (eldest son of David Archibald, Esq,), took hi« 
seat in the Assembly, June 27th, 1775. In 1777 Samuel Archibald 
was returned to represent Truro, which he continued to do until the 
time of his death, in 1779. Dr. John Harris represented Truro afler 
the death of Mr. Archibald until 1785 without oppoatSon. Charlc8 
Dickson represented Onslow from 1777, it being nnrepreaeatiid for a 
few years before, on account of there being no pay for members at this 
timA . John Morrison eontinned to represent Londonderry until 1 778. 
Richard CTmningham was the reppeaentative for Londonderry tuitU 
the end of the Long Parliament, which continued from 1770 to 1785, 
There w^re seventpen sessions dxiring that time. In 1 785, Maithew 
Arehibaid was returned to represent Truro, Charies Dickson for 
Onslow, and James Smith, ^eld«st son of Rev. David Smith), for 
Londonderry. Mr. Smith's aeat was declared vitcant, April 6th, 1 789, 
Robert McElhenney was elected to represent Londonderry oa Feby. 
•25th, 1790. In February, 1793, there was a general election in the 
Province, thia being the first election for the County of Halifax in 
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which a Foil was opened i& Oaalow. It closed there February 36tfc. 
Miittlitiw Archil>alii was rotumed to represent Truro, Charles Dickaon 
for Oiialow, and Robert McElhoimcy for Londonderry. In 179> 
Simon B. Eobie, of Halifiix, was retimiecl to represent Truro, Daniel 
McCunly for Onalovr, and Samuel Chiindler for Loadonderry. Up 
to this date the County of Ualiiax was. represented altogether by men 
residing within the Town of ILdi^ ; at this election, as- before 
mentioned, James Fulton, Esq., of Baas River, and Edwaid Mortimei, 
of Pictou, were the first who offered to represent the County, who did 
not reside in Halifax. A Poll was opened in Halifax, Onslow, and 
Pictou; it was closed in Pictou December 13th, being the first election 
htJd in Pictou, when Fulton, Mortimer, Tonge, and Morris were 
retonLe^L November 18th, 1806, the new Afisembly mAt, (9th gen- 
eral assfiiiihly, first session). Members retomed for the Co\inty of 
Halifax, Edward Mortimer of Pictou, S. G. W. Archibald of TruiOy 
Simon B. Robie and William Lawson. of Halifax ; Thojuas Pearson 
for Truro, Nathaniel Maraters for Onslow, aail Samuel Chandler for 
LondonJorry. The tenth (leiieiul Assembly of this Pwvince wa» 
elected iu 1811, (the first election within tlie tecoUection of the 
writer. ) Mortimer, Arcliibald, Robie, and Lawson wcse ag^ia return- 
ed to represent the County of Halifax. James Kent for Truroy 
Nathaniel Marstera for Onalow, and James Flemming for Londonderry. 
In 1818 Mortimer, Archibald, Robie and Lawsonwere again returned 
for the County of Halifax. William Dickson for Truro, Robert 
Dickson for Onslow, and James Flemming for Londonderry. Mn. 
Mortimer died October 10th, 1819. George Smith of Pictou. woft 
returned without op[)osition to fill hi* pkce. In 1820 there was 
another general election in tbid Province, on account of the death of 
King George the III. At this election, Archibald, Smith, Robie and 
Lawson, were again returned to seppesent the County of Halifax ; 
William Dickson for TVuro ; Robert Dickson, for Onslow ; and James 
Flemming for Londonderry. In 1826, S. G. W. Archibald, Geoig«» 
Smith, William Lawson, and Lawrence Hautshomo, were retvtrned t» 
represent the County of Halifax. Tbeie was a pi-etty sharp contest 
at tlus time between William^ FlemmiBg and Ckaclos Dicksott 
Archibald (the eldest son of S. G. W. Aichibald). At the close of" 
the poll, Arcliibald had one of a majority ; and at the last minute- 
before closing the jwll, Archiljald had his own vote recorded for 
himself. Flemming attempted to do the same, but was too late, a» 
the time had arrived for dosing, the poIL A scrutiny was damandfiofc 
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by Flemming. On March 8th, 1827, the committee whick inveati- 
gated thia contest, reported in favour of Archibald's retaining his seat 
as ropresontativo of Truro. John Crowe was returned for Onslow, 
and John Wier for Londonderry. At the meeting of the Assembly 
on February Ist, 1827, S. G. W. Archibtdd was unanimously chosen 
Speaker of the House. In 1830, the memorable election on the 
brandy q^uostion (as before mentioned) was held. S. G. W. Archibald, 
George Smith, William Lawson, and Jotham Blanchard, were returned 
to repreaeut the County of H.difax ; Alexander Lackie Archibald for 
Truro ; Robert Dickson for Onslow, and John Wier for Londonderry. 
Archibald continued Speaker. In 1836, the law went into operation 
for dividing th<' County uf Hullfa.^: into three Counties, viz. ; HaKfax, 
Colchcsttir and Pictou. At the election held in Xovember, 1836, 
S. G. W. Archibald was returned to represent Colchester County ; 
Alexander L. Aichibald, for Truro ; Alexander McC. IFpham, for 
Onslow, and G. W. McLellan for Londonderry. Archibald continued 
Speaker. In 1841, S. G. W. Archibald was appointed to the office 
of Master of Rolls, and Thomas Dickson was elected to represent 
Colchester. In 1843, John Ross Avas returned to represent Colchester ; 
William Flemming, for Truro ; John Crowe, for Onalow, and G. W. 
McLollan for Londonderry. In 1847, Samuel Creelman, of Stewiacke, 
was returned to represent the County of Colchester ; Alexander L. 
Archibald, for Truro ; John Crowe, for Onslow, and G. W. McLellan, 
for Londonderry. In 1851, Adams G. Archibald and G. W. McLellan 
were returned to represent tlte County of Colchester ; Jaioea Campbell, 
of Tatamagouche, for the north District, and Samuel Creelman for 
the south. In 1855, Adams G. Archibald and G. W. McLellan 
were returned again to represent Colchester ; Thomas F. Morrison for 
the north Di.'ntrict, and Hiram Hyde for tlie south. During the 
sitting of the Assembly in the early part of 1858, G. W, McLellan 
died in Halifax. His son, A. W. McLeUan, was returned without 
opposition, to lill the vacant seat for one year. In the year 1859, 
Adams G. Archibald and Alexander Campbell were returned to 
represent the south District of Colchester, and Thomas F. Morrison 
and A. W. McLellan for the north District. In the year 1863, A. 
W. MiiLeUan and William Blackwood, of Tatamagouche, were 
returned to represent the north Diatiict of Colchester; Adorns G. 
Arcliibald and Francis Parker for the south District, In the year 
1867, A. W. McLellan was elected to^ represent the County of 
Colchester iu the House of Commons of Canada. Thomas F. Morrison 
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and RoWt Chambers to represent Colchester in the Local Pftrliamcnt 
of Nova Scotia. In the year 18G9, Adams G. Archibald was elected 
to represent Colchester in the House of ConimouB of Canada, in the 
place of A W. McLellan, who ha«.i accepted office. In 1870, 
Frederick M. Pearson was returned to represent Colchester in the 
House of Commons, in place of Adams G. Archibald, who had 
accepted office. In 1871, Thomas F. Morrison and Samuel Rettio 
were returned, without opposition, to represent Colchester in the 
House of Assembly of Nova Scotia. On August loth, 1872, Frederick 
M. Pearson was elected, by a large majority of votes, to represent 
Colchester in the House of Commons of Canada. 

It may here be mentioned, the critical situation the people of 
Cobequid were in at one time, when their fiiends and relations in 
the thirteen Provinces, or States, of New England rebelled against 
British rule or authority. Tliey were strongly induced to join the 
States. In 1777, two Justices of the Peace were sent from Halifax 
to Truro, Onslow and Londonderry, to tender the oath of allegiance 
to the inhabitants, when there were bat five found willing to take the 
oath. When their representatives went to the House of Assembly the 
next session, they were not allowed to take their seats, on account of 
the people being su.specteii of disloyalty. At one tune, the people of 
Truro assembled at Eliakim Tupper's Inn, in the village, to consult 
about this matter,. James Wright (who had been in His Majesty's 
service at Fort Cumberland, when he was discharged, was allowed to 
retain his musket and uniforni), when ho got notice of this meeting, 
he put on his uniform, shouldered his musket, with fixed bayonet, 
and marched down and entered a crowded room in Mr. Tuppcr's 
house in great rage. He flourished his gun, and cried out, " Show 
me the man tkat will say anything again&t the rule of King George," 
He soon cleared the room, some escaping by the door, others by the 
windows, mthout any one being kiUed or wounded. No doubt but 
he was one of the five who took the oath of allegiance. Timy, soon 
after, made \x\\ their minds to remain loyal to the British Crown. 
During this rebellion, the Uritish soldiers were dependent, to a certain 
extent, on the inhabit»inta, residing on the sidea of the Bay of Fuudy 
for provisions. On one occasion, a nuniber of the soldiers came up 
the Bay in their boat or small vessel They landed at Bass River, 
and went to the house of James Fulton, Esq., entered the house, and 
helped themselves to what they needed to eat, then laid tliemselves 
down for a night's rest. In the morning, they went to the bureau 
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and took oat what clean shirts they could get, and dresaed themselves. 
They then went to the pasture and took a Leifer three years old, 
butchered her, and took her away with them. The mhahitants dare 
not make the least resistitnce. 

On the night of October 4th, 1869, the tide rose abjut four feet 
higher that it was ever known to riae before in the Bay of Fundy. 
It destroyed the dykes in Colchester, which laid ojten about one 
thousand acres of marsh. It cost about five thousand dollars to repair 
the dykes and fences. In the County of Cumberland, the damage 
was very great, carrying away bams, stacks of hay, dykes and fences. 
In 1770, a Registmr of Deeds was appointed for Colchester. The 
oflBce was kept by Joshua Lamb, in Onslow, from the year 1770 to 
1777. Charles Dickson, Esq., of Onslow, filled the office from that 
date until the time of his death, September 3rd, 1796, His third 
son, Robert Dickson, filled the office, which was kepv in Onslow, until 
1803. At that date, William Dickson waa appointed, who had 
removed to Truro the year before. He continued to fill the office 
until 1825. Israel Allison was then appointed Registrar, and 
continued until 1831. Geot^ge Dill was then appointed, and con- 
tinued until the time of his death, January 4th, 1854. On February 
2l8t, 1854, James K. Blair was appointed, and continues to fill the 
office at the present time. May 1873. 

Matthew Harris died at Pictou December Dth, 1819, aged 88 years, 
[e was among the early settlers of Kctou. He was brother of Dr. 
fjohn Harris, and ftither of Thomas Harris, Land Sun't'yor. Thomas 
[Harris surveyed and divided the back land of the Township of Truro, 

ler the writ of partition, and made a plan of the same, which is 
jstiUin use, and is dated Augiist 12th, 1788. 

The first settlers of Upper Stewiacke assembled regularly for 
iblic Worship in the house of Samuel Fisher, from tlie year 1787 
until 1 793. They then erected a log Church on the north side of the 
river, on the opposite side of the road from where the church now 
stands, in the Village. In October, 1810, the fi-anio of a new church 
waa raised quite near the. site of tlie present church. It was fifty 
feet lung, by forty feft wide, and two storeys high. In 1853, owing 
to the rapid increase of the congppgation, it became necessary to 
provide more church accommodation. In October, same year, a new 
frame waa raised, forty-six feet, by seventy-five, and partly covered in, 
but waa blown down in December. In July of the following year 
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the frame of the present church was raised, and the woik progressed 
steadily until it was completed. 

About the jear 1780 the first church in Onslow was raised, but 
the inside was not finished until 1812. "William McNutt, grand- 
father of thft McXutts in Lower Villag«, and at North River, was the 
principal archit^ict In 1871 it Avas taken do^vn, .and a new one 
erected on the same site. 

In 1872, the Baptists of Onslow erected a church near the same 
place. It has boen asked, how the old Onslow church came to be 
owned and occupied by both Presbyterians and Baptists 1 At the 
time the cliurth was built the inhabitants of Cobequid were all 
Presbyterians ; but, in course of time, some of them changed, and 
joined the Baptists, and the house was occupied jointly by the two 
denominations aa long as it stood. In June, 1856, a church was 
erected between Salmon River and Onslow Mountain, called the 
Union Church.
